Granting  permission  to  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Phil- 
adelphia to  construct  manholes,  and  lay  and  maintain  under- 
ground conduits,  cables,  wires,  and  erect  poles  for  electrical 
purposes  in  certain  streets. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  (Jity 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and  is,  hereby 
granted  to  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Philadelphia,  to 
be  first  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical 
Bureau,  to  open  the  streets  and  construct  manholes,  and  lay 
and  maintain  underground  conduits,  cables,  and  wires,  make 
house  connections,  and  erect  such  poles  at  the  terminals  of  the 
conduits  for  electrical  purposes  in  the  streets  hereinafter  named, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  plans  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Highway  Supervisors,  for  distributing  wires  within  the  blocks 
in  which  the  poles  are  erected,  and  no  wires  authorized  to  be 
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erected  by  tliis  ordinance  shall  be  erected  or  strung  from  pole 
to  pole  directly  along  any  street,  alley,  or  avenue.  And  that 
the  outside  dimensions  of  the  structures  or  conduits  to  be  laid 
by  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  regu- 
lated and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors 
before  being  placed  in  the  streets  herein  named.

The  laying  of  the  conduits  shall  be  done  in  the 
night-time  when  required  by  either  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  or  the  Department  of  Public  Safety;  and  the  Bell 
Telephone  Company  of  Philadelphia  shall,  in  writing,  agree 
to  furnish,  free  of  expense  or  charge  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  for  the  use  of  the  City,  one  duct  or  chamber  in 
their  conduits,  or  in  lieu  thereof  furnish  the  said  Department 
of  Public  Safety  for  the  use  of  the  City  at  all  times  with  three 
good  working  conductors  by  special  cable,  or  otherwise,  in 
their  conduits  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Chief  of  the  Elec- 
trical Bureau,  and  required  by  the  ordinance  approved  August 
5,  1886;  and  the  said  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Philadel- 
phia shall  furnish  at  all  times,  free  of  cost,  the  main  office 
of  each  Department  and  Bureau  of  the  City,  the  offices  of  the 
Clerks  of  Councils,  and  the  chambers  of  the  Select  and  Com- 
mon Councils  with  the  necessary  instruments,  and  to  each  of 
them  a  special  wire  for  telephonic  communication  with  their 
exchanges.  That  should  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  of 
Philadelphia  sell,  lease,  rent,  consolidate,  or  merge  with  any 
other  corporation  without  first  obtaining  permission  fi'om  City 
Councils,  the  privileges  granted  in  this  Ordinance  shall  become 
null  and  void,  and  the  bond  provided  for  in  Ordinance  ap- 
proved August  f),  1886,  shall  so  state  and  be  forfeited  to  the 
City  of  Philadelphia.  And  no  permit  shall  be  issued  for  the 
breaking  of  the  streets  until  said  agreement  shall  be  prepared  by 
and  filed  with  the  City  Solicitor,  and  entered  of  record,  and  a 
copy  thereof  furnished  to  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors, 
and  the  payment  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  into  the  City  Treasury 
for  the  printing  of  this  Ordinance.  The  said  Bell  Telephone 
Company  of  Philadelphia  shall  remove  all  overhead  wires 
owned  or  operated  by  said  Company  between  Vine  and  South 
streets  and  the  rivers  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  within  two 
years  after  the  completion  of  their  conduits  in  the  streets 
named  in  this  ordinance ;  And,  prorided  further.  That  the 
privileges  granted  by  this  ordinance  shall  cease  and  determine 
unless  one-third  of  the  entire  construction  authorized  bv  this

ordinance  is  completed  within  two  (2)  years,  two-tliirds  within 
three  (8)  years,  and  the  entire  construction  within  five  (5) 
years  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance.

That  the  Mayor  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  re(juested  to  enter  security  in  such  sum  as  the  Court 
of  Quarter  Sessions  may  direct  for  the  payment  of  any  dam- 
ages which  may  be  recovered  for  the  taking,  injuring,  or  de- 
struction of  private  property  by  the  opening  of  Dover  street, 
from  Stiles  to  Tliompson  streets,  and  of  Newkirk  street,  from 
Stiles  to  Thompson  streets,  in  the  Twenty-ninth  Ward,  and 
the  Mayor  is  hereby  granted  full  power  to  do  and  perform  all 
acts  necessary  to  carry  into  full  effect  the  purpose  of  this  or- 
dinance.

to  Diamond  streets  ;  on  Mechlin  street,  from  sewer  in  Wake-

Walnut  streets  ;  east  side  of  Ninth  street  from  Arch  to  Wal- 
nut street ;  east  side  of  Sixteenth  street  from  Arch  to  Walnut 
street :  Provided,  That  the  said  Edison  Electric  Light  Com- 
pany shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance 
approved  August  5,  1886,  regulating  the  laying  and  con- 
struction of  underground  wires,  electrical  conductors,  con- 
duits, cables  and  tubes  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  such 
other  ordinances  as  may  hereafter  be  enacted  relating  to  the 
laying  and  construction  of  the  same,  and  also  with  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Highway 
Supervisors  from  time  to  time  for  the  laying  and  maintenance 
of  underground  wires,  cables,  conduits  and  tubes  not  provided 
for  in  the  general  ordinance  above  mentioned :  And  provided, 
That  nothing  contained  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to 
grant  unto  the  said  Edison  Electric  Light  Company  the  exclu- 
sive right  or  to  prevent  the  grant  of  similar  privileges  to  other 
individuals  or  corporations  for  like  purposes  on  the  streets 
herein  named. 

Sect.  2.  The  privileges  granted  by  this  ordinance  shall 
cease  and  determine  unless  the  work  herein  authorized  shall 
be  commenced  immediately  after  the  first  day  of  April,  1888, 
and  prosecuted  with  reasonable  despatch  and  completed  by 
January  1,  1890  :  Provided,  That  said  campany  shall,  as  a 
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condition  precedent  to  the  enjoyment  of  any  of  the  rights  and 
privileges  hereinbefore  to  them  granted,  and  on  consideration 
thereof  contract  and  agree  with  the  said  City  of  Philadelphia 
that  they  will,  without  cost  or  charge,  furnish  and  supply  the 
wires  and  fixtures  for  lighting  and  light  all  of  the  buildings 
occupied  by  the  City  for  police,  school  or  other  municipal  pur- 
poses (excepting  the  City  Hall  at  Broad  and  Market  streets), 
along  or  upon  the  said  route  herein  authorized  with  electric 
lamps  sufficient  in  number  to  thoroughly  and  satisfactorily 
light  such  buildings  or  apartments  therein.  Also,  that  they, 
the  said  Edison  Electric  Light  Company,  shall  agree  to 
furnish  the  Electrical  Bureau  with  three  good  working  wires, 
or  two  ducts,  as  may  be  decided  and  directed  by  the  Chief  of 
the  Electrical  Bureau,  for  municipal  purposes,  by  separate 
cable  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  satisfactory  to  the  Chief  of  said 
Bureau,  and  as  required  by  the  ordinance  approved  August  5, 
1886.  Also,  that  they  sh-all  agree  to  repave  the  streets  over 
the  conduits  authorized,  and  keep  the  paving  in  continual 
good  repair  thereafter.

Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  approved  July  3,  1885, 
the  consent  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  was  given  to  the  said 
Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad  Company  to  occupy  a 
portion  of  the  properties  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works, 
between  Chestnut  and  Filbert  streets,  in  the  Ninth  Ward  of 
said  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  between  Twenty-fourth  and 
Twenty-fifth  streets,  on  Callowhill  street,  which  said  assent 
was  given  by  the  eighth  section  of  the  Ordinance  above  re- 
ferred to. 
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And  Whereas,  Differences  have  arisen  between  the  parties 
to  this  instrument  as  to  the  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part  unto,  the  said  party  of  the  second  part 
for  the  said  premises  hereinafter  more  particularly  described, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  the  expenses  of  legal  proceed- 
ings, they  have  agreed  to  submit  said  matters  in  dispute  as 
hereinafter  specifically  mentioned,  to  arbitration. 

Now,  Therefore,  this  Agreement  Witnesseth,  That 
the  said  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad  Company  and  the 
said  City  of  Philadelphia  hereby  covenant  and  agree  to  select 
and  appoint  within  ten  days  from  the  date  hereof,  one  arbitra- 
tor for  each  party  upon  said  matters,  and  the  parties  hereto 
ghall  refer  and  submit  the  consideration  of  the  said  differences 
to  the  said  parties  so  selected  and  appointed  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine the  same. 

And  the  parties  hereto  further  agree  that  the  said  arbitrators 
so  selected  and  appointed  shall  consider  all  questions  of  damage 
as  to  the  taking  of  the  property  and  as  to  consequential 
damages,  benefits,  advantages,  and  disadvantages,  and  they 
shall  reach  a  decision  or  finding  on  all  questions  involved, 
within  four  months  from  the  date  of  their  selection,  and  such 
decision  or  finding  shall  be  final  and  conclusive,  and  without 
the  right  of  appeal ;  and  if  the  arbitrators  so  selected  cannot 
agree  then  the  said  arbitrators  shall  choose  a  third  party  as 
Umpire  ;  if  they  cannot  agree  as  to  the  selection  of  an  Umpire, 
then  one  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of 
Philadelphia  County  having  charge  of  the  current  business  at 
the  time  of  said  disagreement,  and  the  decision  or  finding  of 
the  three  arbitrators  thus  chosen,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive, 
and  without  the  right  of  appeal.

That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  be,  and  he  is,  hereby 
■directed  to  lease  from  Charles  J.  Gallagher  the  building  to  be 
erected  by  him  on  his  lot  situated  at  northwest  corner  of 
Tenth  and  Hunter  streets,  Ninth  Ward,  for  the  use  of  an  en- 
gine company  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire  for  the  term  of  ten  years, 
at  an  annual  rental  of  twenty-three  hundred  (2  300)  dollars, 
payable  quarterly :  Provided,  That  the  lessor  shall  first  bind 
himself  to  build  said  building  in  accordance  with  certain  plans 
and  specifications  agreed  upon  between  the  said  lessor  and  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  without  any  ex- 
pense to  the  city,  and  that  the  said  lessor  shall  keep  the  same 
in  good  repair,  pay  all  taxes  and  water  rent,  the  city  to  have 
the  right  to  purchase  the  said  premises,  within  ten  years,  at  a 
price  not  to  exceed  thirty-five  thousand  (35,000)  dollars.

To  authorize  the  Mayor  to  enter  into  a  contract  or  contracts 
for  an  increased  supply  of  gas. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  is, 
hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  a  contract  or  contracts  for  one 
year,  with  the  privilege  of  renewal  from  year  to  year,  with  a 
competent  person,  firm,  or  corporation,  for  the  manufacture 
and  delivery  into  the  City's  holders  of  not  exceeding  three 
million  (3,000,000)  cubic  feet  of  illuminating  gas  per  diem, 
and  as  much  more  as  the  City  may  desire  to  take  from  such 
contractors :  Provided,  That  said  contractors  shall  not  be 
required  to  furnish  more  than  three  million  (3,000,000)  cubic 
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feet  per  diem,  unless  six  months'  notice  shall  first  be  given  to 
enable  them  to  provide  the  apparatus  necessary  to  supply  the 
additional  amount.  All  gas  furnished  under  said  contracts 
shall  be  of  a  candle-power  not  less  than  twenty-two  (22)  sperm 
candles,  as  tested  at  any  point  within  said  city  where  said  gas 
is  exclusively  distributed,  at  a  price  not  more  than  fifty  (50) 
cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet.  The  City  to  be  at  no  expense 
for  buildings,  machinery,  labor,  or  material.  The  necessary 
works  for  the  generation  of  said  gas  shall  be  erected  at  such 
place  or  places  as  may  be  furnished  by  the  City  and  selected 
by  the  Mayor  and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works.  The  amount  of  gas  furnished  shall  be  measured  by 
meters  supplied  by  the  City,  through  which  the  same  is  deliv- 
ered into  the  City's  holders,,  and  payment  therefor  shall  be 
made  monthly,  on  the  certificate  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Gas,  approved  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works.  The  city  shall,  at  all  times,  have  the  right  and  au- 
thority by  its  proper  officers  or  by  an  expert  to  inspect  the 
works  and  the  quality  of  gas  furnished,  and  for  every  candle 
power  less  than  twenty-two  (22)  candle  power  five  (5)  cents 
per  thousand  cubic  feet  shall  be  deducted  for  all  gas  fui*- 
nished  during  the  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  preceding  the 
inspection,  and  such  inspection  or  test  shall  be  made  at  least 
once  in  sixty  (60)  days.  It  is  further  agreed  that  the  con- 
tractor or  contractors,  their  successors,  executors  or  adminis- 
trators, shall  at  all  times  and  without  interruption  or  delay, 
furnish  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  all  gas,  according  to  the 
terms  of  their  contract,  notwithstanding  any  non-payment  by 
the  city  or  any  difference  between  them.  And  any  violation 
of  this  condition  shall  forfeit  the  works  and  all  appliances, 
and  the  city  may  at  once  enter  upon  the  same  and  take  pos- 
session thereof:  Provided,  That  this  shall  not  debar  the  con- 
tractor or  contractors  of  any  right  to  compensation  for  any 
sums  due  by  the  city  for  gas  already  supplied. 

Sect.  2.  The  contractors  shall  give  security  in  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars  satisfactory  to  the 
City  Solicitor,  to  guarantee  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
contract,  both  as  to  the  time  of  the  erection  of  the  said  works, 
and  as  to  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  gas  to  be  furnished. 
The  City  shall  not  be  liable  for  damages  in  any  way  or  from 
any  cause  in  connection  with  the  erection  of  buildings  or 
machinery,  or  in  connection  with  the  manufacture  of  said  gas 
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and  its  delivery  into  the  City  holders,  and  the  contract  shall 
provide  proper  penalties  for  any  delay  or  failure  of  the  con- 
tractor to  furnish  the  gas  as  contracted  for.  The  City  shall 
have  the  right  at  any  time,  during  the  continuance  of  the  con- 
tracts or  their  renewals,  to  terminate  the  said  contracts  abso- 
lutely, or  to  purchase  the  works  and  machinery  which  may  be 
erected  under  said  contracts,  together  with  the  patent  rights 
necessary  to  secure  to  the  City  the  use  of  the  same  within  its 
territory,  at  a  price  which  shall  be  ascertained  by  three  ap- 
praisers, one  to  be  chosen  by  the  City,  one  by  the  contractor, 
and  the  third  by  the  two  so  chosen  :  Provided,  That  the  maxi- 
mum price  at  which  the  patent  rights  shall  be  purchased  shall 
be  inserted  in  the  contract. 

Sect.  3.  The  Mayor  shall  make  advertisement  required 
by  law,  asking  bids  from  responsible  parties  having  in  actual 
and  successful  operation  process  for  making  gas.  No  pro- 
posal shall  be  received  or  considered,  unless  the  jsame  shall 
be  accompanied  by  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand 
(50,000)  dollars,  Avith  tAvo  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Mayor  and  the  City  Solicitor,  and  conditioned  that  on  the 
failure  or  refusal,  within  thirty  days,  of  the  party  making  such 
proposal  to  enter  into  and  accept  said  contract,  and  keep  and 
perform  all  the  conditions  and  terms  therein  contained  ;  in  the 
event  of  the  same  being  awarded  to  him  or  them,  the  amount 
of  said  bond  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  as 
liquidated  damages.  All  proposals  shall  be  received  by  the 
Mayor  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  approval  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  within  thirty  days  after  the  receipt  of  said  pro- 
posals he  shall  award  said  contract  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder,  and  shall  immediately  thereafter  report  to  Councils  the 
result  of  his  decision  and  award. 

All  ordinances  or  paYts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

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Sect.  2.  This  bureau  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Markets  and  City  Property  until  his  term  of  office  has  ex- 
pired, if  he  shall  be  so  long  continued  in  the  service  of  the 
city.  At  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  said  Com- 
missioner of  Markets  and  City  Property,  or  whenever  said 
office  shall  become  vacant  from  any  other  cause,  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  shall  nominate,  and  by 
and  with  the  consent  of  Select  Council,  appoint  a  Commis-

plement thereto  approved  February  16,  1 869 ;  any  excess  over 
and  above  said  assessment,  in  addition  to  that  provided  for  by 
ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  authorizing  the  Chief  En- 
gineer and  Surveyor  to  draw  warrants  for  street  intersections, 
manholes,  and  legal  deductions  in  the  construction  of  branch 
sewers,"  approved  April  3,  1868,  to  be  charged  to  Item  (for 
branch  sewers)  of  annual  appropriation  made  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys).  Provided,  Said 
excess  does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  (30,000) 
dollars.

To  permit  the  laying  of  water-pipe  by  the  Holmesburg  Water 
Company  and  the  Disston  Water  Company,  in  the  Twenty- 
third  Ward. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  Giiy 
of  PJtiladelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Holmesburg  Water  Com- 
pany be,  and  is,  hereby  permitted  to  lay  water-pipe  in  any  of 
the  public  highways  in  that  portion  of  the  Twenty-third  Ward 
described  and  bounded  as  follows :  By  the  Township  Line 
road  or  Cottman  street,  the  River  Delaware,  the  Poquessing 
creek,  and  the  Bustleton  and  Somerton  Turnpike  road.  That 
the  Disston  Water  Company  be,  and  is,  hereby  permitted  to 
lay  water-pipe  in  any  of  the  public  highways  in  that  portion 
of  the  Twenty-third  Ward  described  and  bounded  as  follows  : 
By  the  Dark  Run  lane,  the  River  Delaware,  the  Township 
line  road  or  Cottman  street,  and  the  Frankford  and  Bristol 
Turnpike  road,  upon  the  following  conditions,  viz.  : 

1.  That  all  work  done  by  permission  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  done  under  the  direction  and  with  the  approval  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works. 

2.  Iliat  said  water  companies  will  erect,  maintain,  and 
supply  with  water,  without  charge  to  the  city,  all  fire-hydrants 
that  may  be  required  by  the  said  Department. 

3.  To  furnish  without  charge  any  and  all  water  required  for 
city  purposes,  except  water  that  may  be  required  by  the  House 
of  Correction  or  the  County  Prison,  Almshouse  or  Municipal 
Hospital,  or  other  institutions  of  a  like  character  located  in 
the  said  ward. 

4.  That  the  city  shall  have  the  privilege  of  taking  posses- 
sion of  any  or  all  of  the  pipes  laid  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance,  or  that  have  heretofore  been  laid  without  the  au- 
thority of  the  city  by  the  said  companies,  at  a  price  to  be  as- 
certained by  three  (3)  arbitrators,  one  to  be  chosen  by  the 
city,  one  by  said  companies,  and  the  third  to  be  chosen  by  the 
two  arbitrators  so  selected.  In  case  the  city  should  purchase 
any  of  said  pipes  the  right  is  hereby  reserved  by  the  city  to 
charge  the  owners  of  property,  fronting  on  said  streets,  the 
usual  frontage  charges  for  said  pipes  the  same  as  in  other  sec- 
tions of  said  city.

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5.  That  before  any  work  shall  be  done  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance,  each  of  the  said  companies  shall  file  with 
the  City  Solicitor  an  acceptance  thereof,  and  also  a  bond  in 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars,  to  secure  satisfactory 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  and  to  pro- 
tect the  city  from  any  damages  done  to  persons  or  property 
by  reason  of  the  operations  of  these  companies. 

Sect.  2.  That  nothing  contained  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be 
construed  to  prevent  the  granting  of  similar  privileges  to  other 
companies,  or  to  prevent  the  laying  of  water-pipe  by  the  said 
city,  in  accordance  with  existing  laws,  and  with  the  right  to 
collect  the  usual  frontage  charges. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  privileges  hereby  granted  can  be  revoked 
at  any  time  by  the  passage  of  an  Ordinance  to  that  eff"ect, 
without  creating  any  claim  in  law  or  equity  for  damages  arising 
from  such  revocation. 

Sect.  4.  That  a  copy  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  printed  on 
the  backs  of  all  bills  for  water-rent  issued  by  either  of  said 
companies,  and  that  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  be  first  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury  by  each  company  for  advertising  the 
Ordinance.

Schuylkill,  in  the  Twenty-sixth  Ward,  continuously,  of  a  width 
of  twenty-six  feet  between  curbs,  with  granite,  Pennsylvania, 
Lambertrille,  or  Port  Deposit  blocks  ;  the  curbing  to  be  North 
River  curb,  not  less  than  five  inches  thick  ;  and  that  the  said 
paving  shall  be  done  without  water-pipes,  gas-pipes,  or  sewer 
being  first  laid  in  said  street.  The  conditions  of  said  contract 
shall  require  the  contractor  or  contractors  to  enter  into  an  ob-

To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes  for  the  year  1889. 

Section  1.  The  Select  mid  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Board  of  Revision  of 
Taxes  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to  levy 
on  the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  assessors  as  the  as- 
sessment made  in  the  year  1888  (except  such  as  are  marked 
agricultural  and  farm  lands  and  rural  or  suburban)  a  tax  of 
one  (1)  dollar  aud  eighty-five  (85)  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars 
on  the  assessed  value  thereof. 
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Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1889  as  one 
city  and  county  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  following 
objects  for  the  said  year,  viz.  : 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the 
sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-two  (22) 
cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  city,  the  sum  of  four  (4)  cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt 
and  for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  seventy-one  (71)  cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
eight  (8)  cents. 

Item  6.   For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty  (20)  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  Markets  and  City  Property,  the  sum 
of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  9.  For  fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  10.   For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners,  the 
sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  12.  For  health,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality, 
the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents.  And  said  amounts  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects  subject  to 
further  direction  by  Ordinance.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills 
the  rate  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
''agricultural  and  farm  lands"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax,  shall  be  levied  ;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
"rural  or  suburban"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the  relief 
and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on  the  assessed 
property  situate  in  the  wards  where  houses  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by  the  Eighteenth 
section  of  the  act  of  February  2,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  thirtieth 
day  of  Jime  a  discount  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum 
shall  be  allowed.     If  paid  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  and 
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on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
one-half  of  one  per  cent,  shall  be  added  and  be  made  payable 
to  the  same.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  August  and  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  September  there  shall  be  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  one  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  there  shall  be 
an  addition  or  penalty  of  one  and  one-half  per  cent.  If  paid 
after  the  first  day  of  October  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
November  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  per 
cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  November  and  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  December  there  shall  be  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  three  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  De- 
cember and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  an  addition 
or  penalty  of  four  per  cent. :  and  upon  all  taxes  remaining 
unpaid  after  the  first  day  of  January  there  shall  be  an  addition 
or  penalty  of  five  per  cent,  added  to  and  made  payable  on  the 
same.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to 
display  from  day  to  day  in  large  figures  and  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  the  Tax  Ofiice  the  amount  of  discount  or  penalty  fixed 
by  ordinance.  And  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances 
inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

made  necessary,  in  accordance  with  plans  furnished  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works :  Provided  further^  That  the 
work  hereby  authorized  shall  be  done  under  the  supervision 
and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Railroad  Com-

delphia harmless,  so  far  as  the  said  city  will  be  made  liable  there- 
for, from  any  responsibility  or  liability  that  may  grow  out  of  the 
construction  of  said  railroad,  over,  upon,  or  under  said  streets, 
as  aforesaid:  Provided,  That  no  liigher  charges  shall  be  made 
by  the  railroad  company  hereinbefore  named,  for  the  trans- 
portation of  any  traffic  over  the  line  of  railroad  hereinbeiore 
authorized  to  be  constructed,  than  permitted  by  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania,  entitled  "An  Act  regulating  railroad  com- 
panies," approved  the  nineteenth  day  of  February,  1849. 

Sect.  3.  This  ordinance  shall  not  go  into  effect  until  said 
company  shall  have  first  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum 
of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  the  printing  of  this  ordinance.

of  each  of  the  other  counties  embraced  in  the  South-eastern 
District  herein  described," 

And  whereas,  Councils  hav€  heretofore  elected  the  mana- 
gers, or  trustees,  as  authorized  by  said  Act,  without  designat- 
ing any  specific  term. 

And  WHEREAS,  it  is  deemed  advisable  by  Councils  that  the 
term  of  the  members  elected  therefor  should  be  fixed  for  a 
given  period,  therefore. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  term  of  the  Managers  or 
Trustees  of  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  for  the  South-eastern 
District  of  Pennsylvania  at  Norristown,  elected  by  these 
Councils,  shall  be  for  three  (3)  years  from  the  date  of  their 
election  :  Provided^  The  present  Managers  or  Trustee  elected 
by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  shall  serve  for  three 
years  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  and  no  longer  unless 
re-elected.

electric  wires  (as  well  as  for  the  repairing  of  the  same),  con- 
ditioned that  the  property  into  which  such  light  or  powder  is 
to  be  introduced  shall  immediately  abut  on  the  street  where 
such  conduits  are  laid  ;  that  whenever  such  electric  light  or 
power  company  proposes  to  open  any  street  for  the  purpose 
named,  they  shall  give  any  railway  company  occupying  the 
street  at  least  twenty-four  hours  notice  in  advance  of  their 
intention  to  open  said  street ;  that  immediately  after  the  ser- 
vice pipe  is  laid  by  any  company,  they  shall  close  the  opening 
and  put  the  street  in  condition  satisfiictory  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Works.  Any  company  exercising  privileges  under 
this  ordinance,  shall  prior  thereto  obtain  a  permit  from  said 
department,  which  shall  specially  state  the  character  and 
number  of  openings  proposed  and  the  ordinance  under  which 
they  are  to  be  made.  For  this  permit  five  (5)  dollars  shall  be 
paid  by  the  applicant  to  said  department.  The  penalty  for 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
twenty-five  (25)  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  like  penalties  are 
now  recovered  by  law. 
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All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
to  the  contrary  hereof  notwithstanding.

Provided,  also,  That  nothing  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit 
the  Board  of  Public  Education  from  assigning  to  the  several 
Sections  respectively  such  proportions  of  the  whole  appropri- 
ation as  is  represented  by  the  amounts  asked  for  as  general 
items,  to  be  expended  by  them,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
bills  by  the  Board  of  Public  Education.

That  no  warrants  shall  be  drawn  against  this 
appropriation  unless  the  meetings  of  the  Board  and  all  its 
committees  shall  be  open  to  the  public. 

And  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Board  of  Public  Educa- 
tion in  conformity  with  existing  ordinances. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

Bernard  place,  from  Forty-ninth  street  to  Springfield  avenue, 
in  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward,  with  vitrified  paving  brick  at  a 
cost  for  intersections  and  unassessable  property  not  to  exceed 
one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  (1,250)  dollars.  The  con- 
ditions of  which  contract  shall  be,  that  the  contractor  or  con- 
tractors shall  collect  the  cost  of  said  paving  from  the  owners  of 
property  respectively  fronting  on  said  streets,  and  shall  also 
enter  into  an  obligation  to  the  city  to  keep  said  streets  in  good 
repair  for  three  years  after  the  paving  is  finished  :  Provided^ 
Said  streets  shall  be  first  dedicated  or  properly  opened  :  And 
Provided,  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
first  advertise  for  proposals  for  paving  said  streets,  and  award 
the  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  that  the  owners  of  prop- 
erty fronting  on  said  streets  shall  not  be  charged  more  than 
the  contract  price.

(100,000)  dollars  shall  be  subject  to  ordinance  of  Councils, 
the  same  relating  to  personal  estate.

and  authority  to  make  levy,  post  bills  and  proceed  to  a  sale?" 

I  reply  as  follows  : — You  have  the  right  to  levy  for  personal 
taxes,  except  upon  those  articles  specially  exempted  from  tax- 
ation by  the  Act  of  May  13,  1887.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  the  20th  ultimo  in 
relation  to  the  ship  "Hagerstown,"  which  arrived  in  New  York 
on  the  28th  of  November  with  acargoof  braid  etc.,  from  China. 

It  appears  that  she  discharged  all  her  cargo  at  that  point, 
and  that  subsequently  her  owners  sold  her  to  the  Boston  Tow 
Boat  Company,  and  that  she  was  then  brought  to  Philadelphia 


for  the  purpose  of  engaging  in  the  coal  trade.  The  ship  ar- 
rived in  Philadelphia  on  the  17th  of  December,  and  was  visited 
by  the  Poi't  Physician,  who  issued  a  certificate  stating  the 
above  facts,  and  charged  the  usual  fee  for  inspection  as  if  she 
had  come  direct  from  a  foreign  port. 

The  fee,  you  state,  was  paid  under  protest,  and  an  appeal  was 
made  to  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  remission  of  the  same. 

You  ask  my  opinion  as  to  the  legality  of  this  charge.  In 
answer  thereto,  I  have  only  to  say  that  I  believe  the  ship 
having  discharged  all  her  cargo  in  a  domestic  port,  and  having 
changed  owners,  must  be  treated  as  an  American  and  no 
longer  as  a  foreign  vessel,  and  she  comes  under  no  rules  and 
regulations  that  in  any  wise  relate  to  ships  from  foreign  ports.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  21st  ultimo,  inquiring 
whether  or  not  it  would  be  advisable  for  the  Director  of 
Public  Works  to  execute  an  agreement  (copy  of  which  was 
enclosed)  between  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad 
Company  and  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  came  duly  to  hand. 

There  is  a  wide  divergence  between  the  facts  as  recited  in 
the  agreement  and  the  statement  contained  in  your  letter  as  to 
the  right  and  title  to  the  ownership  and  occupation  of  the  strip 
of  ground  upon  which  the  siding  is  located.  The  agreement  re- 
cites "  That  the  use  and  occupation  by  it  (the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia) of  that  portion  of  the  right  of  way  (66  feet  wide)  of  the 
railroad  in  connection  with  said  siding  and  the  building  adjoin- 
ing, is  not  in  any  way  to  be  construed  as  giving  to  said  party 
of  the  second  part  any  right  or  title  to  the  said  ground,  etc. 
«tc." 
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And  in  your  letter  you  state  "The  siding  referred  to  is  upon 
the  property  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia."  The  siding  I  as- 
sume has  been  placed  where  it  is  for  the  mutual  advantage  of 
the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Company,  and  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  in  order  to  enable  the  Railroad  Company 
to  deliver  expeditiously,  and  the  city  authorities  to  receive  the 
coal  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  Gas  Works  and  shipped  over 
the  railroad. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  a  proper  agreement  in  writing  be- 
tween the  Railroad  Company  and  the  city  would  be  advisable, 
but  I  do  not  think  that  it  would  be  proper  for  the  Director  of 
Public  Works,  nor  am  I  of  the  opinion  that  he  has  the  power 
to  sign  the  agreement  submitted,  which  waives  valuable  rights 
claimed  by  the  city.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  22d  ult., 
in  which  you  ask  ray  opinion  on  the  question  of  the  legalit}'-  of 
Councils  allowing  the  Messrs.  Bergner  &  Engel  Brewing  Com- 
pany the  right  they  ask  of  occupying  part  of  Thirty-second 
street  with  a  shute  or  conduit  for  coal,  as  set  forth  in  the  copy 
of  an  ordinance  enclosed  in  your  letter,  and  which  I  return 
herewith.  The  focts  before  me  show  that  Thirty-second  street 
in  that  immediate  locality  is  covered  with  a  track  upon  whieh 
cars  are  shifted  from  the  main  line  of  the  Penna.  R.  R.  Com- 
pany to  and  in  front  of  the  buildings  occupied  by  the  Bergner 
k  Engel  Brewing  Company.  The  property  on  both  sides  of 
the  street  is  owned  by  the  said  Brewing  Company,  and  the 
street  abuts  upon  a  lot  unopened  and  unoccupied. 

The  matter  of  discretion  in  all  these  matters  resides  in 
Councils,  but  under  the  law  I  am  of  opinion  that  Councils 
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have  the  right  to  grant  the  permission  asked  for,  subject  to 
any  conditions  they  may  impose  under  the  ordinance.

In  answer  I  would  say  that  the  Act  of  Feb.  18th,  1871, 
Section  1  provides : — ''Whenever  the  Board  of  Public  Education 
of  the  City  of  Philadephia  has  determined  upon  the  erection 


•of  a  new  school  house  and  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia have  made  an  appropriation  of  money  to  build  the  same, 
all  matters  in  connection  with  the  erection  of  said  school  house 
shall  be  under  the  direction  of  said  Board  of  Education,  etc." 
I  will  further  say,  that  if  appropriations  have  been  made, 
neither  Councils  nor  its  committees  can  control  or  direct  the 
Board  in  its  contracts  or  improvements.  Contracts,  details  of 
construction,  and  money  expenditures  are  for  the  determination 
of  the  Board.

If  a  bond  has  been  filed 
as  required  by  the  ordinance,  the  absence  of  a  certificate  should 
not  prevent  your  awarding  the  contract  to  the  lowest  respon- 
sible bidder  because  of  the  loss  or  destruction  of  the  certificate. 
We  will  always  be  willing  at  this  office  in  such  cases,  if  you  send 
us  word,  to  give  the  facts  without  delay.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  reeeipt  of  your  letter  of  the  5th  instant, 
stating  that  you  are  frequently  subpoenaed  to  attend  Court  with 
plans,  and  stating  further  that  you  desire  to  avoid  being  in  at- 
tendance at  Court  witliout  pay,  and  asking  whether  instead  of 
your  personal  appearance  in  Court  with  plans,  you  could  not 
furnish  "certified  copies"  as  provided  for  in  the  last  five  lines  of 
paragraph  1,  pages  421  and  422  of  We8t'%  Digest. 

In  reply  I  beg  to  say  that  you  can,  in  my  opinion,  in  very 
many  cases,  avoid  the  trouble  of  personal  attendance  at  Court 
by  having  Mr  Smedley  assign  one  of  his  clerks  to  carry  the 
plans  in  Court.  The  plans  are  a  part  of  the  Survey  Depart- 
ment, and  are  under  the  Chief  Engineer's  care.  The  plans 
are  a  pai*t  of  the  records  of  the  office,  as  are  the  records  in  all 
other  public  offices,  and  can  be  called  upon  and  used  in  the 
trial  of  causes  as  other  records  can  be  used. 

You  cannot,  however,  avoid  obedience  to  the  subpoena  of 
the  court  when  you  are  personally  required  to  be  present  as 
Registrar  or  as  the  custodian  of  those  plans,  and  counsel  may 
insist  on  your  attendance 

The  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  referred  to  by  you,  directs 
that  certified  copies  shall  be  made  by  the  head  of  the  Board 
of  Surveyors  and  Regulators,  "on  request,"  and  for  the  same 
compensation  as  copies  are  furnished  from  the  land  depart- 
ment of  the  Commonwealth. 

It  would  certainly  not  be  in  the  power  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  to  furnish  these  certified  copies  Avithout  being 
paid  therefor.  If,  however,  they  are  requested  and  furnished, 
I  am  of  opinion  that  they  can  be  used  as  evidence  in  Court, 
and  that  their  use  w^ould  do  away  with  the  necessity  of  having 
the  originals  in  Court.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  24th 
instant,  inquiring  whether  Councils  or  the  Board  of  Education 
have  the  power  to  distribute  and  control  certain  moneys  ap- 
propriated by  Councils  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  addi- 
tional school  accommodation. 

In  answer  I  would  say  that  the  Act  of  March  3,  1818^ 
which  made  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia  the  "  First 
School  District  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,"  provides  in 
Section  5 : — "  That  the  said  controllers  of  public  schools 
shall  determine  upon  the  number  of  school  houses  which  shall 
be  erected  or  established  in  every  section  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  shall  limit  the  expense  of  erecting  and 
establishing  every  such  school  house." 

The  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  Section  21,  provides : 
'•*  That  for  public  school  purposes  each  ward  shall  constitute  a 
school  section,  and  the  Board  of  Controllers  shall  have  power 
to  apportion  the  school  houses  and  distribute  the  duties  of  the 
directors  of  the  schools  to  and  for  all  and  any  of  the  wards 
of  the  city  in  such  manner  as  the  Board  of  Controllers  shall 
direct." 

The  Act  of  February  18,  1871,  Section  1,  provides: 
"'  Whenever  the  Board  of  Public  Education  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  has  determined  upon  the  erection  of  a  new  school 
house,  and  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  have 
made  an  appropriation  of  money  to  build  the  same,  all  matters 
in  connection  with  the  erection  of  said  school  house  shall  be 
under  the  direction  of  said  Board  of  Education,  etc." 

I  have  found  no  Act  of  Assembly  which  directly  or  by 
inference  gives  to  Councils  any  power  to  decide,  in  the  first 
instance,  Avhere  a  school  house  shall  be  erected.  It  is  clearly 
left  to  the  Board  of  School  Controllers,  or  Board  of  Public 
Education,  to  decide  whether  a  new  school  house  is  needed, 
and  if  Councils  make  an  appropriation  to  build  a  school  house 
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there,  it  can  be  built.       Otherwise,  of  course,  it  cannot  be,  as 
Councils  holds  the  purse  strings.

To  this  I  reply,  that  Councils  have  by  resolution  this  day 
received  at  this  office,  directed  me  not  to  carry  the  case  of 
Betz  against  the  city  to  the  Supreme  Court.  In  this  case 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  4  decided  that  that  portion 
of  Article  8,  Section  1,  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  which 
takes  away  the  right  to  issue  a  writ  of  mandamus  to  enforce 
judgments  is  unconstitutional.  Judgments,  therefore,  against 
the  city  will  hereafter  be  enforced  by  mandamus,  and  it  is 
proper  that  you  should  pay  any  writs  which  may  be  presented 
duly  certified.

Dear  Sir  : — In   reply  to  the  letter  of  John  W.  Frazier, 
Registrar,  Bureau  of  Surveys,  to  you  and  endorsed  as  referred 
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to  this  department,  February  3,  1888,  I  desire  to  say  that 
the  entry  made  by  John  H.  Dye,  late  Registrar,  in  the  Road 
Record  Docket  of  the  office  to  the  effect  that  "  Carpenter 
street,  from  Twenty-third  street  to  Grays  Ferry  road,  bond 
filed  for  payment  of  damages,  April  2,  1886,"  is  correct; 
and  the  entry  was  made  pursuant  to  a  communication  from 
this  department  that  the  ordinance  authorizing  the  entry  of 
the  bond  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  indemnify  property 
owners  against  land  damages,  pursuant  to  the  ordinance  of 
1886,  intended  to  carry  into  effect  the  ordinance  of  1884 
upon  the  subject,  was  given  full  effect  by  virtue  of  the  decree 
of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  in  the  proper  proceeding 
approving  the  bond  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  the  amount 
of  $10,000  for  the  purposes  indicated.  The  legal  effect  of 
this  was  to  make  the  street  a  lawful  public  highway  from  the 
date  of  the  approval  of  the  bond  without  waiting  the  slow 
process  of  the  assesment  of  damages  in  the  Courts,  and  since 
April  2,  1886,  Carpenter  street,  from  Twenty-third  street  to 
Grays  Ferry  road,  has  been  for  all  municipal  purposes  a  law- 
ful public  highway. 

The  opinion  in  the  matter  of  Dover  and  Newkirk  streets,  a 
copy  of  which  Mr.  Frazier  attaches  to  his  communication, 
dated  October  4.  1887,  relates  to  an  entirely  different  sub- 
ject. It  is  to  the  effect  that  where  an  Ordinance  of  Councils 
is  passed  authorizing  the  Commissioner  of  Highways  to  give 
three  months  notice,  with  the  proviso  that  the  property  owners 
interested  shall  give  to  the  city  a  bond  to  indemnify  the  city 
against  claims  by  private  owners  for  land  damages  before  the 
Commissioners  of  Highways  shall  issue  his  three  months 
notices,  that  such  a  bond  filed  with  the  Law  Department  for 
the  protection  of  the  city,  does  not  authorize  the  immediate 
entry  upon  the  ground  before  the  assessment  of  damages. 

You  will  readily  see  at  a  glance  that  the  two  bonds  are  en- 
tirely different,  the  one  being  given  by  the  city  to  indemnify 
property  owners  so  that  the  city  may  immediately  enter  upon 
the  ground,  and  the  other  bond  given  by  private  property 
owners  to  the  city  to  indemnify  the  city  before  the  issuance  of 
the  usual  three  months  notice.  Therefore,  John  W.  Frazier, 
Registrar,  should  certify  that  Carpenter  street,  from  Twenty- 
third  street  to  Grays  Ferry  road,  is  and  has  been,  since  April 
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2d,  1886,  a  lawful  public  highway  for  all  purposes  of  munici- 
pal works  and  improvement.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
recent  date,  in  which  you  ask  whether  the  accompanying 
charges  against  member  of  Councils  are  of  such  a  nature  as  to 
amount  to  a  violation  of  any  law  or  ordinance  in  force.  The 
charges  accompanying  the  communication  are  as  follows  : 

First,  "  That  the  gentleman  has  introduced  ordinances  into 
Councils." 

Second,   "  That  he  has  voted  for  their  passage." 

Third,  "  That  he  has  entered  into  a  contract  with  contract- 
ors to  sell  them  dirt  not  gravel  for  paving  streets,  which  he 
assists  to  pass." 

Fourth,  "  That  in  two  instances,  if  not  more,  in  Centre 
and  Ripka  avenues,  the  contracts  are  dated  30th  of  Septem- 
ber, the  work  to  be  done  by  the  1st  instant." 

In  answer  to  the  first  and  second  charges,  it  is  useless  for 
me  to  say  that  I  can  find  nothing  in  them  in  violation  of  any 
law  or  ordinance. 

The  third  charge  states  that  the  member  ''  has  entered  into 
a  contract  with  contractors  to  sell  them  dirt  not  gravel  for  the 
pavmg  of  the  streets,  which  he  assists  to  pass."  I  presume 
this  language  intends  to  convey  the  meaning  that  a  member 
of  Councils  who  has  voted  for  the  passage  of  an  ordinance 
providing  for  the  paving  of  a  street  or  streets,  has  furnished 
to  the  contractor  dirt  or  gravel  to  be  used  in  the  work  to  be 
done  under  said  contract. 

The  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  Section  6,  provides  :  "All  kinds 
of  work  to  be  done  for  the  city  shall  be  performed  under  con- 
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tract  to  be  given  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  under  such, 
regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  ordinance  ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  Councils  forthwith  to  enact  such  ordinances  ; 
no  member  or  officer  of  Councils,  or  any  department  of  the 
City  Government,  shall  be  in  any  Avay  interested  in  such  con- 
tracts, directly  or  indirectly,  either  at  its  inception  or  during 
the  progress  of  its  fulfillment,  or  furnish  any  materials  or 
supplies  or  labor  for  such  contracts." 

Under  this  provision  it  appears  that  a  member  of  Councils 
cannot  furnish  any  materials  or  supplies  to  any  one  having  a 
contract  with  the  city,  if  the  said  materials  are  to  be  used  in 
the  work  to  be  done  under  said  contract. 

The  fourth  charge  states  "  that  in  two  instances,  if  not  more. 
Centre  and  Ripka  avenues,  the  contracts  are  dated  30th  of 
September,  the  work  to  be  done  by  the  1st  instant." 

The  charge  ftiils  to  state  in  what  way  the  member  of  Coun- 
cils is  interested  in  these  contracts,  or  in  what  manner  the 
contracts  have  been  violated.  The  charare  is  therefore  so 
vague,  that  it  is  impossible  to  determine  whether  there  is  a 
violation  of  any  law  or  ordinance.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  6th  in- 
stant, in  which  you  state  that  "At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee 
on  Finance  of  Councils,  held  February  2,  1888,  it  was  resolved 
the  City  Solicitor  be  requested  to  give  an  opinion  as  to  the 
power  of  Councils  to  pass  ordinances  to  extend  the  time  for 
the  completion  of  contracts." 

I  understand  that  you  mean  to  ask  by  the  question,  whether 
or  not  Councils  have  power  (after  a  contract  has  been  entered 
into  and  the  time  fixed  for  the  completion  of  the  work  under 
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the  contract),  to  extend  that  time,  if  agreed  to  by  the  contract- 


or. 


In  reply,  I  am  of  opinion  that  Councils  undoubtedly  have 
the  right  to  extend  the  time,  if  in  their  judgment  it  is  to  the 
interest  of  the  city.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  favor  of  the  10th  instant,  I 
would  state  that  if  Madison  street,  running  west  from  TAventy- 
fourth  street  to  a  lot  of  ground  owned  by  the  city,  is  laid  down 
on  the  city  plan  No.  64,  and  the  District  Surveyor  has  made  oath 
that  it  has  been  open  and  in  use  for  twenty-one  years ;  and 
also  that  all  the  properties  located  on  both  sides  of  said  Madi- 
son street  have  been  sold  by  the  former  owner,  John  J.  Ridg- 
way,  or  by  the  executor  of  the  estate  of  John  J.  Ridgway, 
calling  for  ihe  said  Madison  street  as  a  front  or  boundary,  you 
are  justified  in  presuming  a  full  and  legal  dedication  of  the 
street  to  public  use,  and  may  certify  it  to  be  a  public  highway 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  city  to  grade,  curb,  pave,  lay 
water-pipes,  sewers,  etc. 

You  have  not  stated  in  your  communication  that  the  prop- 
erties located  on  both  sides  of  the  said  Madison  street  have 
been  sold  by  the  former  owner  calling  for  said  Madison  street 
as  a  front  or  boundary,  but  I  infer  this  fact  from  the  tracing 
that  you  have  enclosed  as  part  of  your  communication.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  the  11th  instant 
containing  copy  of  resolution  passed  by  the  Committee  on 
Property  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education,  which  reads  a& 
follows : 

Resolved,  "'  That  the  Secretary  of  the  board  be  directed  to 
communicate  with  the  City  Solicitor  and  ascertain  from  him 
what  steps  are  necessary  to  be  taken  in  order  to  have  the  fire 
escapes  erected  by  Mr.  J.  Baizley  upon  the  Watson,  Mount 
Vernon,  Wharton  and  Stevens  school-houses  removed  by  said 
contractor,  the  said  escapes  having  been  condemned  and  ordered 
to  be  removed  by  this  committee,  for  the  reasons  that  the  same 
were  not  erected  in  accordance  Avith  specifications  and  con- 
tract." 

In  reply,  if  the  contractor  refuses  to  make  alterations,  or  to 
reconstruct  the  escapes  and  make  them  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  contract  or  specifications,  the  board  must  re- 
advertise  and  receive  proposals  for  the  work.  If  the  city 
sustains  a  loss  by  reason  of  the  contractor's  failure  to  comply 
witli  the  specifications  and  contract,  then  the  contractor  must 
be  held  liable  under  the  security  he  gave  in  the  original 
matter.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  11th 
instant  in  relation  to  the  matter  of  the  construction  of  a 
bridge  over  the  Reading  Railroad  at  Ninth  street  and  Colum- 
bia avenue,  in  which  you  enclose  a  communication  addressed 
to  Councils  by  Mr.  Kemble,  and  you  request  my  opinion  as  to 
the  right  of  Councils  to  grant  the  privileges  asked  for  in  the 
letter  of  Mr.  Kemble. 

It  appears  from  the  letter  that  the  Union  Passenger  Rail- 
road Company  of  this  city  offers  to  build  a  bridge,  which, 
with  its  approaches,  will  extend  on  Columbia  avenue  from 
Eighth  street  on  the  east  to  Tenth  street  on  the  west,  and 
span  the  tracks  of  the  Reading  Railroad  Company  at  a  height 
of  about  17  feet. 

Councils  have  the  right  to  provide  for  the  change  of  grade 
on  any  of  the  streets,  highways,  etc.,  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia under  the  Act  of  1874  ;  and  an  interpretation  was  given 
to  this  Act  applicable  to  this  case  in  the  building  of  the  Mar- 
ket street  bridge  over  Thirtieth  street.  The  building  of  such 
a  bridge  as  contemplated  in  the  letter  of  Mr.  Kemble  will 
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necessitate  a  change  of  grade  of  Columbia  avenue,  and  I  am 
of  opinion  that  Councils  have  power  in  such  a  matter. 

The  change  of  grade  will,  no  doubt,  occasion  damage  to  the 
property  on  the  line  of  the  street.  This  phase  of  the  question 
is  one  for  your  consideration,  and  not  for  me  to  pass  upon.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  enclosing  a  copy  of 
*'  An  Ordinance  defining  the  kind  of  literature  not  permissible 
a,t  sidewalk  news  stands,  and  requiring  the  venders  to  obtain 
revocable  permits,"  and  a  request  that  I  answer  the  three 
following  questions  : — 

Firt't,  "•  Would  the  city  have  the  right  under  said  ordinance 
to  license  a  news-vender  to  erect  and  maintain  a  stand  on  the 
public  highways  with  or  without  the  consent  of  the  owners  of 
the  said  property  in  front  of  which  the  same  may  be  erected." 

Second,  '"  Would  it  be  lawful  to  empower  the  Mayor  to 
revoke  any  such  license,  without  notice,  because  of  any  al- 
leged violation  of  the  provisions  of  said  ordinance  ?" 

Third,  "  In  view  of  the  Act  of  May  tl,  1887,  P.  L.  84, 
could  the  city  by  ordinance  lawfully  prohibit  the  sale  of  any 
publication  not  prohibited  by  said  Act  or  other  Acts  of  As- 
sembly ;  or  to  persons  .over  age  who  are  not  included  in  said 
Act  or  Acts,  or  prescribe  a  method  of  forfeiture  or  punishment 
not  contemplated  in  said  Acts  of  Assembly  ?" 

In  answer  to  the  first  question,  I  must  say  that  Councils 
cannot  grant  such  permission  without  consent  of  the  property 
owner. 

The  second  question  is  answered  by  the  first. 
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As  to  the  third  question,  no  matter  how  desirable  it  may  be 
for  this  city  to  prevent  the  publication  of"  improper  or  indecent 
or  impure  literature,  the  power  does  not  fall  within  any  of  her 
municipal  functions,  but  is  vested  in  the  Commonwealth.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  the  24th  ultimo,  to 
which  I  reply  as  follows : 

The  Act  of  March  3,  1818,  Section  9,  provides  that  "  The 
said  directors  for  every  section  respectively  shall  *  *  * 
appoint  teachers." 

The  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  Section  21,  provides  that 
"  The  directors  of  each  section  *  *  *  shall  have 
and  possess  all  the  powers,  rights,  privileges  and  immunities 
that  shall  then  be  by  law  or  otherwise  vested  in  the  school 
directors  of  the  several  sections  of  the  first  school  district." 

The  Act  of  February  17,  1865,  Section  1,  provides  that 
"  The  controllers  of  the  public  schools  of  the  first  school 
district  of  Pennsylvania  shall  establish  a  system  for  the  ex- 
amination of  the  qualifications  of  all  persons  who  may  desire 
to  become  teachers." 

Section  2,  of  the  same  Act  provides  that  "No  person  shall^ 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  be  elected  to  the  po- 
sition of  teacher,  in  any  of  the  public  schools  of  said  district, 
by  any  of  the  sectional  boards  of  school  directors  within  the 
same,  unless  such  person  shall  have  been  found  duly  qualified 
for  the  position  to  which  he  or  she  shall  have  been  elected, 
*  *  *  Provided,  The  exclusive  right  of  the  several 
sectional  boards  of  school  directors  Avithin  said  district,  to 
elect  the  teachers  of  their  respective  sections,  shall  be  and 
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remain  unimpaired,  except  in  so  far  as  the  same  is  qualified  by 
this  Act." 

Section  4  of  the  same  Act  provides  that  the  directors  in  the 
several  sections  shall  from  time  to  time  certify  to  the  control- 
lers of  the  public  schools  of  said  district  the  names  and  grade 
of  all  persons  qualified  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  hereafter  be 
elected  to  the  position  of  teacher  in  the  said  district. 

The  Act  of  May  25,  1871,  Section  1,  provides  that  "  The 
sectional  boards  of  school  directors  in  the  first  school  district 
*  *  *  shall  elect  the  principal  or  principals  of  the 
grammar  school  or  schools  in  their  respective  school  sections, 
and  the  said  person  or  persons  so  elected  shall  be  entitled  to 
^ct  without  further  confirmation." 

From  the  Acts  quoted  it  is  clear  that,  first,  the  sectional 
toards  have  the  exclusive  power  of  appointing  teachers,  sub- 
ject only  to  the  restriction  that  the  person  appointed  shall  be 
duly  qualified. 

Second,  The  Board  of  Public  Education  cannot  refuse  to 
confirm  a  teacher  appointed  by  the  sectional  board,  if  the 
teacher  appointed  sustains  the  necessary  qualifications. 

Third,  The  Board  of  Public  Education  cannot  reinstate  a 
teacher  removed  for  cause  by  the  sectional  board.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  your  letter,  in  which  I  am 
requested  to  furnish  an  opinion  "  as  to  the  right  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  to  use  the  Lazaretto  to  establish  a  hospital  for 
contagious  diseases,  as  well  as  for  quarantine  purposes  as  at 
present." 

I  reply  as  follows  :  The  Act  of  January  29,  1818,  7  Smith's 
Laws,  page  9,  provides,  inter  alia,  "  That  the  building  now

called  the  Lazaretto,  and  the  ground  therewith  reserved 
and  occupied,  and  all  the  property  and  estate  of  every 
kind  whatsoever,  now  vested  in  the  present  Board  of  Health 
shall  become  and  be  fully  vested  in  the  Board  of  Health 
constituted  by  this  Act  immediately,  and  as  soon  as  the 
same  shall  be  organized  for  the  uses  and  purposes  for  which 
the  said  board  is  instituted  and  established,  and  the  same  shall 
be  fully  and  entirely  under  the  direction  and  management  of 
the  said  board.  And  the  said  board  shall  have  power  to  erect 
such  buildings  and  to  make  such  enclosures  on  the  lot  or  tract 
adjoining  the  Lazaretto,  as  to  them  may  seem  proper  and 
necessary." 

It  will  be  seen  that  under  this  Act  the  Lazaretto  grounds 
and  buildings  are  vested  in  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  uses 
and  purposes  for  which  the  said  board  is  instituted  and  es- 
tablished, but  I  believe  these  words  refer  alone  in  this  connec- 
tion to  the  powers  of  the  board  in  relation  to  the  quarantine. 

The  caption  of  the  Act  is  "An  Act  for  establishing  a  Health 
Office,  and  to  secure  the  City  and  Port  of  Philadelphia  from 
the  introduction  of  pestilential  and  contagious  diseases  and 
for  other  purposes."  The  purposes  for  which  the  Board  of 
Health  is  established  are  well  known,  but  the  words  "  for 
other  purposes  "  in  this  connection  relate  to  the  subject  of 
quarantine,  in  other  words,  to  the  establishment  of  quarantine 
at  that  particular  point  to  provide  against  the  introduction  of 
pestilential  and  contagious  diseases  into  the  Port  of  Philadel- 
phia by  means  of  vessels  from  foreign  or  domestic  ports. 

The  Act  of  February  2.  1854,  Section  16,  after  prescribing 
the  method  by  which  the  Board  of  Health  shall  be  organized, 
provides  :  ''And  upon  such  organization,  shall  thereby  super- 
sede the  present  members  and  officers  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
and  thereupon  all  the  estates  whatsoever,  real,  personal  and 
mixed,  that  shall  then  be  by  law  or  otherwise  vested  in  or  in 
possession  of  the  Board  of  Health,  shall  be  vested  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  subject  to  all  the  trusts,  conditions  and  lia- 
bilities now  legally  applicable  thereto." 

This  provision  only  repeals  the  Act  of  1818,  in  so  far  as  it 
relates  to  the  vesting  of  the  property  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, instead  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

The  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  makes  no  change  in  the  functions 
or  powers  of  the  Board  of  Health.     Article   10,  Section  1, 
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provides:  "That  no  purt  of  this  section  shall  interfere  with 
the  Municipal  Hospital  or  Lazaretto,  as  now  under  the  control 
of  the  Board  of  Health,  etc." 

Briefly,  then,  the  buildings  and  the  land  upon  which  they 
stood  at  the  Lazaretto  were,  under  the  Act  of  1818,  vested  in 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  a  quarantine  station 
was  established  there  over  which  the  Board  of  Health  had 
authority  to  provide  for  its  management  and  conduct  in  all 
matters  relating  to  quarantine. 

The  Act  of  1854  vested  this  property  which  had  been  in 
the  Board  of  Health,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  but  in  no 
wise  changed  the  functions  and  authority  of  the  Board  of 
Health  in  relation  to  the  management  of  this  quarantine 
station. 

The  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  does  not  in  anywise  change  the 
functions  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that 
the  Board  of  Health  has  no  authority  to  do  more  in  relation 
to  the  Lazaretto  than  to  establish  proper  quarantine  regulations 
and  to  provide  against  the  introduction  of  pestilential  and 
contagious  diseases  into  the  Port  of  Philadelphia,  and  to 
exercise  its  powers  for  all  uses  and  purposes  in  relation  to 
quarantine.

Dear  Sir: — I  received  your  letter  of  the  6th  instant  in 
which  you  state  that  "  on  February  3d,  the  steamship  '  Blanche 
Henderson  '  was  cut  through  by  the  ice  and  sank  in  the  Del- 
aware river  opposite  Lombard  street,  close  to  the  ends  of  the 
piers,  and  now  forms  a  dangerous  obstruction  to  navigation. 
The  appropriation  made  by  City  Councils  to  remove  obstruc- 
tions  to    the    safe    navigations   of  the  rivers    Delaware    and 
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Schuylkill  is  but  $400,  and  this  amount  is  inadequate  to 
remove  the  above  obstruction." 

You  ask  me  to  advise  you  as  to  the  proper  course  to  pursue 
to  have  the  said  obstruction  removed, 

I  suppose  that  you  have  already  notified  the  owners  that 
the  wreck  is  obstructing  navigation  in  the  river,  and  that  you 
have  requested  them  to  remove  it  at  once.  If  this  notice  has 
been  given,  and  not  complied  with,  you  must  apply  to  Councils 
for  an  appropriation  in  order  that  a  contract  may  be  entered 
into  for  the  removal  of  said  wreck.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  the  17th  ultimo,  in 
which  you  ask  whether  or  not  you  are  correct  in  charging  a 
health  fee  on  American  schooners  sailing  under  United  States 
register,  and  catching  fish  in  the  waters  of  Fortune  Bay,  three 
leagues  from  shore,  and  subsequently  landing  the  same  at  the 
Port  of  Philadelphia. 

I  reply  as  follows:  The  Act  of  April  2,  1821,  Section  3, 
provides,  "Between  the  first  day  of  June  and  the  first  day  of 
October,  no  ship  or  vessel  which  shall  be  laden  with,  or  have 
on  board  any  vegetables,  fish  or  hides,  shall  be  unladen  at  the 
Port  of  Philadelphia  until  a  permit  shall  be  applied  for  and 
obtained  from  the  Board  of  Health." 

This  is  the  only  provision  I  find  that  bears  upon  the  ques- 
tion.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  3d 
instant,  enclosing  a  resolution  by  the  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  requesting  my  opinion  "as  to  the  right 
of  the  city  to  authorize  the  Mayor  to  enter  into  a  contract  for 
gas  other  than  carburetted  hydrogen  from  bituminous  coal  for 
illuminating  purposes." 

I  reply  as  follows:  The  Ordinance  of  March  21,  1835, 
which  was  an  ordinance  for  the  construction  and  management 
of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works,  provides  mter  alia  in  Section 
4,  "  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  *  *  * 
to  proceed  forthwith  to  construct  suitable  works  for  the  manu- 
facture of  carburetted  hydrogen  gas  from  bituminous  coal  for 
the  purpose  of  public  and  private  illumination." 

This  is  the  only  ordinance  I  have  been  able  to  find  bearing 
upon  the  subject,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  Councils  have 
the  right  to  authorize  the  Mayor  to  enter  into  such  a  contract 
as  that  referred  to  in  the  resolution. 

It  will  be  safer  in  the  said  ordinance  giving  authority  to 
the  Mayor,  to  provide  for  the  repeal  of  that  portion  of  the 
section  in  the  ordinance  of  March  21,  1835,  which  refers  to 
the  manufacture  of  carburetted  hydrogen-gas.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
1st  instant  enclosing  copy  of  resolution,  which  reads  as  follows  : 
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"  Whereas,  The  tracks  of  the  Peoples  Passenger  Railroad 
Company  now  on  York  avenue  between  Vine  and  Callowhill 
streets,  also  on  Vine  street  between  York  avenue  and  New 
Market  street  has  not  been  used  for  several  years  past : 
therefore, 

Resolved,  hy  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  the  Peoples  Pa--senger  Railroad  Com- 
pany be  respectfully  requested  to  remove  the  aforesaid  tracks, 
and  place  said  streets  in  proper  condition." 

In  your  letter  you  ask  me  for  information  upon  the  follow- 
ing questions  : 

Fi  st,  "  By  what  authority  the  said  company  acquires  the 
right  to  lay  the  tracks  on  the  streets  named,  and  by  what 
authority  do  they  maintain  and  keep  them  on  said  highways 
when   not  in  use." 

Second,  "  What  are  the  rights  of  the  property  owners  along 
the  route  in  so  far  as  the  location  of  the  tracks  is  concerned, 
encroaching  upon  the  footways  of  their  properties  so  closely 
as  to  interfere  at  times  with  the  free  use  of  the  same. 

Third,  "  What  right  has  the  city  to  cause  the  removal  of 
the  said  tracks  ?" 

In  answer  to  the  first  inquiry,  the  Peoples  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company  was  incorporated  under  the  Act  of  April  15, 
1873,  and  under  this  Act  the  company  has  the  right  to  lay 
tracks  on  the  streets  named  in  your  resolution.  It  is  under 
this  authority  that  they  maintain  and  keep  their  tracks  on 
the  said  highways  when  not  in  use. 

In  answer  to  the  second  question,  if  the  streets  in  that  im- 
mediate locality  are  out  of  repair  by  reason  of  the  abandon- 
ment of  those  tracks,  the  city  can  give  notice  to  the  railway 
company  to  repair  the  streets  and  to  put  their  tracks  in  a 
proper  condition  for  the  use  of  the  street  as  a  public  highway. 
If  the  railway  company  should  refuse  to  repair  or  keep  the 
street  in  a  tiavellable  condition,  the  city  can  repair  the  streets 
and  charge  the  railway  company  with  the  expenses  incident 
thereto. 

To  the  third  inquiry  I  would  reply  that  I  know  of  no  law 
which  gives  the  city  the  right  to  tear  up  the  tracks  on  the 
route  of  any  railway  company  upon  the  allegation  that  the 
tracks  have  been  abandoned.     The  only  remedy  the  city  can 
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resort  to  would  be  to  call  upon  the  Attorney  General  to  act 
in  the  premises.  I  may  add  in  this  connection  that  Councils 
should  pass  the  resolution  above  referred  to,  and  if  the  company 
refuses  to  act'  in  the  matter,  the  issuance  of  a  writ  of  quo 
warranto  would  be  the  proper  remedy.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  fifth  instant, 
in  which  you  state  that  many  streets  have  become  public 
streets  through  twenty-one  years  of  undisturbed  use,  of  which 
you  have  afiidavits,  and  asking  me  whether  it  will  not  be  valid 
to  issue  certificates  that  such  streets  are  legal  streets. 

In  answer  I  would  say  where  the  fact  of  the  use  of  the 
street  as  a  highway  b}^  the  public  for  the  period  you  mention 
is  undoubted,  and  you  have  ample  proofs  to  establish  the  fact, 
you  can  certify  that  such  streets  are  legal  streets.  A  street 
opened  and  used  by  the  public  without  interruption  for  a  period 
long  enough  to  raise  the  presumption  that  the  ow^ner  has 
intended  to  give  up  his  fee  in  the  land  to  the  public,  is  a  dedi- 
cation of  the  land  included  in  the  road  or  street  as  a  public 
highway.  The  period  for  which  it  must  be  used  to  amount  in 
law  to  a  dedication  is  not  fixed.  Eight  years  has  been  held 
long  enough.  Twenty-one  years  I  take  it  would  be  long 
enough  in  any  event. 

It  is  a  question  of  the  intention  of  the  owner  to  give  up  his 
exclusive  right  to  the  ground  to  the  public.     This  intention  is 
always  a  matter  to  be  determined  by  the  facts  in  each  case.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
22d  instant,  asking  for  my  opinion  upon  the  following  ques- 
tions in  relation  to  the  awarding  of  a  contract  for  the  printing 
of  the  journals  and  appendixes  for  the  City  Councils  for  the 
year  1888-89 : 

First. — ''  Is  there  any  question  as  to  the  authority  of  the 
committee  to  award  a  contract  ?" 

Second. — "  Whether  the  committee  have  the  right  to  reject 
the  first  and  second  lowest  bidders  upon  the  belief  that  their 
establishments  are  not  equipped  and  organized  as  they  should 
be  to  perform  the  work  with  the  speed  and  care  required, 
notwithstanding  the  bidders  claim  that  they  can  readily  equip 
and  fit  their  places  for  the  work." 

Third. — "  Whether  they  would  be  justified  in  rejecting  the 
proposal  of  the  third  loAvest  bidder,  whose  establishment  is,  to 
all  appearances,  well  and  thoroughly  equipped  to  perform  the 
work  carefully  and  speedily." 
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Fourth. — "  Whether  the  committee  can  legally  reject  the 
lowest  bidders  (the  three  mentioned)  and  award  the  contract 
to  the  fourth  or  highest,  who  is  now  doing  the  work  for  the 
the  city  satisfactorily,  and  whose  place  is  well  and  thoroughly 
equipped  to  do  the  work." 

Fifth. — ''Assuming  that  the  committee  is  possessed  of  the 
right  to  make  the  award,  what  would  you  advise  them  to  do 
in  the  matter,  in  order  that  they  may  perform  their  duty  in 
conformity  with  the  law,  and  without  prejudice  to  either  the 
bidders  or  the  city  ?" 

In  answer  to  the  first  question  I  reply  as  follows :  In  a 
letter  dated  April  18,  1887,  to  General  Louis  Wagner,  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  in  a  subsequent  letter 
to  Uselma  C.  Smith,  Esq.,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Highways,  I  said :  "•  The  power  to  award  a  contract,  to  select 
a  contractor,  to  furnish  supplies  or  materials,  is  unquestion- 
ably an  executive  power," 

The  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  Section  1,  provides  that  "  the 
executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  the  Mayor,  and  in  the 
departments  authorized  by  this  Act." 

Article  14,  Section  1,  of  the  same  Act,  provides  :  "All 
contracts  relating  to  city  affairs  shall  be  in  writing,  signed 
and  executed  in  the  name  of  the  city  by  the  officer  authorized 
to  make  the  same  after  due  notice,  and  in  cases  not  otherwise 
directed  by  law  or  ordinance,  such  contracts  shall  be  made  and 
entered  into  by  the  Mayor.  No  contract  shall  be  entered  into 
or  executed  directly  by  the  City  Councils  or  their  committees, 
but  some  officer  shall  be  designated  by  ordinance  to  enter  into 
and  execute  the  same." 

Under  the  first  provision  it  will  be  seen  that  all  executive 
power  is  vested  in  the  Mayor  and  the  departments  created  by 
this  Act.  The  awarding  of  a  contract  is  an  executive  power, 
and  if  Councils  have  not  designated  by  ordinances  any  one  to 
award  the  contract,  the  power  under  the  last  section  quoted 
resides  in  the  Mayor. 

I  answer  to  the  second  question,  I  have  but  to  say  that  the 
power  is  lodged  by  law  in  the  one  who  awards  a  contract  to 
exercise  his  honest  discretion.  The  contract  must  be  awarded 
to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  but  the  words  "responsible" 
has  been  held  by  the  courts   to  mean   more  than   pecuniary 
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responsibility.  The  interests  of  the  city  must  be  taken  into 
consideration,  and  if  the  facts  presented  show  that  the  bidder 
cannot,  or  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  he  cannot,  furnish 
the  work  as  required,  then  the  discretion  can  be  exercised  in 
view  of  these  facts. 

In  answer  to  the  third  question,  I  ara  bound  to  say  that  if 
the  establishment  is  thoroughly  equipped  and  able  to  perform 
the  work,  and  the  bidder  is  responsible,  then  the  question 
answers  itself. 

In  answer  to  the  fourth  question,  I  have  answered  a  part  of 
it  above,  and  can  only  add,  as  I  have  already  stated,  the 
discretion  must  be  exercised  honestly,  and  without  prejudice 
and  favor. 

In  answer  to  the  fifth  question,  I  can  alone  advise  the  one 
who  exercises  the  power  of  awarding  a  contract  to  award  it 
to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  taking  into  consideration  all 
the  facts  in  the  case,  and  to  exercise  the  discretion  honestly 
and  fairly,  without  fear  or  favor.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  17th 
instant,  in  which  you  state  that  on  April  17,  1856,  a  resolution 
passed  Councils  ordering  a  resurvey  of  the  borough  of  Ger- 
mantown,  and  making  a  footway  10  feet  wide,  on  Township 
Line  Road,  now  known  as  Wissahickon  avenue,  and  on  May 
19,  1862,  the  plan  was  confirmed  ;  that  notices  for  the  widen- 
ing of  this  footway  have  been  served  upon  the  property  owners 
since  that  time,  but  they  have  resisted  and  say  that  they  can- 
not be  compelled  to  make  these  changes. 
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You  ask  me,  if  the  city  were  to  proceed  to  remove  a  certain 
-wall  around  the  property  of  F.  Carroll  Brewster,  Esq,,  and 
also  to  widen  the  sidewalks  generally,  whether  there  could  be 
any  cause  of  action  against  it. 

There  may  be  some  facts  in  the  matter  that  are  not  stated 
in  your  letter,  but  I  must  say  in  reply  that  the  city  cannot 
take  by  resolution  or  otherwise  property  belonging  to  private 
individuals  without  being  liable  to  an  action  for  damages.

Deak  Sir  : — Your  communications  of  the  15th,  16th,  and 
17th  instant,  in  reference  to  Westmoi^eland  and  other  streets 
were  received.  It  appears  that  Councils  have  authorized  the 
construction  of  a  sew^er  commencing  at  Nineteenth  and 
Allegheny  avenue ;  thence  running  up  Nineteenth  street  to 
Westmoreland  street,  and  thence  along  Westmoreland  street 
to  Twenty-first  street. 

The  question  is,  whether  these  streets  have  been  legally 
dedicated.  The  affidavits  furnished  me  show  that  the  tract  of 
land  iucluding  portions  of  those  streets,  upwards  of  23  years 
ago,  was  divided  among  the  pai'ties  in  interest  by  proceedings 
in  partition,  and  the  said  streets  were  laid  out  on  the  plan  as 
they  now  are,  and  that  as  long  ago  as  1852,  portions  of  said 
streets  were  laid  out  by  the  Philadelphia  Park  Association, 
and  lots  sold  bounded  thereon  ;  that  since,  lots  have  been  sold 
fronting  on  those  streets,  and  a  row  of  houses  has  been  erected 
on  Westmoreland  street,  and  that  the  said  streets  have  been 
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opened  and  used  by  the  public  as  highways  for  at  least'^  15 
years.  If  these  facts  are  as  stated,  you  are  justified  in  pre- 
suming a  dedication  of  those  streets.

Dear  Madame  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
of  the  21st  ultimo,  in  which  you  ask  whether  dogs  accompan- 
ied by  their  masters  upon  the  streets  are  "  at  large  "  within  the 
meaning  of  the  law. 

In  answer  I  reply  as  follows  : — In  the  case  of  Jennings 
V.  Inhabitants  of  Wayne,  63  Maine,  page  468,  it  was  held  that 
the  phrase  "  at  large  without  a  keeper"  means  without  the 
charge  of  any  one  having  the  right  to  control ;  such  charge  does 
not  necessarily  include  physical  power  to  control,  but  includes 
the  human  voice,  gestures  and  similar  methods  of  guiding  ani- 
mals, regard  being  had  to  their  nature,  age  and  disposition. 

It  was  also  decided  in  the  case  of  McAneany  v.  Jewett,  10 
Allen,  page  151,  that  a  dog  at  play  upon  the  owner's  land  in 
charge  of  a  master  was  not  at  large. 

Under  these  cases  it  seems  that  a  dog  to  be  "  at  large  " 
within  the  meaning  of  the  law,  must  be  beyond  the  control  of 
the  master's  word,  sight  and  direction,  so  that  he  cannot  be 
prevented  from  doing  mischief. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  a  dog  upon  the  street  accompanied 
by  a  master  within  such  a  distance  as  to  be  under  his  imme- 
diate control,  is  not  running  "  at  large  "  within  the  meaning 
and  intent  of  the  law.  Tiie  way  out  of  the  whole  matter, 
however,  is  for  owners  of  valuable  dogs  to  muzzle  them  when 
they  appear  upon  the  streets.  If  this  be  followed,  no  trouble 
can  arise. 
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In  your  letter  you  refer  to  the  opinion  I  wrote  on  June  22, 
1886,  to  Mr.  G.  B.  Caughin,  Superintendent  of  the  City 
Pound,  in  which  I  said  that  a  dog  upon  the  top  step  of  a 
house,  if  not  fastened  or  otherwise  confined,  and  not  in  the 
company  and  under  the  authority  of  any  person,  can  be  con- 
sidered as  a  dog  running  "  at  large." 

In  all  these  cases  some  discretion  must  be  exercised  by  those 
whose  duty  it  is  to  capture  dogs  upon  and  remove  them  from 
the  public  streets.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  3d  inst., 
in  reference  to  Powelton  avenue  from  Forty-third  street  to 
Market  street,  in  which  you  state  that  an  ordinance  was  passed 
and  approved  March  1,  1886,  directing  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways  to  notify  the  property  owners  that  at  the 
expiration  of  the  3  months  from  the  time  of  the  notice  being 
given,  the  street  as  mentioned  above  would  be  required  for 
public  use. 

You  wish  me  to  inform  you  whether  or  not  subsequent  pro- 
ceedings had  been  taken  to  warrant  you  in  certifying  to  the 
Bureau  of  Highways  that  said  avenue  has  been  legally  dedi- 
cated to  the  public  use. 

The  question  of  dedication  is  not  involved  in  this  case.  If 
the  notice  was  given  more  than  3  months  ago  and  a  bond  filed 
as  you  state,  you  can  certify  that  the  street  is  a  public  highway. 
It  does  not  become  a  public  highway  by  dedication,  but  by 
being  taken  for  a  highway  on  the  part  of  the  city.     You  can- 
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not  certify  that  the  street  was  legally  dedicated  to  a  public 
use,  but  that  it  is  a  public  highway.

The  affidavits  which  you  furnish  me  are  not  of  themselves 
sufficient  upon  which  to  issue  a  certificate  that  Indiana  street, 
from  Fifteenth  to  Sixteenth  streets,  is  a  highway.  In  the 
absence  of  any  other  facts  showing  an  intention  to  dedicate, 
1  cannot  advise  you  that  the  square  mentioned  is  a  highway.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  9th  in- 
stant in  relation  to  the  question  submitted  by   Mr.  W.  H. 
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Geissinger,  architect  for  the  owners  of  property  on  Arch  street 
who  contemphite  buihling  on  lots  on  the  nortli  side  of  Arch 
street  near  Eighth  street. 

I  reply  as  follows:  The  Act  of  April  21,  1855,  Section  6, 
provides,  "No  new  dwelling  house  or  other  building  within 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  front  upon  any  street,  alley  or 
court,  which  shall  be  of  less  width  than  20  feet,  without  being 
made  to  recede,  so  that  such  street,  alley  or  court  shall  be  of 
that  width,  the  building  on  each  side  equally  receding,  *  *  * 
and  no  new  building  of  any  kind  shall  be  permitted  to  be 
erected  on  any  street,  court  or  alley  hereafter  to  be  laid  out, 
or  if  laid  out  and  wholly  unimproved  by  brick  or  stone  build- 
ings before  the  passage  of  this  act,  of  a  less  width  than  25 
feet." 

There  have  been  a  number  of  cases  upon  this  point.  If  the 
buildings  that  are  to  be  erected  will  front  or  face  on  Arch  or 
Eighth  streets  and  not  on  Birch  street,  the  latter  street  can 
remain  as  it  is,  12  feet  in  width.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  the  letter  of  Samuel  L.  Smedley, 
Esq.,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  which  was  addressed 
to  you,  and  then  by  you  referred  to  me,  in  relation  to  the 
change  of  grade  of  Sixth  street  and  Connecting  Railway. 

Mr.  Smedley  in  his  letter  states  that  for  several  years  it 
has  been  contemplated  to  elevate  the  Connecting  Railroad  be- 
tween Sixth  street  and  Frankford,  and  to  depress  Frankford 
and  Kensington  avenues  and  other  streets  so  as  to  pass  under 
it ;  that  the  bridge  has  been  planned  to  give  13  feet  clearance, 
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which  is  the  maximum  usually  allowed  on  street  bridges ;  that 
the  Frarikford  and  Southwark  Railroad  Company,  in  summer 
time,  use  double  deck  cars  which  carry  passengers  upon  the 
top;  that  the  minimum  clearance  of  these  cars  is  16  feet,  and 
the  question  you  desire  answered  is  whether  or  not  the  Frank- 
ford  and  Southwark  Railroad  Company  have  the  right  to  de- 
mand from  the  city  such  a  clearance,  16  feet. 

I  find  no  statutory  regulation,  nor  resolution  or  ordinance 
of  Councils  in  any  wise  governing  this  matter.  I  do  not  be- 
lieve, however,  that  the  railroad  company  in  order  that  it  may 
carry  passengers  upon  the  top  of  its  cars  in  summer  can  stand 
in  the  way  of  a  needed  public  improvement. 

It  is  a  question  that  should  be  settled,  if  possible  by  agree- 
ment, and  with  the  interests  of  both  parties  taken  into  consid- 
eration.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  the  10th  ult.,  asking 
for  my  opinion  as  to  the  responsibility  of  a  passenger  railway 
company  occupying  Woodland  avenue  to  keep  the  said  avenue 
in  repair,  especially  the  macadamized  portion  between  Fifty- 
second  street  and  Cobb's  creek,  upon  which  the  city  spent 
$20,000  for  repairs  in  1884. 

I  saw  you  personally  in  relation  to  the  matter,  and  at  your 
request  I  have  withheld  the  answer  until  this  time. 

If  a  street  needs  repairing  notice  should  be  at  once  sent  to 
the  railroad  company  occupying  the  street  to  make  the  neces- 
sary repairs.     If  they  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  the  re- 
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quest,  the  city  then  can  make  the  repairs,  and  an  action  can 
be  brought  to  recover  against  the  company,  and  the  question 
of  their  liability  can  be  settled.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  28th  ult., 
in  which  you  state  that  you  "  have  been  requested  to  obtain 
my  opinion  in  reference  to  Section  third  of  the  Act  of  June  3, 
1885,  holding  sectional  boards  liable  for  neglect  to  comply 
with,  as  well  as  holding  them  personally  liable  for  damages  in 
<case  of  death  or  personal  injury  sustained  for  such  neglect," 
and  you  want  to  know  "  How  far  can  sectional  boards  proceed 
as  to  the  erection  of  fire  escapes,  and  have  sectional  boards 
any  right  or  authority  to  advertise  for  proposals  for  the  erec- 
tion of  fire  escapes,  and  what  redress  have  sectional  boards,  or 
in  what  manner  can  they  escape  liability  in  case  of  any  acci- 
-dent  that  might  occur." 

You  further  state  that  "  the  members  of  the  sectional  board 
do  not  desire  to  evade  the  law,  but  rather  wish  to  comply  with 
it,  and  want  their  duty  defined  in  this  matter,  as  the  Board  of 
Education  appear  backward  in  the  erection  of  fire  escapes  on 
school  buildings,  and  the  law  seems  to  be  imperative." 

Section  one  of  tJie  Act  of  June  3,  1885,  provides  : 
'•'•  Every  building  used  as  a  seminary,  college,  academy,  hos- 
pital, etc.,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public,  *  *  * 
every  parochial  or  public  school  building,  when  any  of  such 
buildings  are  three  or  more  stories  in  height,  shall  be  provided 
with  a  permanent,  safe,  external  means  of  escape  therefrom  in 
.«ase  of  fire,  independent  of  all  internal  stairways  ;  the  number 
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and  location  of  such  escapes  to  be  gov^erned  by  the  size  of  the 
building  and  the  number  of  its  inmates,  and  arranged  in  such 
a  way  as  to  make  them  readily  accessible,  safe,  and  adequate 
for  the  escape  of  said  inmates." 

Section  third  of  the  same  Act  provides  : 

"  Every  person,  corporation,  trustee,  board  of  education, 
and  board  of  school  directors  neglecting  or  refusing  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  Section  one  of  this  Act,  in  erecting 
said  fire  escape  or  escapes,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceed- 
ing three  hundred  dollars  ;  and  also  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  punishable  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than 
one  month  nor  more  than  two  months.  In  case  of  fire  occur- 
ring in  any  of  said  buildings  in  the  absence  of  such  fire  escape 
or  escapes,  approved  by  the  certificate  of  said  officials,  the  said 
persons  or  corporations  shall  be  liable  in  an  action  for  damages 
in  case  of  death  or  personal  injuries  sustained  in  consequence 
of  such  fire  breaking  out  in  said  building  ;  and  shall  also  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  imprisonment 
for  not  less  than  six  months  nor  more  than  twelve  months ; 
and  such  action  for  damages  may  be  maintained  by  any  person 
now  authorized  by  law  to  sue  as  in  other  cases  of  similar  in- 
juries." 

Under  this  Act  it  will  be  seen  that  fire  escapes  must  be 
erected  upon  school  buildings  of  three  or  more  stories  in  height. 
It  is  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  School  Directors  to  see  that  this 
be  done.  It  is  the  paramount  duty  of  the  Board  of  School 
Control  to  secure  from  Councils  appropriations  for  this  purpose. 
Any  neglect  of  this  duty  is  a  sheer  violation  of  law. 

Under  the  Act  above  quoted  there  can  be  no  misunderstand- 
ing as  to  the  duty  of  the  City  in  this  matter.  Not  only  does 
the  Act  provide  that  damages  can  be  recovered  from  those  who 
fail  to  do  their  duty,  but  in  the  case  of  injuries  received,  Avhere 
there  are  no  escapes  on  the  building,  a  prosecution  can  be  in- 
stituted in  the  Criminal  Courts. 

I  would  advise  you  at  once  to  petition  for  the  aid  of  the 
Board  of  School  Control  in  this  matter,  and  if  an  appropria- 
tion has  not  been  secured,  it  will  be  their  duty  at  once  to  pe- 
tition Councils  for  assistance. 

Sectional  boards  have  no  authority  to  advertise  for  proposals 
for  the  erection  of  fire  escapes.     That  power  is  vested   in  the 
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Board  of  School  Control  inuler  the  law,  and  they,  of  course^ 
cannot  make  a  contract  unless  an  appropriation  is  made  bj 
Councils ;  but  the  duty  is  clear,  under  the  law,  that  an  appro- 
priation should  be  sought  for  and  secured.  The  matter  should 
be  urged  with  all  the  speed  its  importance  demands. 

The  loss  of  the  lives  of  the  children  in  the  public  schools  in 
case  of  fire  would  call  forth  the  severest  condemnation  from  the 
public,  and  any  neglect  in  this  matter  is  a  clear  dereliction  of 
duty.

Gentlemen: — I  received  your  letter  of  the  17th  instant, 
in  which  you  ask  me  to  inform  yoii  if  it  is  your  duty  as  Com- 
missioners of  Philadelphia  County  under  the  Act  of  Assembly 
approved  April  20,  1 887,  relative  to  publication  of  appraisers' 
lists,  to  publish  said  lists. 

Section  1  of  the  Act  of  April  20,  1887,  provides  : — "  That 
the  County  Commissioners  of  the  respective  counties  are  here- 
by authorized  and  required  to  publish  the  mercantile  ap- 
praiser's list  of  names  and  classification  of  each  person,  sub- 
ject to  license,  in  three  papers  of  general  circulation,  in  each 
county  of  the  Commonwealth,  one  of  which  shall  represent 
the  minority  party  of  the  two  principal  parties  of  the  county, 
and  one  of  which  may  be  a  German  or  Welsh  paper ;  Pro- 
vided, however,  That  such  list  shall  not  be  published  in  more 
than  two  papers  in  any  county,  should  the  County  Com- 
missioners desire  to  limit  such  publication  to  that  number ; 
And  provided  further.  That  the  Auditor  General  and  City 
Treasurer  shall  direct  tliat  said  list  and  classification  shall  be 
published  in  four  newspapers,  in  cities  of  the  first  class." 
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The  interpretation  of  the  Act  is  somewhat  difficult.  In  the 
first  place,  it  is  provided  that  the  County  Commissioners  are 
authorized  and  required  to  make  the  publication  in  each  county 
of  the  Commonwealth ;  and  it  is  further  provided  that  the 
Auditor  General  and  City  Treasurer  shall  direct  the  publi- 
cation of  the  list  in  four  newspapers  in  cities  of  the  first 
class. 

Your  question  is  not  clearly  stated,  but  I  presume  you  want 
to  know  whether  yon  as  County  Commissioners,  or  the  Au- 
ditor General  and  City  Treasurer  in  Philadelphia,  a  city  of 
the  first  class,  shall  select  the  papers  in  which  the  publications 
are  to  be  made. 

The  Act  clearly  provides  that  the  publications  must  be 
made,  and  in  view  of  the  language  in  the  section  that  in  cities 
of  the  first  class,  the  Auditor  General  and  City  Treasurer 
shall  direct  the  publication  of  the  lists  and  classifications,  I 
think  the  power  of  selection,  in  fact  the  direction  of  the  whole 
matter  vests  in  the  Auditor  General  and  City  Treasurer  in 
cities  of  the  first  class.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  23d  ult., 
enclosing  copy  of  resolution  of  the  Select  and  Common  Coun- 
cils of  the  city  requesting  me  to  give  an  opinion  upon  the 
following  questions  : 

First. — "  What  constitutes  the  proper  dedication  of  a 
street?" 

Second. — "  When  a  highway  has  been  used  for  a  period  of 
21  years  or  longer,  and  has  not  been  dedicated  in  the  usual 
way,  what  course  should  be  pursued  to  procure  a  proper  dedi- 
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cation  thereof,  in  order  that  the  department  of  the  city  issuing 
certificates  to  property  holders  for  improvements,  may  be 
properly  informed  upon  the  subject  ?" 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  this  subject  and  the  number 
of  inquiries  that  are  made  in  relation  thereto,  it  may  be  proper 
at  this  time  to  give  briefly  an  outline  of  the  law  relating  to  the 
taking  and  dedicating  of  land  for  public  streets  and  highways. 

I.  Land  becomes  a  public  highway  by  being  taken  for  that 
purpose  by  the  city  under  the  right  of  eminent  domain. 

II.  By  a  dedication  to  a  public  use  as  a  street  by  its  owner 
or  owners,  and  an  acceptance  by  the  city. 

III.  By  adverse  use  on  the  part  of  the  public  of  land  as  a 
street  for  21  years  and  upwards. 

First. — The  right  of  eminent  domain  has  been  conferred 
upon  the  city  by  various  Acts  of  Legislature.  Since  the 
constitution  of  1874,  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  Section  13, 
and  the  Act  of  June  8,  1881,  have  given  exclusive  and  con- 
current jurisdiction  as  to  opening,  widening,  etc.,  of  the  streets 
to  the  City  Councils  and  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions. 

The  methods  provided  for  the  taking  of  private  property 
for  a  public  street  or  highway  are  as  follows  : 

1.  By  petition  in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  for  the 
appointment  of  a  jury  of  view. 

2.  By  Ordinance  of  Councils. 

The  assessment  of  damages  follows  in  each  of  the  above 
methods,  and  upon  the  damages  being  secured  or  paid,  the 
city  can  take  or  open  the  said  street. 

Section  8,  Article  16,  constitution  of  1874. 

Second.  Under  the  head  of  dedication  land  may  become  a 
public  street  or  highway  when  the  owner  by  grant  or  by  deed 
gives  land  to  the  public  as  a  street. 

There  are  two  kinds  of  dedication : 

1.  An  actual  dedication. 

2.  A  presumptive  or  implied  dedication. 

An  actual  dedication  is  where  the  owner  conveys  the  ease- 
ment of  the  street  by  deed  to  the  city.  The  deed  should  be 
acknowledged  and  recorded,  and  should  show  the  absolute 
granting  of  the  land  included  in  the  street  to  a  public  use  as  a 
highway.     The  land  must  be  accepted  as  a  street  by  the  city. 
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A  presumptive  or  implied  dedication  is  where  no  deed  exists 
or  is  known  to  exist,  but  a  prior  granting  is  presumed  from 
the  acts  of  the  owner  showing  an  intention  to  give  this  land 
to  the  city  for  a  highway.  It  is  not  necessary  that  the  way 
or  street  should  be  in  use  for  as  long  a  time  as  21  years,  if 
there  exist  acts  sufficient  to  show  that  it  was  the  intention  of 
the  owner  to  dedicate. 

Dedication  may  be  presumed  from  the  acts  of  the  owner. 
The  intention  of  the  owner  is  shown  by  his  language,  acts^ 
etc.  When  the  street  has  been  in  use  for  less  than  21  years, 
the  intention  to  dedicate  becomes  a  question  of  fact  to  be  de- 
termined from  all  the  circumstances  in  the  case.  Where  a 
street  was  upon  the  plan  of  the  city,  but  not  opened,  and  the 
owner  sold  land  and  in  the  deed  described  the  street  as  a 
boundary  of  the  land  so  sold,  this  was  held  in  Courts  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  Nos.  1  and  4,  in  the  cases  of  in  re  Story  street  and 
in  re  Berks  street  to  be  a  dedication  in  law. 

But,  in  the  recent  case  of  in  re  Brooklyn  street,  21  W.  N. 
C,  page  56,  the  Supreme  Court  holds  that  where  a  street  is 
upon  the  plan  of  the  city,  and  the  owner  sells  land  bounded 
by  that  street,  and  the  street  subsequently  is  opened  by  the 
city,  the  original  grantor  is  not  precluded  from  claiming 
damages  for  the  land  so  taken.  Where,  however,  the  street  is 
not  upon  the  plan  of  the  city,  but  is  upon  a  private  plot  or 
laid  out  by  the  owner,  and  he  sells  property  bounded  by  such 
a  street,  this  being  his  own  act  and  not  done  in  contemplation 
of  the  taking  of  the  street  by  the  city,  is  a  dedication  of  that 
street. 

Third. — Where  a  highway  has  been  in  actual  use  adversely 
and  continuously  by  the  public  for  a  period  of  21  years  and 
upwards,  it  becomes  a  public  street  as  effectually  as  though  it 
had  originally  been  laid  out  and  opened  by  the  proper  authori- 
ties, and  after  the  expiration  of  that  time,  no  matter  what 
the  original  intention  of  the  owner  or  owners  might  have 
been,  no  damages  will  accrue.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  20tli  in- 
stant, enclosing  copy  of  an  affidavit  made  by  Edward  Par- 
tridge, in  which  he  deposes  and  says  that  he  has  lived  at  the 
northeast  corner  of  Twentieth  and  Tioga  streets,  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  since  September,  1865,  and  has  personal  knowl- 
edge that  Venango  street  has  been  opened  for  travel  from 
Broad  street  to  Township  Line  road  all  that  time. 

In  relation  to  this  affidavit,  you  ask  me  whether  the  street 
in  question  should  have  been  upon  a  plan  of  the  city  during 
that  time,  or  whether  a  simple  affidavit  of  its  being  opened  and 
used  is  sufficient  evidence  to  warrant  you  in  certifying  to  the 
Bureaus  of  Water,  Highways,  etc.,  that  it  has  been  legally 
opened. 

In  a  letter  sent  yesterday  to  Henry  W.  Robertson,  Esq., 
Assistant  Clerk  of  Select  Council,  in  answer  to  this  same 
question,  I  replied  as  follows :  "  Where  a  highway  has  been 
in  actual  use  adversely  and  continuously  by  the  public  for  a 
period  of  twenty-one  years  and  upwards,  it  becomes  a  public 
street  as  effectually  as  though  it  had  originally  been  laid  out 
and  opened  by  the  proper  authorities,  and  after  the  expiration 
of  that  time  no  matter  what  the  original  intention  of  the  owner 
or  owners  might  have  been,  no  damages  will  accrue." 

Before  the  public  improvements  are  made  the  street  should 
be  placed  upon  the  plan  of  the  city.  In  all  these  matters  the 
question  of  deciding  upon  the  facts  sworn  to  rests  with  you. 
Your  mind  is  to  be  satisfied  that  the  facts  set  forth  in  the  affi- 
davits are  true,  and  that  the  street  has  beeu  in  use  by  the 
public  adversely  for  twenty-one  years  or  upwards.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  14th  inst.  was  received  in 
which  you  state  that  "  a  large  majority  of  the  property  owners 
on  Green  street,  between  Carpenter  and  Ellett,  desire  to  have 
the  street  macadamized,  and  that  the  property  is  assessed  as 
rural  or  suburban,"  and  you  inquire  "whether,  as  the  prop- 
erty is  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward,  the  Act  of  March  24, 
1870,  would  not  require  the  property  owners  to  pay  for  the 
improvements." 

In  the  case  of  Seeley  v.  City  of  Pittsburg,  1  Norris,  360, 
the  Act  of  March  24,  1870,  as  it  applies  to  rural  or  suburban 
property,  is  held  to  be  unconstitutional,  and  the  property 
owners  could  not  be  compelled  to  pay  for  the  macadamizing 
unless  they  signed  the  petition  asking  to  have  the  work  done. 

The  owner  of  rural  or  suburban  property,  if  he  petitions  to 
have  the  street  in  front  of  his  property  improved,  can  be  com- 
pelled to  pay.     (Pepper  v.  City,  44  Leg.  Int.,  103.) 

You  inquire,  also,  whether  under  the  said  Act,  a  majority 
of  the  property  owners  on  Walnut  lane,  Twenty-second  Ward, 
can  have  the  street  macadamized,  although  Councils  ordain 
that  it  shall  be  paved  with  Belgian  blocks. 

The  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  P.  L.  43,  provides  :  "  It  may 
be  prescribed  by  ordinance  that  paving  of  streets,  except  at  the 
intersections  thereof,  and  of  footways,  and  laying  of  water  pipes 
within  the  limits  of  the  city  shall  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the 
owners  of  the  ground  in  front  whereof  such  work  shall  be  done, 
and  liens  may  be  filed  by  the  said  city  for  the  same,  as  is  now 
practiced  and  allowed  by  law." 

By  this  Act  Councils  were  clothed  with  full  power  to  order 
the  paving  of  streets,  etc.,  and  to  charge  the  expense  to  the 
owners. 

The  Court  decided  in  Dickinson  v.  Peters,  6  W.  N.  C,  page 
458,  and  in  City  v.  Hayes,  12th  Norris,  page  72,  that  Coun- 
cils had  complete  control  over  the  paving  of  the  highways. 
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In  City  V.  Hayes,  Gordon  J.  says  :  "It  is  not  pretended 
that  any  Act  of  Assembly  requires  the  property  owners  to  be 
consulted  as  to  the  character  of  the  work  proposed  to  be  done. ' ' 

The  Act  of  March  24,  1870,  is  virtually  superceded  or  re- 
pealed by  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  and  the  Act  of  June, 
1885,  It  is  impossible  to  carry  out  its  provisions,  as  there  is 
no  superintendent  of  highways  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward. 

The  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  known  as  the  Bullitt  Bill,  places 
the  control  of  paving  in  the  Director  of  Public  Works. 

The  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  Section  6,  requires  that  "all 
work  to  be  done  for  the  city  shall  be  performed  under  contract 
to  be  given  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  under  such  regu- 
lations as  shall  be  prescribed  by  ordinance." 

The  Ordinance  of  June  16,  1885,  Section  6,  provides  that 
"  no  street  shall  be  paved  until  the  paving  is  authorized  by 
the  Select  and  Common  Councils."  Councils  have  absolute 
and  exclusive  authority  as  to  the  paving  of  streets,  and  if  they 
have  ordained  that  Walnut  lane  shall  be  paved  with  Belgian 
blocks  the  majority  of  the  property  owners  on  that  street  can- 
not change  the  character  of  the  pavement.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  the  30th  ult.,  in 
which  you  state  that  Joseph  F.  Jones  received  from  the  De- 
partment of  Receiver  of  Taxes  a  $50  counterfeit  note,  and  that 
said  Department  refuses  to  receive  the  same  and  to  assume 
any  responsibility  in  the  matter. 

Enclosed  in  your  letter  is  the  statement  of  J.  Gallagher, 
sworn  and  subscribed  to,  in  which  he  deposes  and  says  that 
the  $50  note  received  by  the  Assistant  Receiving  Teller, 
Joseph  F.  Jones,  did  not  pass  from  out  of  the  possession  of  the

City  Treasury  before  the  said  note  was  detected  by  hiin.  Also 
enclosed  in  your  communication  is  an  affidavit  made  by  the  said 
Joseph  F.  Jones,  "who  deposes  and  says  that  he  is  Assistant 
Receiving  Teller  in  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer ;  that  it  is 
his  duty  to  receive  from  the  Department  of  the  Receiver  of 
Taxes  any  moneys  collected  for  or  on  account  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  returned  or  deposited  with  the  City  Treasu- 
rer ;  that  in  pursuance  of  his  said  duties  on  the  eighteenth 
day  of  April,  1888,  he  was  engaged  in  counting  the  packages 
of  money  received  from  the  Department  of  Receiver  of  Taxes,, 
and  whilst  so  engaged  his  attention  was  especially  directed  to- 
a  note  of  the  denomination  of  $50.  Deponent  was  so  im- 
pressed with  the  peculiar  appearance  of  the  note  that  he  made 
a  note  of  its  number  (375),  so  that  in  case  any  question  should 
arise  concerning  it,  deponent  would  be  able  to  certify  as  to 
what  department  the  note  came  from ;  that  subsequently,  on 
the  nineteenth  day  of  April,  1888,  the  said  note  was  offered 
as  part  of  the  deposit  of  the  City  Treasurer  to  the  Third 
National  Bank  and  refused,  said  note  being  pronounced  a 
counterfeit.  Deponent,  after  said  return  from  said  Third 
National  Bank,  was  informed  of  the  same  by  the  Receiving 
Teller  for  the  City  Treasurer,  John  Gallagher,  and  immedi- 
ately identified  the  same  as  the  one  received  in  a  package  a& 
part  of  the  return  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes. 

If  the  facts  are  true  as  set  forth  in  the  affidavits,  the  Re- 
ceiver of  Taxes  is  responsible  in  the  matter.  It  would  be 
proper,  I  think,  under  all  the  circumstances,  for  you  to  have 
an  interview  with  the  Receiver,  setting  forth  all  these 
facts,  and  laying  before  him  the  affidavits  sent  to  me"  in  your 
letter.  A  full  statement  in  the  matter  I  am  sure  will  bring 
about  a  satisfactory  settlement.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  the  2d  instant,  in 
-which  you  ask  me  to  inform  the  Committee  on  Railroads 
whether  or  not  it  is  within  the  power  of  Councils  to  impose 
the  proposed  condition  upon  the  Reading  Terminal  Company 
in  an  ordinance  granting  them  certain  privileges  to  occupy 
the  streets  of  the  city,  as  follows :  "  That  the  said  Company 
shall  give  a  bond  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  as  trustee  for 
and  to  the  use  of  all  persons  interested,  which  bond  shall  be 
authorized  and  approved  as  well  by  the  stockholders  of  said 
Company  at  a  meeting  duly  called  for  that  purpose,  as  by  the 
directors  thereof;  conditioned  that  before  said  railroad  is 
constructed  said  Railroad  Company  will  pay,  or  secure  to  be 
paid,  just  compensation  for  all  property  taken,  injured,  or 
<iestroyed,  or  depreciated  in  value  by  the  construction  and 
lawful  use  of  said  railroad." 

In  answer,  I  reply  as  follows  :  So  far  as  compensation  for 
all  property  taken,  injured,  destroyed,  or  depreciated  by  reason 
of  the  construction  of  said  railroad  is  concerned,  the  law  gives 
ample  provision. 

Article  16,  Section  8,  of  the  Constitution  provides  :  "Muni- 
cipal and  other  corporations  and  individuals  invested  with 
the  privilege  of  taxing  private  property  for  public  use  shall 
make  just  compensation  for  property  taken,  injured,  or  de- 
stroyed by  the  construction  or  enlargement  of  their  works, 
highways,  or  improvements,  which  compensation  shall  be  paid 
or  secured  before  such  taking,  injury,  or  destruction." 

There  is  no  provision  in  law  for  the  payment  of  damages 
resulting  to  property  injured,  destroyed,  or  depreciated  in 
value  by  the  lawful  use  of  a  railroad. 

My  opinion  of  June  21,  1887,  reads  as  follows:  "In  the 
recent  cases  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  vs.  Lip- 
pincott  et.  al.,  19  W.  N.  C,  page  513,  and  in  the  case  of 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  vs.  Duncan,  1st  Amer.  352, 
the  Supreme  Court  held  that  a  railroad  company  constructing 
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and  operating  an  elevated  road  upon  property  owned  by  it  in 
fee  simple  fronting  on  one  side  of  the  street,  is  not  liable  under 
the  provisions  of  Article  16,  Section  3,  of  the  Constitution  of 
Pennsylvania,  or  otherwise,  for  depreciation  in  the  value  of 
property  fronting  upon  the  opposite  side  of  the  street,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  noises  and  disturbances,  smoke,  sparks  and 
vapors  necessarily  resulting  from  the  operation  of  the  road  as 
a  steam  railroad,  Avhere  no  part  of  said  last  mentioned  property, 
or  any  right  of  way  or  other  appurtenances  thereunto  belonging 
has  been  taken  or  used  in  the  erection  or  construction  of  the 
road.  From  the  above  cases  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Court  seems 
to  make  a  distinction  between  damages  to  property  arising  from 
the  construction  of  a  road  and  damages  to  property  arising 
from  the  lawful  use  of  a  constructed  road.  In  other  words, 
in  the  last  case  upon  the  question,  the  Supreme  Court  has  held 
that  a  railroad  company  operating  its  line  on  its  own  property 
is  not  liable  in  damages  for  the  lawful  use  of  its  road,  and 
damages  cannot  be  recovered  by  adjoining  owners  for  any 
inconvenience  arising  from  the  smoke,  blowing  of  whistles, 
ringing  of  bells,  or  the  noise  incident  to  the  lawful  use  of  the 
road.  It  may  possibly  be  dilFerent  where  the  road  is  built 
upon  a  highway  and  not  upon  the  property  of  the  railroad 
company,  but  that  question  has  not  yet  been  decided  by  the 
Courts." 

The  above  cited  cases  are  supported  by  the  last  opinion  upon 
the  subject  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Penna.  R. 
R.  Company  vs.  Marchant,  21  W.  N.  C,  page  300. 

Second. — Upon  the  question  of  the  right  of  Councils  ta 
annex  conditions  to  their  assent,  I  advise  you  as  follows  : 
The  railroad  company  in  question  is  chartered  under  the  Act 
of  April  4,  1868,  P.  L.  Qb,  the  12th  section  of  which  provides 
as  follows :  This  Act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  *  *  *  *  to 
authorize  any  corporation,  formed  under  this  Act,  to  enter 
upon  and  occupy  any  street,  lane  or  alley  in  any  incorporated 
city  in  this  Commonwealth,  without  the  consent  of  such  city 
having  been  first  obtained." 

"  In  the  case  of  the  appeal  of  the  City  of  Pittsburgh,  18 
W.  N.  C.  587,  the  Supreme  Court  decided  that  "  The  City 
Councils  have  no  power  to  legislate  upon  condition." 

The  purport  of  this  and  other  cases  is  that  Councils  have  the 
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right  to  give  or  withhold  their  assent,  but  not  to  couple  it  with 
conditions. 

Under  the  law  Councils  have  power  in  all  these  matters 
to  make  proper  and  reasonable  police  regulations. 

The  Supreme  Court  having  decided  that  railroad  companies 
are  not  compelled  to  pay  damages  for  property  injured  or  de- 
stroyed by  the  lawful  use  of  a  constructed  road  on  their  own 
property,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  conditions  in  the  proposed 
ordinance  making  the  Terminal  Company  liable  to  pay  such 
damages  are  null  and  void. 

Councils  have  no  authority  to  make  the  company  liable  by 
annexing  conditions  to  their  assent  where  the  charter  of  the 
company,  the  constitution,  statutes,  and  the  laws  of  the  State 
do  not  make  the  company  responsible.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  your  letter  enclosing  com- 
munications from  the  Belgian  Consul  and  the  Vice  Consul  of 
France  askino;  for  information  regarding  the  laws  as  to  agents 
representing  foreign  houses,  etc. 

I  reply  as  follows  :  I  have  made  a  careful  examination  of 
the  regulations  now  in  force  in  this  city  regarding  fir8t.,  sales 
by  sample  of  wines  and  liquors  at  wholesale  by  American 
citizens  as  agents  for  foreign  houses ;  and  second,  foreign 
salesmen  landing  here  for  the  purpose  of  selling  to  dealers 
from  samples. 

First. — Such  agents  do  not  require  liquor  licenses.  Upon 
this  head  it  is  to  be  noted  that  the  Act  of  April  12,  1875, 
Section  8,  page  42,  provides :  "No  person  or  persons,  non- 
residents   of    this    Commonwealth,   shall    engage    in    selling. 
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trading  or  vending  intoxicating  liquors,  and  no  hawker,  ped- 
dler or  traveling  agent  shall  engage  in  selling  for  any  person 
or  persons  who  are  non-residents,  or  in  vending,  trading  or 
contracting  in  any  manner  whatsoever  in  intoxicating  liquors 
within  the  limits  of  this  Commonwealth." 

The  effect  of  this  provision  is  that  such  an  agent  must  have 
a  permanent  place  of  business  in  this  Commonwealth. 

Second. — Foreign  salesmen  landing  here  for  the  purpose  of 
selling  to  dealers  goods  from  samples  must,  before  they  begin 
to  sell,  take  out  a  license  from  the  City  Treasurer  costing 
^300,  and  must  renew  the  same  every  year.  (See  Act  of 
1885,  Sections  9  and  10.) 

If  the  commodities  to  be  sold  are  intoxicating  liquors,  of 
course  the  Act  above  quoted  is  an  absolute  prohibition.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  the  8th  instant,  in 
which  you  ask  the  following  questions  : 

First. — "  When  a  sewer  has  been  authorized  by  Ordi- 
nance of  Councils  to  be  built  in  a  public  street  under  the 
tracks  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  R.  R.,  or  its  leased 
branches,  has  the  Department  of  Public  Works  the  right  to 
proceed  with  and  complete  the  Avork  with  due  care,  without 
the  contractor  or  the  city  giving  a  bond  to  pay  for  cost  or 
damages  ?" 

Second. — "  Is  the  city  under  any  obligation  as  to  the  payment 
of  bills  for  work  or  materials  furnished  to  a  contractor  for 
sewers  contracted  to  be  built  for  the  city  by  authority  of  City 
Ordinances  in  the  usual  form  ?" 
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In  answer  to  the  first  question  I  reply,  that  on  July  3,  1885^ 
in  a  letter  to  Samuel  L.  Smedley,  Esq.,  I  advised  him  that 
railroad  companies  have  no  legal  right  to  demand  from  the 
contractors  doing  work  for  the  city,  (such  as  you  refer  to  in 
your  letter)  a  bond  of  indemnity,  and  that  the  contractors  have 
an  undoubted  right  to  construct  said  sewer  underneath  the 
road-bed  of  any  company.  They  must,  however,  use  all  rea- 
sonable care  to  protect  the  property  of  the  company. 

In  answer  to  the  second  question,  the  city  is  under  no 
obligation  to  pay  for  work  or  materials  furnished  to  the  con- 
tractor for  sewers  contracted  to  be  built  for  the  city  by  au- 
thority of  City  Ordinances.

It  appears  from  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  Bureau  of  Water 
that  he  is  of  opinion  the  pipe,  amounting  to  §709.34,  was  paid 
for  by  Ellis  D.  Williams,  Esq.,  about  October  22,  1873,  and 
the  money  so  paid  appropriated  by  some  one  in  the  department 
to  his  own  use,  and  no  record  made  of  the  payment  upon  the 
books  of  the  department. 

You  recjuest  my  opinion  as  to  what  is  proper  to  be  done  in 
the  premises.  I  reply,  that  if  after  a  careful  examination  of 
all  the  facts  in  the  case,  you,  as  the  head  of  that  department,  are 
satisfied  that  the  pipe  w\as  paid  for,  then  the  charge  appearing 
upon  the  books  should  be  stricken  off,  and  Messrs.  Hannis, 
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Parri^h,  and  Williams,  should  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  pipe 
without  further  expense.

Dear  Sir  : — Yours  of  the  first  instant,  enclosing  a  commu- 
nication from  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau  relative  to 
the  use  of  certain  poles  and  their  removal,  and  also  enclosing 
correspondence  between  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau  and 
the  Manager  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Telegraph  Company, 
were  duly  received. 

My  opinion  is  requested  whether  the  excuse  given  by  the 
telegraph  company  for  not  removing  the  poles  and  wires  is  a 
good  and  valid  one,  and  whether  there  is  anything  in  the  suit 
now  pending  on  the  bond  given  by  the  telegraph  company  to 
the  city  to  prevent  the  removal  of  the  wires. 

In  reply,  I  would  say  that  the  suit  against  the  said  telegraph 
company  is  upon  the  bond  given  conditioned  to  pay  the  sum 
of  $50,000.00  in  the  event  of  the  merging  of  said  company 
with  any  other  telegraph  company,  etc.  The  said  company 
has  by  affidavit  filed  sworn  that  it  has  not  merged  with  any 
other  telegraph  company  nor  violated  the  condition  of  said  bond, 

I  see  no  reason  why  "  any  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
pany to  remove  the  wires  would  appear  in  contempt  of  court," 
as  asserted  by  the  telegraph  company  in  their  letter  of  April 
26th,  nor  do  I  see  any  reason  why  the  pending  of  said  suit  is

sufficient  to  prevent  the  removal  of  the  wires  of  said  company 
by  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  19th  in- 
stant in  which  you  ask  my  opinion  upon  the  following  ques- 
tions : — 

First.  "  Under  the  Ordinance  of  Councils  establishing  the 
license  fee  for  horse  cars  (see  p.  839,  Brightly' s  Philadelphia 
City  Digest).,  can  the  passenger  railway  companies  averge  the 
number  of  cars  run  and  pay  fees  accordingly,  or  must  they  pay 
a  license  fee  for  each  car,  no  matter  how  seldom  such  car  may 
be  run  in  any  part  of  the  year?" 

Second.  "  Can  a  license  granted  for  any  particular  car,  say 
for  car  No.  1,  be  transferred  and  hung  up  in  any  other  car, 
say  car  No.  20,  if  the  car  for  which  the  license  was  granted, 
viz,  car  No.  1,  is    for  any  cause  not  in  use?  " 

Third.  ''  Must  the  certificate  showing  that  a  license  has  been 
paid  be  hung  up  in  a  car  numbered  as  said  certificate  is  num- 
bered? " 

The  ordinance  of  April  1,  1859,  provides  :  "  Each  and  every 
passenger  railway  company  shall  pay  into  the  office  of  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways,  in  the  month  of  January  of  each 
year,  for  the  use  of  the  city  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each 
car  intended  to  be  run  upon  any  road  ;  and  for  each  and  every 
car  placed  upon  any  road  before  the  time  herein  provided  for 
paying  the  license,  a  proportionate  sum  shall  be  paid  until  the 
succeeding  January,  and  no  car  shall  be  placed  or  run  upon 
any  road  or  street  until  it  shall  be  regularly  licensed,  and  a 
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certificate,  duly  numbered,  hung  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  said 
car.  " 

Under  this  provision  it  will  bo  seen  that  a  license  fee  must 
be  paid  for  each  car  placed  upon  or  intended  to  be  run  upon  a 
road,  and  no  car  shall  be  placed  or  run  upon  any  road  or  street 
until  it  shall  be  regularly  licensed. 

It  is  clearly  the  intention  of  the  ordinance  that  there  shall 
be  a  license  for  each  particular  car,  and  the  license  for  car  No. 
1  cannot  be  used  for  car  No.  20.  If  it  were  otherwise,  one 
license  for  one  car  could  be  used  for  twenty  cars,  and  that  is 
not  the  intention  of  the  ordinance.  The  certificate  of  license 
must  be  hung  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  each  car.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  the  '25th  instant 
containing  papers  relating  to  charges  against  C.  A.  Sundstrom, 
District  Surveyor,  together  with  his  answer,  in  which  he  states 
that  he  was  elected  Surveyor  by  a  popular  election  in  February, 
1886,  for  the  term  of  five  years.  The  charge  recipes  that 
Mr.  Sundstrom  was  elected  a  delegate  to  a  political  convention 
and  attended  said  convention  as  a  delegate  in  violation  of  the 
Act  of  June  1,  1885. 

Article  XV,  Section  1,  par.  10,  of  the  Act  of  June  1, 1885, 
provides :  '"•  No  officer  or  employee  of  any  department,  trust 
or  commission,  or  employee  of  any  contractor  under  any  such 
department,  trust  or  commission  shall  be  a  member  of  or 
delegate  to  any  political  convention,  *  *  *." 
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Mr.  Sundstrom  having  been  elected  by  the  people  to  this- 
oflSce  for  a  term  of  five  years,  he  cannot  be  dismissed  in  this 
way.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  inquiries  made  last  week 
in  relation  to  the  duties  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  under  Article 
V,  Section  1,  paragraph  4  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  I  reply 
as  follows: 

The  paragraph  referred  to  reads :  "  The  Receiver  of  Taxes 
shall  be  charged  by  the  Controller  with  the  full  amount  of  all 
tax  duplicates  of  the  several  wards,  and  also  with  all  other  ac- 
counts placed  in  his  hands  by  the  proper  officer  for  collection, 
and  shall  make  daily  returns  to  the  Controller  of  all  moneys 
paid,  and  by  whom  paid.  " 

Under  this  provision  the  duties  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes 
are  to  collect  all  accounts  placed  in  his  hands  for  collection, 
and  make  daily  returns  of  such  collections  to  the  Controller. 
His  duty  is  only  to  collect  and  to  make  return. 

The  matter  of  inspection  is  with  that  department  which 
furnishes  gas  or  water  to  the  consumers.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
the  24th  ult.,  wherein  you  state  "  The  receipts  of  the  Health 
Office  are  derived  from  licenses  to  clean  privy-wells,  permits 
to  clean  wells,  permits  to  land  hides  and  vegetables,  etc.,  col- 
lected by  a  special  inspector  along  the  wharves ;  permits  to 
remove  dead  bodies,  repayment  of  costs  for  removal  nuisances, 
searches  for  births,  deaths,  and  marriages,  board  bills  at  Mu- 
nicipal Hospital,  payments  made  in  connection  with  Quaran- 
tine, fees  on  vessels,  part  of  which  are  directed  by  law  to  be 
returned  by  the  Health  Office,  part  to  be  paid  by  the  Port 
Physicians,  and  a  definite  amount  to  be  retained  by  the  Health 
Officer  to  be  paid  to  his  Clerk,  etc.,"  and  requesting  my  opinion 
^'  as  to  whether  the  New  City  Charter  changes  the  manner  of 
collecting  and  paying  over  to  the  City  Treasurer"  such 
receipts. 

In  reply  I  advise  you  as  follows :  The  authority  of  the 
Board  of  Health  to  collect  the  fees  and  charges  referred  to  by 
you  are  expressly  given  said  board  in  all  or  nearly  all  cases 
by  Acts  of  the  Legislature. 

The  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  referred  to  by  you,  does  not  repeal 
or  destroy  the  authority  or  the  duties  of  the  Board  of  Health 
in  relation  to  the  collection  of  such  money.  On  the  contrary, 
it  is  expressly  provided  in  Article  III,  Section  1  of  said 
Act :  "  In  cities  of  the  first  class  the  Board  of  Health  shall 
continue  with  the  powers  and  duties  now  vested  in  it  by  law, 
*  *  *,"  but  the  Board  of  Health  shall  be  attached  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety.     *     *     *." 

It  is  true  that  Section  1,  of  Article  V  of  said  Act  relating 
to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  provides :  "All  officers  charged  with 
the  duty  of  collecting  taxes  and  the  receipt  and  collection  of 
funds  derived  from  loans,  licenses,  water  rents,  water-pipe, 
frontages,  permits  and  rents  from  markets,  landings,  wharves 
and  other  public  property  and  interests,  shall  be  attached  and 
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subordinate  to  this  department,  and  be  subject  to  its  super- 
vision, control  and   direction." 

If  this  provision  stood  alone  it  could  not  in  my  opinion  be 
properly  construed  to  refer  to  the  collection  of  fees  and 
charges  by  the  Board  of  Health.  With  the  explicit  direction, 
however,  contained  in  the  third  Article  of  said  bill  above  quoted, 
'•  that  the  Board  of  Health  shall  continue  "with  the  powers  and 
duties  now  vested  in  it  by  law,  and  that  the  Board  of  Health 
shall  be  attached  to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,"  it  is 
very  clear  that  it  is  not  intended  by  said  Act  to  change  the 
duties  and  powers  of  the  officers,  or  the  members  of  said 
Board,  or  to  make  them  subordinate  and  under  the  control  of 
the  Receiver  of  Taxes. 

In  my  opinion,  wherever  the  duties  of  the  Board  in  relation 
to  the  collection  of  money  were  defined  by  Acts  of  Assembly  at 
the  time  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  known  as  the  Bullitt  bill, 
went  into  effect,  the  Board  in  the  words  of  the  last  named  Act 
"  continues  with  the  powers  and  duties  vested  in  it  by  law." 
In  other  words,  if  by  Acts  of  Assembly  it  be  the  duty  of  the 
Board  of  Health  to  collect  and  pay  over  in  a  certain  manner, 
certain  fees,  charges  and  funds,  such  duties  still  remain  un- 
affected by  the  Bullitt  Bill.

Dear  Sir: — I  received  your  letter  of  the  19th  ult..  enclos- 
ing a  copy  of  the  specifications  attached  to  the  contract  nnder 
which  the  streets  of  the  city  are  cleaned.  You  state  that  on 
or  before  April  1,  you  directed  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Street   Cleaning  to    notify  the  contractors  for  cleaning  the

streets  of  the  city  that  because  of  the  unfavorable  weather  of 
the  preceding  month  you  extended  the  time  before  which  the 
streets  should  be  cleaned  to  your  satisfaction  from  April  1  to 
April  16.  That  on  April  15,  you  instructed  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Street  Cleaning  that  the  streets  in  all  the  Districts, 
except  one,  had  been  cleaned  to  your  satisfaction,  i?nd  author- 
ized him  to  draw  warrants  for  the  amount  retained,  as  per 
paragraph  14  of  general  regulations  and  specifications,  in  all 
the  districts,  except  the  one  in  default. 

You  further  state  that  the  streets  in  the  last  named  District 
have  since  that  day  been  cleaned,  and  you  are  now  called  on 
to  approve  a  warrant  for  the  amount  not  paid  the  contractor 
on  the  16tli  day  of  April  last. 

Your  question  is :  "  Can  I,  under  the  provisions  of  the  con- 
tract and  the  peculiar  terms  of  paragraph  14  of  the  general 
regulations  of  the  specifications,  approve  such  a  warrant  ?  " 

If  you  had  the  right  to  extend  the  time  in  the  first  instance, 
you  unquestionably  have  the  right  to  extend  it  in  the  second. 

In  all  these  cases  it  must  be  taken  into  account  that  the 
specifications  are  drawn  for  the  protection  of  the  city,  and  if 
the  work  has  been  done  to  your  satisfaction,  and  the  city  has 
not  been  injured  by  reason  of  the  delay,  I  think  in  such 
matters  you  can  exercise  your  discretion,  and  you  have  the 
power  to  approve  the  warrant  for  the  payment  of  the  money 
under  the  contract.

Dear  Sir  : — -I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  25th  ult., 
enclosing  draft  of  "-An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  terms  of  the 
Managers  or  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  for  the 
southeastern  district  of  Pennsylvania,"  and  asking  me  to  ad- 
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vise  you  as  to  whether  or  not  Councils  have  the  authority  to 
pass  such  an  ordinance. 

In  answer,  I  reply  that  the  ordinance  appears  to  be  in  proper 
form.  Section  8  of  the  Act  of  May  5,  1876,  P.  L.  123,  pro- 
vides that  "  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  consist  of  thirteen 
members,  five  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor 
from  the  State  at  large,  two  by  the  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  one  by  the  County  Commissioners  of  each 
of  the  other  counties  embraced  in  the  southeastern  district 
herein  described." 

The  question  you  desire  answered  is,  have  Councils  the 
right  to  elect  the  said  members  or  trustees  for  the  term  of 
three  years  from  the  date  of  their  election  ;  or,  in  other  words, 
have  Councils  the  right  to  fix  by  ordinance  the  term  of  ser- 
vice of  those  two  managers  whom  they  have  the  power  to 
select. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  Councils  have  power  to  regulate  the 
matter.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  4th  in- 
stant, in  which  you  submit  the  following  resolution  for  my 
opinion  : 

"  Resolution  of  request  to  the  City  Solicitor  for  his  opinion 
in  regard  to  sale  of  certain  real  estate  of  the  city. 

Resolved,  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  requested  to  give 
these  Councils  an  opinion  as  to  the  right  of  Councils  hereafter 
to  dispose  of  any  real  estate  reserved  for  poor  purposes  under 
the  Act  of  28th  April,  1887,  relating  to  sale  of  poor  lands  and 
real  estate  held  for  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  and 
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whether  we  have  the  right  to  dispose  of  real  estate  belonging 
to  the  City  without  advertising,  and  at  public  sale." 

The  Act  of  April  21,  1855,  P.  L.  269,  Section  22,  pro- 
vides : 

"  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  as 
rapidly  as  purchasers  can  be  procured,  without  a  sacrifice  of 
price,  to  make  public  sale  and  conveyance  of  the  public  halls, 
lots,  and  real  estate  vested  in  the  said  City,  not  held  upon  any 
trust  and  not  required  for  authorized  public  purposes,  and  to 
apply  the  proceeds  in  discharge  of  the  City  debts,  and  if  ground 
rents  be  reserved,  to  sell  and  convey  the  same  for  said  pur- 
poses." 

The  Act  of  May  1,  1861,  P.  L.  432,  provides : 
Section  1.  That  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  hereby  em- 
powered to  make  private  or  public  sale,  and  convey  in  fee  sim- 
ple or  reserving  ground  rents,  the  present  Almshouse  grounds 
or  any  part  thereof,  situate  in  the  Twenty-fourth  Ward  of 
said  City,  containing  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  acres, 
more  or  less,  and  the  buildings  thereon  erected,  subject  to  the 
following  conditions : 

I.  That  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  reserve  a  part  of 
said  ground,  not  exceeding  forty  acres,  to  be  laid  out  and 
maintained  as  an  open  public  place  for  ever  for  the  health  and 
recreation  of  the  people. 

II.  That  the  said  City  shall  also  reserve  at  Pine  and  South 
streets,  on  the  river  Schuylkill,  pieces  of  ground  sufficient,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  said  City, 
for  abutments  and  approaches  thereto,  for  a  bridge  or  bridges 
which  may  be  lawfully  authorized  to  be  erected  at  either  of 
said  streets. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  hereby  empowered 
to  purchase  land  and  erect  thereon  an  alms  or  poor-house 
(with  our  without  a  house  of  correction  and  employment,  as 
may  be  deemed  expedient),  and  in  payment  thereof  to  create 
a  loan  that  shall  be  exempt  from  State  tax. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  grounds 
and  buildings  specified  in  the  first  section  of  this  Act  shall  be 
specifically  applied  to  and  pledged  for  the  payment  of  the  loan 
authorized  by  the  section  of  this  Act,  and  if  ground  rents  shall 
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be  reserved,  or  mortgages  taken  in  payment  for  the  same,  when 
sold  or  paid  off  shall  be  applied  to  and  for  the  same  purpose." 

The  Act  of  April  28,  1«87,  P.  L.  75,  provides  : 

Section  1.  That  the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  several 
counties  of  this  Commonwealth  shall  have  jurisdiction  and  are 
hereby  authorized  to  decree  a  public  or  private  sale  of  any 
poor-house  property,  or  real  estate  held  for  the  relief  and  em- 
ployment of  the  poor,  in  any  county,  city,  borough,  township 
or  poor  district,  at  such  times  and  in  such  parts  or  parcels, 
and  upon  such  terms  as,  in  the  opinion  of  any  such  Court,  may 
be  considered  most  advantageous  to  such  district. 

Sec.  2.  Such  sale  may  be  decreed  upon  the  petition  of  tlie 
overseer,  or  the  poor  directors,  or  managers  for  the  relief  and 
employment  of  the  poor,  of  any  county,  city,  borough,  town- 
ship or  poor  district,  setting  forth  that  such  sale  would  be  to 
the  advantage  of  the  said  district,  and  all  facts  needful  for  the 
information  of  the  Court,  under  oath  or  affirmation,  and  shall 
only  take  place  after  a  full  and  careful  investigation  by  the 
Court,  aided,  when  deemed  necessary,  by  the  report  of  a  com- 
petent person  to  be  appointed  by  the  Court ;  and  if,  upon  such 
investigation,  the  Court  shall  deem  it  to  the  advantage  of  such 
district  that  property  so  held,  or  any  part  thereof,  should  be 
sold,  such  Court  is  hereby  authorized  to  decree  a  sale  thereof, 
and  to  direct  the  investment  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  or 
sales  in  the  purchase,  for  the  use  of  such  district,  of  such  other 
real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  for  poor  purposes,  and  in  the 
erection  of  suitable  buildings  thereon  for  the  comfortable  main- 
tenance, employment  and  support  of  the  poor  of  such  poor 
district,  and  silch  other  investments  thereof  as  may  be  deemed 
most  advantageous  to  the  district. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  laws  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed." 

It  will  be  seen  that  under  the  Act  of  April  21,  1855,  the 
City  is  authorized  to  make  sale  and  conveyance  of  all  real  es- 
tate in  the  City,  and  not  held  upon  any  trust  and  not  required 
for  authorized  public  purposes,  but  the  sale  must  be  public. 

Tinder  the  Act  of  1861  above  (juoted,  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia can  sell  at  private  or  public  sale  the  present  Almshouse 
grounds,  or  any  part  thereof,  situate  in  the  Twenty-fourth 
Ward  of  said  City :  Provided,  That  there  shall  be  reserved  a 
part  of  said  ground  not  exceeding  forty  acres  as  an  open  pub- 
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lie  place  for  the  recreation  of  the  people  forever,  and  that  the 
proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  ground  and  building  shall 
be  specifically  applied  to  and  pledged  for  the  payment  of  the 
loan  authorized  by  the  second  section  of  the  Act. 

Under  the  Act  of  1887  before  either  a  public  or  private  sale 
can  be  had  of  this  property,  a  decree  of  the  Court  must  be  first 
obtained. 

The  question  is,  does  the  Act  of  1887,  which  requires  a  de- 
cree of  the  Court  before  a  public  or  private  sale  can  be  made, 
repeal  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1861  ? 

The  Act  of  1861  was  a  special  Act,  and  provided  only  for 
the  sale  of  tlie  Almslioiise  property  in  the  Twenty-fourth  Ward 
of  the  City. 

The  Act  of  1887  is  a  general  Act,  and  provides  a  metliod 
for  the  sale  of  all  the  real  estate  held  for  poor  purposes  in  the 
counties,  boroughs,  to'vvnships  and  poor  districts  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, and  I  do  not  find  that  it  directly  or  indirectly  re- 
peals the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1861. 

The  Acts  are  affirmative,  and  can  both  stand  together.  They 
are  not  inconsistent,  and  there  is  no  repeal  by  direction  or 
implication  of  the  former  Act  by  the  latter. 

The  matter  then  comes  to  you  for  the  exercise  of  your  dis- 
cretion and  best  judgment  in  the  selection  of  the  method  to  be 
adopted  in  the  sale  of  this  property  for  the  advantage  ot  the 
City. 

You  have  one  of  two  courses  to  pursue  in  the  matter — either 
to  direct  a  sale  of  the  land  under  the  Act  of  1861,  or  let  the 
Overseers  or  Poor  Directors  or  managers  for  the  relief  and 
employment  of  the  poor  petition  the  Court  for  leave  to  sell. 
In  one  instance  no  public  notification  is  required.  In  the 
other  all  the  facts  and  all  the  information  in  relation  to  the 
matter  must  be  submitted  to  the  Court,  and  after  a  full  and 
careful  investigation,  if  it  be  deemed  to  the  advantage  of  the- 
City,  the  Court  will  decree  a  sale.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  the  24th  ult.,  in 
which  you  enclose  copy  of  a  resolution  passed  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Committee  on  Municipal  Government,  requesting  the 
opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor  as  to  whether  or  not  a  joint 
resolution  passed  by  Councils  instructing  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  to  prepare  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  a  bridge  is  binding  on  the  Director.  You  also  ask 
my  opinion  upon  a  proposed  ordinance  to  authorize  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  to  lay  water  and  gas  pipes,  and  to 
■construct  sewers  when  required  on  streets  to  be  repaved  with 
improved  pavement. 

In  answer  to  the  first  I  reply  as  follows :  Section  4  of  the 
Act  of  May  23, 1874,  P.  L.  231,  provides,  inter  alia  :  "  Every 
legislative  Act  of  the  Council  shall  be  by  resolution  or  ordi- 
nance ;  and  every  ordinance  or  resolution,  except  as  herein- 
after provided  shall,  before  it  takes  effect,  be  presented,  duly 
engrossed  and  certified,  to  the  Mayor  for  his  approval." 

And  further,  it  is  provided :  "  The  Mayor  shall  sign  the 
said  resolution  or  ordinance,  if  he  approve  it,  or  return  the 
same  to  the  branch  of  Councils  wherein  such  resolution  or 
ordinance  originated  *   *   *  ." 

In  the  case  of  Kepner  v.  Commonwealth,  1  Wright,  page 
124,  it  is  held,  "  That  a  resolution  which  acts  on  any  other 
persons  than  the  body  by  which  it  is  passed,  is  deemed  an  or- 
dinance, and  must  be  approved  as  such." 

I  am  of  opinion  that  such  a  resolution  as  you  refer  to  is  not 
binding  upon  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
unless  approved  by  the  Mayor. 

In  answer  to  the  second  question  I  am  of  opinion  that 
Councils  have  the  power  to  pass  such  an  ordinance.

Dear  Sir  ': — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  14th 
instant,  in  which  you  state  that  there  is  before  the  Water 
Committee  of  Councils,  of  which  you  are  chairman,  an  ordi- 
nance providing  for  the  granting  of  permission  to  the  Disston 
and  Holmesburg  Water  Companies  to  lay  water  pipe  in  the 
Twenty-third  Ward. 

You  ask  my  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  you  can  grant  the 
riiwht  under  the  Act  of  1874  to  both  companies,  or  is  the 
privilege  to  be  given  to  only  one  company. 

I  reply  as  follows :  Section  34,  of  the  Act  of  29th  April, 
1874,  P.  L.  93,  provides  : 

"  Companies  incorporated  under  the  provisions  of  this 
statute  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  public,  or  for  the  manu- 
facture and  supply  of  gas,  or  the  supply  of  light  or  heat  to 
the  public  by  any  other  means,  shall,  unless  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  this  Act,  from  the  date  of  the  letters  patent  creating 
the  same,  have  the  powers  and  be  governed,  managed  and 
controlled  as  follows : 

Clause  3  of  the  same  section  provides :  "  The  right  to  have 
and  enjoy  the  franchises  and  privileges  of  such  incorporation 
within  the  district  or  locality  covered  by  its  charter  shall  be 
an  exclusive  one  ;  and  no  other  company  shall  be  incorporated 
for  that  purpose  until  the  said  corporation  shall  have  from  its 
earnings  realized  and  divided  among  its  stockholders,  during 
five  years,  a  dividend  equal  to  eight  per  centum  per  annum 
upon  its  capital  stock,   *   *   *   ." 

The  Act  of  June  2,  1887,  P.  L.  310,  is  supplementary  to 
the  Act  approved  April  29,  1874,  entitled  "An  Act  to 
provide  for  the  incorporation  and  regulation  of  certain  cor- 
porations," amending  the  34th  Section  thereof,  and  extending 
its  provisions  to  both  companies,  providing  for  their  capital 
stock  and  regulations,  and  giving  them  the  power  of  en)inent 
domain. 
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Section  3  of  this  Act  reads : 

"  That  Clause  3  of  Section  34,  of  said  Act  of  April  29, 
A.  D.  1874,  which  reads  as  follows  :  '  The  right  to  have  and 
enjoy  the  franchises  and  privileges  of  such  incorporation 
within  the  district  or  locality  covered  by  its  charter  shall  be 
^n  exclusive  one  ;  and  no  other  company  shall  be  incorporated 
for  that  purpose  until  the  said  corporation  shall  have,  from  its 
earnings,  realized  and  divided  among  its  stockholders,  etc., 
etc.,  etc.,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows  :  "  The  right  to  have  and  enjoy  the  franchise  and 
privileges  of  such  corporation  for  the  manufacture  of  gas,  for 
light  only,  shall  be  an  exclusive  one,  within  the  district 
or  locality  covered  by  its  charter  ;  and  no  other  company 
shall  be  incorporated  for  the  manufacture  of  gas  to  supply 
light  only  to  the  public  until  the  said  corporation  shall  have 
from  its  earnings,  realized  and  divided  among  its  stockholders, 
during  five  years,  a  dividend  equal  to  eight  per  centum  per 
annum  upon  its  capital  stock,  etc.,  etc.,  etc. 

It  evidently  was  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  in  this 
Act  to  have  the  exclusive  right  apply  only  to  corporations  for 
the  manufacture  of  gas  for  ligbt  only,  and  I  am  of  opinion 
that  so  far  as  water  companies  are  concerned,  the  right  to  have 
and  enjoy  the  franchises  and  privileges  within  the  district  or 
locality  covered  by  their  charters  is  not  an  exclusive  one.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yours  of  the  19th 
instant  in  reference  to  the  application  of  the  Fairmount  Park 
Railway  Co.     You  request  my  opinion  : 

1.  "Whether  this  company,  as  now  organized,  has  any  ex- 
istence in  law  as  the  successors  of  the  North  Branch  Railway 
Co." 

2.  "  Whether  the  Board  has  the  right  to  grant  this  corpor- 
ation the  privileges  asked  for," 

3.  "  Whether  it  has  a  right  to  refuse  to  grant  them." 

4.  "What  might  be  called  'general  relief,'  meaning  any 
other  information  or  advice  that  you  can  give  them  upon  the 
subject  under  consideration." 

After  the  receipt  of  your  communication  counsel  for  the 
Fairmount  Park  Railway  Company  appeared  before  me  and 
presented  an  argument  with  a  view  of  showing  that  the  com- 
pany still  has  a  legal  existence,  and  is  entitled  to  the  permit 
requested  from  your  Board.  Counsel  for  the  Hestonville, 
Mantua  and  Fairmount  Park  Passenger  Railway  Company 
also  appeared  and  denied  the  legal  existence  of  the  Fairmount 
Park  Railway  Company,  and  claimed  that  your  Board  had  no 
right  to  grant  the  permit  requested. 

I  do  not  think  it  is  my  duty,  nor  do  I  deem  it  necessary  to 
decide  whether  the  Fairmount  Park  Railway  Company  has  or 
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has  not  a  valid  corporate  existence.  This  is  a  question  which^ 
if  disputed,  must  eventally  be  decided  by  the  Court. 

In  my  opinion  your  Board  has  nothing  whatever  to  do  with 
the  determination  and  settlement  of  such  legal  questions  ss  are 
presented  in  this  case. 

When  the  Fairmount  Park  Railway  Company  appeared  be- 
fore you  and  exhibited  its  charter,  showed  the  Acts  of  Assem- 
bly under  which  it  was  incorporated,  and  the  certificates  of 
organization  and  affidavits  relative  to  its  present  existence,  the 
company  had  presented  such  a  prima  facie  case  as  entitled  it 
to  be  treated,  so  ftir  as  your  Board  is  concerned,  as  a  corpora- 
having  a  legal  existence. 

I  therefore  advise  you,  in  answer  to  all  your  questions,  that 
if  the  Fairmount  Park  Railway  Company,  in  making  applica- 
tion at  this  time,  has  complied  with  the  ordinances  of  the  city, 
that  your  Board  has  no  right  to  withhold  a  permit  from  said 
company  based  upon  the  idea  that  the  said  company  may  not 
have  at  the  present  time  a  corporate  existence. 

If  a  competing  railway  company  denies  the  right  of  the 
Fairmount  Park  Railway  Company  to  make  the  connection, 
and  denies  the  right  of  said  Fairmount  Park  Railway  Com- 
pany to  exercise  any  franchises  at  the  present  time  under  its 
charter,  these  are  matters  which  the  Court  must  determine, 
but  are  not  for  your  consideration.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  3d  inst.,. 
in  which  you  state  that  an  ordinance  permitting  the  Philadel- 
phia and  Reading  Terminal  Company  to  build  an  elevated 
railroad  under  certain  conditions  is  now^  under  consideration 
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by  the  Committee  on  Railroads,  and  that  you  have  been  re- 
quested by  the  committee  to  obtain  my  opinion  as  to  whether 
or  not  certain  conditions  contained  in  said  ordinance  will  be 
binding  on  said  company,  and  whether  they  can  be  enforced 
if  made  a  part  of  the  ordinance. 

That  portion  of  the  ordinance  upon  which  you  ask  my 
opinion  is  inclosed  in  your  letter,  and  reads  as  follows  : 

The  said  authority  shall  be  exercised  only  subject  to  the 
conditions  hereinafter  mentioned,  of  which  conditions  that  con- 
tained in  this  section  is  declared  to  be  a  condition  precedent, 
without  the  performance  of  which  no  authority  whatever  is 
conferred  by  this  ordinance,  viz.  :  The  said  railroad  company 
shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  $700,000  in  cash,, 
to  be  thereafter  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Mayor  of  Philadel- 
phia, which  said  sum  of  money  shall  be  paid  by  the  railroad 
company  and  received  by  the  city  as  the  limit  of  said  com- 
pany's liability  for  consequential  damages  and  for  the  purpose 
of  indemnifying  the  owners  of  property  which  may  be  injured 
or  destroyed  by  the  construction  and  operation  of  said  railroad,, 
and  who,  except  for  the  provisions  of  this  section,  would  have 
no  redress  either  in  law  or  equity  for  such  injury  or  destruc- 
tion. 

"  No  claim  for  loss  or  injury  to  property  under  the  preced- 
ing section  shall  be  made  or  presented  by  any  owner  or 
owners  until  after  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  of 
the  completion  of  said  railroad,  and  all  claims  shall  be  consid- 
ered and  decided  and  paid  within  five  years  from  said  comple- 
tion, and  none  shall  be  considered  or  paid  thereafter.  A  com- 
mission of  three  citizens,  who  shall  not  be  connected  in  any 
way  with  the  city  government,  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  to  hear  and  determine  all  cases  wherein  claims  shall  be 
made  for  consequential  damages,  and  the  decisions  of  said 
commissioners  shall  be  binding  and  final  upon  all  the  parties 
interested  therein.  The  compensation  of  the  commissioners 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Mayor,  and  such  compensation,  as  well 
as  all  other  necessary  expenses  of  the  said  commission,  fihall 
be  paid  by  the  Mayor  out  of  said  fund  of  $700,000,  and  what- 
ever balance  may  remain  unexpended  in  the  treasury  at  the 
expiration  of  said  period  of  five  years  shall  be  repaid  by  the 
Mayor  to  the  said  railroad  company." 
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In  answer,  I  reply  as  follows  : 

In  two  former  opinions  to  Councils,  I  have  stated  that  the 
law  provides  that  all  railroad  companies  before  entering  upon 
the  streets  of  the  city  must  first  obtain  permission  from  Coun- 
cils; that  Councils  have  power  to  grant  or  withhold  their  as- 
sent, but  have  no  right  ro  annex  a  condition  to  their  assent. 

In  the  case  of  the  appeal  of  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  18  W.  N. 
C,  page  537,  the  Supreme  Court  held  that  the  City  Councils 
have  no  power  to  legislate  upon  condition. 

It  may  be  interesting  at  this  time,  although  I  have  referred 
to  it  in  former  opinions,  to  give  a  brief  history  of  this  import- 
ant case  : 

The  People's  Natural  Gas  Company  was  incorporated  under 
the  Act  of  May  29,  1885.  It  petitioned  the  Councils  of  the 
city  of  Pittsburg  for  permission  to  open  the  streets  and  lay 
pipes  for  the  supply  of  gas  to  consumers.  Councils  refused 
their  assent  unless  the  company  should  agree  to  submit  to  cer- 
tain conditions.  A  bill  in  equity  was  then  filed,  wherein  the 
People's  Natural  Gas  €ompany  was  complainant  and  the  city 
of  Pittsburg  defendant,  setting  forth  that  the  City  Councils  of 
the  city  of  Pittsburg  had  sought  to  exact  from  complainant  un- 
reasonable conditions  as  precedent  to  the  right  granted  to  it 
by  the  first  section  of  the  ordinance  of  December  29,  1885,  to 
enter  upon  the  streets  of  said  city  and  lay  their  pipes  therein. 
The  bill  prayed  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  city  from 
preventing  complainant  from  taking  such  action. 

The  case  was  referred  to  a  master,  who  found  in  favor  of 
the  complainant,  and  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  upon  ex- 
ceptions being  filed  to  the  master's  report,  dismissed  the  ex- 
ceptions, and  entered  a  decree  in  favor  of  the  complainant. 
The  defendant  then  took  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and 
in  the  opinion  delivered  January  3,  1887,  the  court  held  that 
^'  Councils  are  authorized  to  give  or  withhold  their  assent  with- 
out more.  They  have  no  right  to  couple  their  assent  with  any 
condition  or  restriction  not  imposed  by  the  act,  unless  the 
company  agrees  to  accept  the  same  and  be  bound  thereby  ; 
and  even  then,  the  conditions  or  restrictions  so  accepted  by 
the  company  must  harmonize  and  in  no  wise  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Act.  The  assent  of  Councils  being  given, 
the  regulations  they  are  authorized  to  adopt  are  such  only  as 
relate  to  the  manner  of  laying  pipes,  altering,  inspecting,  and 
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repairing  the  same,  and  the  character  thereof  with  respect  to 
safety  and  public  conveviences.  These  regulations  must  also 
be  reasonable  and  not  in  conflict  with  any  of  the  provisions  of 
the  act.  In  view  of  the  limited  authority  delegated  to  Coun- 
cils, it  is  a  grave  mistake  to  assume,  as  they  appear  to  have 
done  in  this  case,  that  they  have  power  to  legislate  upon  any 
or  everything  directly  or  indirectly  connected  with  the  general 
subject. 

The  assent  which  the  People's  Natural  Gas  Company  was 
obliged  to  procure  before  entering  upon  the  streets  of  the  city 
of  Pittsburg  was  such,  as  the  sixteenth  section  of  the  Act  of 
May  29,  1885  required,  which  section  is  in  the  following 
words  :  "  That  this  Act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  permit 
any  corporation  *  *  *  to  enter  into  any  city  or  borough 
without  the  assent  of  Councils." 

The  assent  which  the  railroad  corporation  in  the  case  now 
under  consideration  is  obliged  to  procure  is  under  the  Act  of 
April  4,  1868,  P.  L.  65,  Section  12,  Avhich  reads :  "  This 
Act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  *  "•'■  *  to  authorize  any 
corporation  formed  under  this  Act  to  enter  upon  and  occupy 
any  street,  lane,  or  alley  in  any  corporated  city  in  this  Com- 
monwealth without  the  consent  of  such  city  having  been  first 
obtained." 

The  words  used  in  the  Act  first  above  cited  are  "  without 
the  assent  of  Councils,"  and  in  the  latter  Act  "without  the 
consent  of  such  city  having  been  first  obtained." 

I  am  unable  to  see  any  legal  distinction  between  the  two 
Acts,  and  therefore  the  law  laid  down  in  the  case  of  the  city 
of  Pittsburg's  appeal  obtains  and  is  applicable  in  the  present 
instance. 

The  question  now  to  be  answered  is,  can  the  Councils  of 
this  city  annex  to  their  assent  such  a  condition  as  that  sub- 
mitted in  the  proposed  ordinance,  which  provides  that  "  the 
said  authority  shall  be  exercised  only  subject  to  the  condition 
hereinafter  mentioned  *  *  *";  that  the  sum  of  $700,000 
in  cash  shall  be  paid  by  the  railroad  company  into  the  City 
Treasury  for  the  purpose  of  paying  claims  for  damages  to 
parties  who  have  no  redress  in  law  nor  equity,  and  providing 
a  scheme  of  distribution  of  this  money  by  a  commission  of 
three  citizens,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  etc.  ? 
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These  conditions  are  not  such  as  may,  under  the  first  sec- 
tion of  the  Act  of  May  31,  1887,  relative  to  elevated  railroads, 
be  legally  annexed.  This  Act  provides  that  conditions  "  reg- 
ulating or  restricting  the  carriage  of  freight,  or  as  to  route, 
manner  of  construction,  motive  power  to  be  used,  and  charges 
for  the  conveyance  of  passengers  shall  be  valid  and  binding 
upon  such  railroad  company  so  accepting  the  same." 

The  conditions  in  the  proposed  ordinance  are  not  of  this 
character,  nor  are  they  in  the  nature  of  police  regulations. 
They  are.  in  my  opinion,  such  as  are  prohibited  by  the  deci- 
sion in  the  case  of  the  city  of  Pittsburg's  appeal  above  quoted. 

I  therefore  am  of  opinion  that  Councils  have  no  power  to 
annex  conditions  to  their  assent.  They  can  give  or  withhold 
permission,  and  can  make  such  regulations  as  the  law  author- 
izes, but  in  the  language  of  the  court,  "  they  have  no  right  to 
couple  their  assent  with  any  condition  or  restriction  not  im- 
posed by  the  Act,  unless  the  company  agrees  to  accept  the 
same,  and  be  bound  thereby."

Dear  Sir  : — On  the  3d  instant  you  placed  in  my  hands  a 
communication  from  the  Citizens  Municipal  Association  calling 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  alterations  on  the  building  No. 
1223  Chestnut  street  were  being  made  contrary  to  law. 
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I  have  examined  the  correspondence  submitted  to  me  in 
reference  to  the  matter,  and  have  had  interviews  with  the 
Buikling  Inspectors,  Messrs.  Zimmerman  and  Hancock,  in 
regard  to  it. 

Upon  the  facts  submitted  to  me,  I  am  of  the  opinionth  at 
the  contractors  and  owners  of  1223  Chestnut  street  are  making 
a  substantial  alteration  of  the  front  of  1223  Chestnut  street, 
and  are  doing  so  in  violation  of  the  ordinance  of  jNIarch  81, 
1884,  which  provides  that  when  the  front  of  any  building  is 
altered  that  the  building  next  recedes  to  the  building  line 
established  by  the  plan  confirmed  March  2,  1885. 

I  therefore  advise  you  to  instruct  the  Board  of  Building 
Inspectors  to  notify  the  owners  and  contractors  engaged  on 
the  work  at  1223  Chestnut  street  that  they  are  acting  in 
violation  of  law,  and  that  they  must  cause  their  building  to 
recede  to  the  established  line.  Should  they  refuse  to  do  so,  I 
can  then  apply  to  a  Court  of  Equity  for  an  injunction  to 
restrain  them  from  proceeding  further,  and  to  compel  them  to 
conform  to  the  building  line. 

A  draft  of  a  bill  in  equity  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  printer, 
which  will  be  submitted  immediately  to  the  Court  should  the 
owners  refuse  to  recede.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  yours  of  the  27th  ult.,  stating 
that  you  have  been  requested  to  direct  the  removal  of  six 
properties  on  the  southwest  side  of  Lancaster  avenue  west  of 
Thirty-seventh  street,  to  the  owners  of  which  damages  were 
assessed  by  a  road  jury  in  1885,  and  asking  me  to  instruct 
you  as  to  your  rights  and  powers  in  the  matter,  I  beg  to  reply 
as  follows : 
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The  o\Yners  to  whom  the  damages  were  paid  should  have 
given  up  to  the  public  use  at  once  that  for  which  they  liad 
received  compensation.  Ever  since  they  received  their  damages 
they  have  been  guilty  of  a  nuisance  in  trespassing  upon  a  high- 
way of  the  State.  The  law  will  compel  them  to  abate  this 
nuisance.  I  would  advise  you  to  give  to  the  owners  a  notice 
that  the  nuisance  must  cease  within  thirty  days.  If  at  the 
expiration  of  that  time  no  action  has  been  taken  by  them,  I 
would  suggest  that  an  affidavit  be  prepared,  a  warrant  issued, 
and  a  conviction  be  obtained  in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions, 
and  part  of  the  sentence  of  the  Court  would  be  that  the 
obstruction  be  removed  by  the  Sheriff  at  the  cost  of  the 
property  owners.

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  communication  of  May  29,  1888, 
you  submitted  the  following  questions  for  my  opinion  : 

1.  "If  a  passenger  railway  track  is  laid  upon  a  street,  but 
not  at  the  established  grade,  and  if  this  street  is  subsequently 
brought  to  the  established  grade,  is  the  P.  R.  W.  Company 
liable  for  the  expense  of  grading  and  paving  the  street,  outside 
of  its  tracks,  to  the  established  grade?" 

2.  "If  a  passenger  railway  track  is  laid  upon  a  street  in 
accordance  with  the  established  grade  and  this  grade  is  subse- 
quently changed,  is  the  P.  R.  W.  Company  liable  for  the 
expei;se  of  regrading  and  paving  the  street,  outside  of  its 
tracks,  to  the  new  grade?" 

I  reply  as  follows :  The  ordinance  of  July  7,  1857, 
provides : 

"All  railroad  companies  as  aforesaid  (P.  R.  W.  Companies) 
shall  be  at  the  entire  expense  of  maintaining,  paving,  repair- 
ing, and  repaving  that  may  be  necessary  upon  any  road, 
street,  avenue,  or  alley  occupied  by  them." 

Under  this  ordinance  it  was  required  that  the  first  pavement 
should  be  laid  at  the  expense  of  the  railway  company,  but  the 
ordinance  of  April  1,  1859,  section  6,  repeals  so  much  of 
above  ordinance  as  required  the  company  to  pave  any  street 
that  had  not  theretofore  been  paved. 

Section  4  of  last  mentioned  ordinance  provides  : 

"Any  passenger  railway  company  now  incorporated,  or  that 
may  be  hereafter  incorporated,  shall,  after  notice  has  been  given 
to  said  company  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways, 
repave  or  repair  from  curb  stone  to  curb  stone  any  street  over 
and  along  which  the  tracks  or  rails  of  said  company  may  pass ; 
the  said  paving  and  repairing  shall  be  done  according  to  the 
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grade  now  established  or  that  may  be  hereafter  established  by 
law,  and  shall  replace  the  grade  of  said  street  so  far  as  the 
same  may  be  altered  by  said  company,  etc." 

It  appears  from  the  above  ordinances  that  the  said  railway 
companies  must  keep  in  repair  and  repave  from  curb  to  curb, 
and  maintain  in  good  condition  the  streets  over  which  their 
rails  are  placed.  They  are  subject  to  the  changes  in  grade, 
and  are  required  in  such  cases  to  regrade  and  repave. 

If  the  street  in  question  has  not  been  paved,  and  the  city 
is  now  grading  and  paving  for  the  first  time,  the  company  is 
not  responsible  to  pay  for  the  said  grading  and  paving,  but  if 
there  was  a  paved  street,  even  at  a  wrong  grade,  and  a  change 
has  been  made  by  Councils,  I  think  the  company  will  be 
liable  for  the  expense  of  grading  to  the  proper  grade  and  then 
repaving.

You  tell  me  that  this  alley  has  been  repeatedly  reported  to 
the  Board  of  Health  as  a  public  nuisance,  and  many  of  the 
owners  of  property  bounding  on  said  alley  are  desirous  of 
repaving  the  alley  and  introducing  water  at  their  expense, 
providing  authority  for  the  latter  purpose  is  granted  by 
Councils. 
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I  am  of  opinion  that  Councils  have  the  power  to  pass  such 
an  ordinance.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  the  14th  ult.,  asking 
me  to  advise  you  "whether  there  are  any  legal  obstacles  to 
the  adoption  of  a  plan  for  refunding  the  city  debt  in  such 
manner  as  to  reduce  the  gross  debt  of  the  city  on  Januarv  1, 
1889,  from  $56,291,575  to  .^44,508,923." 

In  your  letter  you  state  that  "the  City  of  Philadelphia  will 
have  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  1889  a  funded  debt  of 
156,291,575.  The  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  as  trustees 
for  the  bondholders,  will  hold  city  bonds  with  a  face  value  of 
about  $22,805,000,  and  the  public  will  hold  $33,486,575  in 
city  bonds." 

You  further  state  that  "  because  of  the  failure  of  the  present 
sinking  fund  system  to  accomplish  the  purpose  of  its  creation, 
and  because  of  the  city's  pressing  need  of  money  for  perma- 
nent improvements,  it  is  proposed  to  refund  the  city  bonds 
held  by  the  public,  and  in  the  event  of  the  success  of  that  plan, 
to  cancel  the  bonds  held  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission. 
In  determining  the  character  of  the  bonds  which  should  be 
issued  in  place  of  the  outstanding  city  6's,  we  find  that  the 
city  6's  '  afloat'  Avhich  mature  between  July  1,  1891  and  1905, 
and  which  amount  to  $32,288,300,  command  premiums  aggre- 
gating $8,093,743." 

You  further  state  that  "  it  is  proposed  to  capitalize  these 
premiums  and  to  issue  in  exchange  for  the  city  6's,  3  per  cent, 
serial  bonds  for  $40,000,000.  The  effect  of  this  financiering 
would  be  to  reduce  the  city's  fixed  charges  for  1889  more  than 
$1,000,000,  and  to  reduce  the  gross  debt  of  the  city  on  Jan- 
uary 1,  1889,  from  $56,291,575  to  $44,508,923." 
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In  answer  I  have  but  to  say  that  if  the  bondholders  are 
willing  to  enter  into  such  an  agreement  with  the  city  as  you 
suggest,  I  see  no  legal  obstacle  in  the  way.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  the  22d  instant, 
informing  me  that  a  number  of  suits  had  been  instituted  before 
Magistrates  in  this  county  to  recover  penalties  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  approved  May  21,  1885,  entitled  "An  Act 
for  the  protection  of  the  public  health,  and  to  prevent  adulter- 
ation of  dairy  products  and  fraud  in  the  sale  thereof,"  and 
that  they  wore  discontinued  before  tne  entry  of  judgments. 
You  further  state  that  those  cases  were  settled  by  the  Attorney 
of  the  Dairymens'  Protective  Association,  William  S.  Dar- 
lington, Esq.,  by  the  payment  to  him  of  the  penalties,  but  the 
proportion  due  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  has  not  been  paid 
to  the  City  Treasurer,  and  you  desire  me  to  inform  you  what 
action  should  be  taken  for  the  recovery  of  the  amounts  due  to 
the  city. 

In  answer,  I  reply  as  follows :  The  Act  of  May  21,  1885, 
provides : 

"  Every  person,  company,  firm,  or  corporate  body  who  shall 
manufacture,  sell,  or  offer,  or  expose  for  sale,  or  have  in  his, 
her,  or  their  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  any  substance,  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  which  is  prohibited  by  the  first  section 
of  this  Act,  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  which  shall  be  recoverable  with 
costs  by  any  person  suing  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth, 
as  debts  of  like  amount  are  by  law  recoverable ;  one-half  of 
which  sum,  when  so   recovered,  shall  be  paid   to   the  proper 
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County  Treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  county  in  which  suit  is 
brought,  and  the  other  half  to  the  person  or  persons  at  whose 
instance  such  a  suit  shall  or  may  be  commenced  and  prosecuted 
to  recovery." 

If  the  suits  were  brought  as  provided  for  by  this  Act,  the 
penalties  collected,  and  the  proportion  due  to  the  city  not 
paid,  notice  should  be  at  once  sent  to  the  attorney,  Mr.  Dar- 
lington, instructing  him  forthwith  to  pay  the  amounts  due  into 
the  hands  of  the  City  Treasurer. 

If  you  desire,  I  will  at  once  give  him  notice,  and  if  payment 
be  not  made,  I  will  institute  legal  proceedings.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  29th 
ult.,  in  which  you  state  that  on  the  17th  of  September  His 
Honor  the  Mayor  approved  an  ordinance  fixing  the  charges 
for  vaults  under  the  side-walk  running  to  the  curb  at  $25  per 
foot  front;  that  on  the  13th  instant  Mr.  B.  Frank  Clapp, 
Attorney  and  Councellor  at  Law,  made  application  to  the 
Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  for  permission  to  dig  a  vault 
under  Jayne  street  west  of  Eighth  street ;  that  the  matter  was 
referred  to  a  committee  of  the  Board,  who  reported  favorably 
upon  the  request,  and  that  subseojuently  at  a  meeting  of  the 
board,  the  report  was  adopted  and  the  Bureau  of  Highways 
was  authorized  to  issue  the  necessary  permit. 

You  desire  an  opinion  from  me  as  to  whether  or  not  said 
ordinance  is  applicable  to  this  case,  or  whether  the  permit 
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should  be  issued  at  the  former  charge  of  $1.00  per  foot,  on 
the  ground  that  the  application  was  made  prior  to  the  passage 
of  the  last  ordinance. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  application  has  nothing  to  do  with 
the  matter  of  the  charge,  but  the  board  having  granted  a 
permit  after  the  approval  of  the  ordinance,  the  latter  and  not 
the  former  charge  should  obtain.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  communication  of  the  27th  ult.,  in  ref- 
erence to  the  laying  of  water-pipe  on  streets  not  dedicated  or 
regularly  opened,  the  owners  of  the  whole  frontage  of  said 
streets  paying  in  advance  for  the  laying  of  such  pipe,  was  re- 
ceived. 

In  answer,  I  would  say,  that  you  have  the  right  to  lay  the 
water-pipe  under  the  circumstances. 

The  Ordinance  of  February  15,  1862,  makes  it  unlawful  for 
the  Chief  Engineer  to  lay  any  water-pipe,  unless  he  has  a  cer- 
tificate or  some  evidence  as  to  the  dedication  of  the  street. 

The  Ordinance  of  July  7,  1883,  authorizes  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer to  lay  the  pipe  on  any  streets  where  the  owners  are  will- 
ing to  pay  the  entire  frontage. 

The  first  ordinance  was  passed,  because  a  water-pipe  laid 
upon  a  street  not  dedicated  or  properly  opened,  could  not  be 
collected  by  assessing  the  pi'operty  owners  ;  or,  in  other  words, 
the  street  not  being  a  highway,  Avould  be  a  good  defence  to 
the  suit  upon  the  lien,  and  also  in  such  a  case,  the  city  would 
be  a  trespasser. 
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The  Ordinance  of  1883  was  passed  to  cover  just  such  cases. 
For  instance,  where  the  lien  was  not  good,  or  you  would  be  a 
trespasser,  if  the  property  owners  agreed  to  pay,  that  would 
obviate  the  question  of  liening  the  property,  and  would  also 
save  you  from  being  a  trespasser,  as  you  did  it  with  their 
consent. 

I  think  under  the  Ordinance  of  July  7,  1883,  there  can  be 
no  question  of  your  right  to  lay  the  water-pipe,  the  owners  of 
the  whole  frontage  Agreeing  to  pay.  I  would  suggest,  how- 
ever, that  you  insist  upon  a  dedication. 

Probably  the  owners  would  dedicate  if  you  refused  them  the 
water-pipe.  Failing  in  getting  a  dedication,  have  the  appli- 
cation for  the  water-pipe  in  writing,  so  that  it  may  be  evidence 
hereaftei'  of  an  intention  to  dedicate.

In  answer,  I  am  of  opinion  that  such  matters  are  within 
the  control  and  regulation  of  Councils.

Dear  Sir: — Your  communication  of  the  11th  inst.  asking 
"  what  policy  should  be  pursued  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  in 
cases  where  the  Sheriff'  has  made  sale  of  real  estate  for  a  price 
or  sum  sufficient  to  discharge  taxes,  but  which  sale  is  not  con- 
firmed by  actual  payment  of  the  entire  funds  to  the  Sheriff." 
and  stating  that  delay  in  collection  of  taxes  occurs  from  fail- 
ure  of  the  parties  in  interest  to  consummate  such  sales  by  pay- 
ment of  the  entire  fund  to  the  Sheriff  has  been  received. 

You  further  state  that  there  have  been  cases  of  this  kind  in 
which  only  a  small  portion  of  the  purchase  money  is  paid 
to  the  Sheriff,  and  no  settlement  made  for  months,  during 
which  period  your  deputies  are  withheld  from  collecting  the 
taxes  from  the  premises  because  of  the  Sheriff's  sale. 

In  reply  I  would  say  that  this  is  not  entirely  a  question  of 
law.  It  is  a  matter  which  must  be  settled  by  a  sound  discre- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  in  the  absence  of 
any  definite  or  fixed  rule  of  law  upon  the  subject. 

A  Sheriff's  sale  of  real  estate  cannot  be  considered  com- 
pleted until  the  entire  amount  of  purchase  money  is  paid,  and 
a  Sheriff  deed  executed. 

I  know  of  no  law  by  which  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  can 
compel  the  purchaser  at  the  sale  to  pay  the  purchase  money, 
or  speed  the  settlement. 

I  would  suggest  that  when  a  property  has  been  sold  for  a 
price  sufficient  to  discharge  the  taxes,  the  Deputy  Collectors 
of  taxes  should  be  instructed  to  withhold  all  proceedings  in 
the  case  for  a  short  time  to  allow  settlement  to  be  made  by 
parties  in  interest.  At  the  end  of  a  reasonable  time,  say  six 
months,  if  no  settlement  has  been  made,  nor  deed  taken,  the 
deputies  might  proceed  to  serve  notices  upon  the  premises, 
and  if  no  resistance  is  made  by  the  parties  in  possession,  to 
collect  the  taxes  in  the  usual  Avay. 
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As  the  parties  may  decide  to  consummate  the  sale  at  any 
time,  which  they  have  the  right  to  do,  it  would  be  well  to  in- 
struct the  deputies  not  to  press  a  levy  or  actual  sale  for  taxes 
in  cases  of  this  kind.  Their  action  in  serving  notices  is  likely 
to  have  the  effect  of  causing  a  prompt  settlement  with  the 
SheriflF.

Dear  Sir  : — In  order  to  answer  directly  your  note  of  the 
13th  instant,  regarding  encroachments  upon  the  Spring  Garden 
Reservoir  property,  I  need  to  know  whether  such  trespasses 
involves  in  any  case  the  passing  through  or  over  any  fence.  It 
no  fence  has  stood  upon  the  boundary  of  the  city's  property 
at  the  points  in  question,  and  no  present  damage  is  done  by 
the  trespass,  the  city's  only  course  is  to  erect  fences  to  protect 
its  property.  Should  any  damage  be  caused  it  by  the  trespass — 
even  the  trampling  down  of  grass — the  offenders  may  be  ar- 
rested, if  the  trespass  is  maliciously  continued  after  notice. 

As  I  apprehend  from  your  note,  that  the  case  is  not  one 
justifying  an  arrest,  I  will  await  an  answer  from  you  before 
drafting  a  form  of  notice. 

I  have  assumed  in  writing  the  above,  that  the  gates,  doors, 
and  windows  referred  to  are  not  in  any  party  wall  or  fence.

Gentlemen  : — 1  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  yesterday, 
in  which  you  submit  for  my  decision  the  following  portion  of 
the  specifications  in  the  contract  made  by  the  Department  of 
Charities  and  Correction  with  Messrs.  Kinney,  Baker  &  Gar- 
ratt,  for  the  erection  of  fire  escapes  on  the  out-wards  of  Block- 
ley.  "  Bidders  will  state  the  price  per  lineal  foot  for  the  work 
complete  in  every  particular,  stairways  included." 

In  your  letter,  you  state  that  there  has  been  some  mis- 
understanding as  to  the  meaning  of  this  sentence.  It  being 
contended  by  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  matter  at  Blockley, 
that  the  balconies  only  were  to  be  measured,  and  not  the 
stairways. 

The  proper  interpretation  in  my  opinion  is,  that  the  lineal 
measurement  should  be  made  of  the  balconies  and  the  stair- 
cases, or  in  other  words,  of  the  entire  work  complete  in  every 
particular.  The  price  asked  for  in  the  specifications  is  to  be 
based  upon  a  lineal  foot  measurement  of  the  entire  work  com- 
plete in  every  particular,  including  the  stairways. 

I  do  not  see  how  any  one  under  the  language  of  that  speci- 
fication would  put  in  a  bid  for  the  balconies  alone,  when  he 
is  asked  to  include  in  the  lineal  measurement  the  stairways, 
and  not  to  exclude  them,  but  to  fix  the  price  by  the  lineal  foot 
measurement  of  the  work  complete  in  every  particular.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  jours  of  the 
31st  ult.,  wherein  you  state  you  are  directed  by  the  Sub- 
Electrical  Committee  to  submit  the  enclosed  bill  authorizing 
the  Keystone  Light  and  Power  Company  to  lay  their  conduits, 
etc.,  with  the  request  that  I  will  examine  the  bill  "  and  advise 
the  Committee  whether  or  not  it  in  any  way  conflicts  with 
their  chartered  privileges ;  also,  whether  the  city  can  enforce 
the  provisions  of  said  bill,  and'f  not,  to  so  perfect  this  bill 
or  prepare  another  which  will  protect  the  city's  interests  with- 
out conflicting  with  the  rights  of  the  company." 

In  reply  I  would  say  that  the  bill  submitted  to  me  is  the 
same  bill  which  was  prepared  and  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Highway  Supervisors,  and  submitted  to  Councils  April  21, 
1887,  and  it  is  the  same  bill  which  was  the  subject  of  argument 
before  the  Court  of  Common  Please  No.  1  a  few  weeks  ago  in 
a  suit  in  equity,  brought  by  the  Keystone  Light  and  Power 
Company  against  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  restrain  the  city 
from  preventing,  disturbing  or  in  any  way  interfering  with 
said  company  in  entering  upon  the  streets  and  highways  of 
the  city,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down  conduits,  pipes,  etc., 
for  electric  lighting. 

After  argument,  the  President  Judge  of  said  court,  in  an 
oral  opinion,  decided  that  the  court  would  not  grant  the  injunc- 
tion prayed  for,  and  suggested  that  the  said  Keystone  Light 
and  Power  Company  again  present  their  application  to  Coun- 
cils, and  Avhen  the  result  of  that  application  was  made  known 
to  the  court,  the  court  would  then  be  in  a  position  to  pass  upon 
the  merits  of  the  case.  The  suggestion  of  the  court  to  the 
company  to  renew  the  application  was  based  upon  the  thought 
that  since  the  Fall  of  1887,  the  company  had  not  urged  the 
matter  before  the  Sub- Committee  of  Councils  in  charge  of 
the  subject,  and  it  was  only  fair  to  Councils  and  all  parties  in 
interest  that  the  matter  should  again  be  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  Councils  for  their  action  before  the  court  was  asked  to 
pass  upon  the  subject. 
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Without  liere  giving  my  opinion  upon  the  validity  of  the  or- 
dinance, which  under  the  circumstances  of  the  case  would  per- 
haps be  improper,  I  am  authorized  to  say  by  counsel  for  the 
Keystone  Light  and  Power  Company,  that  the  ordinance  is 
satisfactory  to  the  company,  and  is  satisfactory  to  the  Board 
of  Highway  Supervisors,  by  whom  it  was  prepared. 

I  do  not  wish  to  assume  the  position  of  a  legislator  and  draft 
a  bill  for  your  action,  but  in  reference  to  the  legality  of  the 
present  bill,  I  will  say  that  the  act  of  April  29,  1874,  section 
34,  under  which  the  company  is  incorporated,  provides  that 
the  company  will  have  ''  the  right  to  enter  upon  any  public 
street,  lane,  alley,  or  highway,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down 
pipes,  altering,  inspecting,  and  repairing  the  same,  doing  as 
little  damage  to  said  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  and  highways,  and 
impairing  the  free  use  thereof  as  little  as  possible,  and  subject 
to  such  regulations  as  the  councils  of  said  borough,  town,  city, 
or  district  may  adopt  in  regard  to  grades,  or  for  the  protection 
and  convenience  of  public  travel  over  the  same." 

I  do  not  think  you  have  a  right  by  your  inaction  to  defeat 
the  rights  of  the  Keystone  Light  and  Power  Company  to  lay 
their  conduits,  pipes,  etc.,  on  the  streets,  nor  do  I  think  the 
company  has,  without  your  consent,  a  right  to  use  the  streets 
for  the  purposes  of  their  charter. 

Your  right  is  a  right  to  regulate  the  company,  and  protect 
the  travelling  public  on  the  streets.  The  company  is  bound 
by  the  act  creating  it  to  do  as  little  damage  to  the  streets  as 
possible,  and  to  impair  the  free  use  thereof  as  little  as  possible. 

If  the  bill  in  question,  in  your  best  judgment  will  enable 
the  company  to  exceed  its  corporate  rights  in  this  respect  and 
to  unduly  interfere  with  public  convenience  and  travel,  you 
have  a  right  to  so  modify  it  as  to  protect  the  public.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  before  me  your  note  of  the  19th  ult., 
regarding  encroachments  upon  property  of  the  city  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  Spring  Garden  Reservoir. 

Encroachment  No.  1  in  the  order  used  by  you  should  be 
treated  by  serving  upon  the  person  who  caused  the  shed  to  be 
erected,  the  following  notice  marked  "No.  1." 

No.  1. 

"  Please  notice  that  unless  you  cause  to  be  removed  from 
the  city's  property  at  the  portion 

of  a  frame  shed  standing  thereon  within  ten  days  from  the  ser- 
vice upon  you  of  this  notice,  I  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  done, 
and  request  the  City  Solicitor  to  proceed  against  you  for  the 
amount  of  the  expense  which  such  work  may  involve." 

Encroachment  No.  2  can  be  treated  only  by  fencing  up  the 
door  and  window. 

Encroachment  No.  3,  if  the  fire  company  referred  to  belongs 
to  the  Fire  Department  of  the  city,  a  communication  from 
you  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  would 
probably  set  the  matter  right. 

If  by  a  fire  company  you  mean  some  private  establishment, 
the  following  notice  marked  "  No. 3"  should  be  used. 

No.  3. 

"  Please  notice  that  the  manure  pit  and  gateway  appurte- 
nant to  your  premises  at  are  upon 
property  of  the  city.  Unless  they  are  removed  within  ten 
days  of  this  date,  I  shall  have  the  work  done  at  the  city's  ex- 
pense, and  cause  proceedings  to  be  had  against  your  company 
for  repayment  of  such  expense." 
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When  the  notice  has  been  complied  with,  a  fence  may  be 
built  upon  the  property  line.  Your  statement  shows  no  ground 
of  suit  in  any  of  the  cases.  The  points  in  the  notices  re- 
quired to  be  filled  in,  will  readily  suggest  themselves  to  you.

Dear  Sir  : — In  the  matter  of  the  distribution  among  the- 
creditors  of  William  H.  Bruner  of  the  balance  of  the  monej 
due  him  by  the  city  for  the  erection  of  a  school  house  about 
which  you  consulted  me  this  morning,  I  reply  that  I  have  not 
had,  by  reason  of  Court  and  other  engagements  since  you  saw 
me,  sufficient  time  to  carefully  investigate  the  matter,  but  I 
advise  you  for  the  present  that  you  should  not  this  afternoon 
distribute  the  money  pro  rata  among  his  creditors,  as  suggested^ 

I  understand  the  general  principle  of  law  governing  cases 
like  this  to  be,  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  deals  only  with 
the  contractor,  and  not  with  sub-contractors  and  material  men. 
The  distribution  among  creditors  and  the  settlement  of  their 
accounts  is  liable  to  lead  to  mistak'^s,  and  however  convenient 
and  just  such  a  distribution  might  be,  it  seems  to  me  it  is  not 
the  policy  of  the  city  to  make  such. 

In  the  case  of  Jones  and  Benner  against  the  city,  and  of 
Conklin  against  the  city.  Judge  Thayer  decided  that  attaching 
creditors  had  no  standing,  and  the  court  would  not  direct  the 
city  officers  to  pay  money  to  any  one  except  to  the  contractor. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  find  the  station-house  case,  to  which 
you  refer,  reported.  Until  I  have  time  to  further  examine 
the  specifications  and  the  contract  with  Bruner  in   detail,  I 
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advise  you  not  to  make  the  proposed  distribution,  but  to  pay 
only  the  contractor.

Deah  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  letter  of  October  22d,  I 
advise  you  as  follows  : 

The  Act  of  April  1,  1834  (Purdon's  Digest,  '83,  page 
618),  provides : 

"  If  any  inhabitant  of  this  Commonwealth  shall  make  com- 
plaint, under  oath,  to  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  within  the 
county  in  which  he  resides,  that  any  dog  owned  by  a  citizen 
of  said  county  is  mad,  or  has  been  bitten  by  or  been  fighting 
with  a  dog  that  is  mad,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Justice 
to  give  notice  to  the  owner  to  appear  forthwith  for  the  hearing 
of  the  said  complaint,  upon  which  hearing,  if  the  Justice  shall 
be  satisfied  that  the  said  dog  is  mad,  or  that  he  has  been  bitten 
or  been  fighting  with  a  mad  dog,  he  shall  be  authorized  to 
make  an  order  that  the  said  dog  be  killed ;  and  if  the  owner 
of  said  dog  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  put  him  to  death  imme- 
diately, or  employ  some  one  to  kill  him,  he  shall  pay  all  legal 
costs  accruing  in  consequence  of  his  refusal  or  neglect ;  and  in 
such  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Justice  to  issue  an  order 
to  any  Constable  of  the  county  who  may  be  the  most  con- 
venient, directing  him  forthwith  to  put  the  said  dog  to  death, 
and  who  shall  execute  the  same  under  the  penalty  of  five 
dollars ;  and  if  no  Constable  can  be  had  conveniently  to 
execute  the  said  order,  then  he  may  direct  the  order  to  any 
other  inhabitant  of  the  county  whom  he  may  designate,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be,  under  like  penalty  of  five  dollars,  to  execute 
the  said  order." 
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And  further,  I  know  of  no  law  that  applies  to  the  case 
which  you  present.  The  Act  of  April  6,  1854,  provides  that 
all  dogs  registered  in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  under  its 
provisions,  shall  be  personal  property. 

Previous  to  the  passage  of  the  statute  it  was  decided  that 
a  dog  was  not  the  subject  of  personal  property

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  20th  ult., 
stating  that  the  President  of  the  Race  and  Vine  Streets 
P.  R.  W.  Co.  has  been  notified  to  repair  Lancaster  avenue, 
in  the  Twenty-fourth  Ward,  and  that  he  refuses  to  repair  any 
portion  of  the  street  outside  of  the  line  of  their  tracks. 

I  beg  to  say  that  the  Hestonville,  Mantua  and  Fairmount 
Passenger  Railway  Company  was  incorporated  by  the  Act  of 
April  6,  1859.  By  section  9  of  that  Act  it  was  provided 
"  that  said  Company  shall  keep  the  streets  it  occupies  in  per- 
petual good  repair," 

There  is  no  doubt  whatever  that  the  duty  which  is  imposed 
upon  the  Company  extends  over  the  whole  street  from  curb  to 
curb.     (13  W.  N.  C.  487.) 

I  would  suggest  that  you  notify  the  President  of  the  above 
Company  that  on  a  certain  day,  say  three  days  from  date  of 
your  notice,  you  will  begin  the  repair  of  the  street.  If  no 
notice  be  paid  to  this,  proceed  with  the  work. 

If  it  be  found  necessai'y  to  do  the  work  expeditiously,  that 
the  entire  roadway  of  the  street  should  be  occupied  by  the 
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materials  used  in  the  work,  you  have  a  perfect  right  to  so 
occupy  the  street.     (2  W.  N.  C.  643.)

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
14th  instant,  in  which  you  state  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Sub- 
Committee  of  the  Committee  on  Commerce  and  Navigation, 
held  on  the  12th  instant,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted,  viz.  ; 

'''Resolved  hy  the  Suh- Committee  of  the  Committee  on 
Conwierce  and  Navigation  of  the  Seleet  and  Common  Coun- 
cils of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be 
requested  to  give  his  opinion  upon  the  question  of  whether  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  has  the  right  to  condemn,  under  the  right 
of  eminent  domain,  the  Islands  of  Smith  and  Windmill,  situate 
in  the  Delaware  River,  and  if  so,  what  is  the  necessary  form 
of  procedure." 

I  reply  as  follows :  The  Act  of  September  25,  1786,  pro- 
vides, inter  alia,  "  that  the  bed  of  the  same  river  (Delaware), 
and  the  islands  and  dry  lands  within  the  same,  so  as  aforesaid 
assigned  to  this  State,  lying  and  being  northerly  of  a  line  from 
the  extremity  of  the  boundary  line  of  the  counties  of  Philadel- 
phia and  Chester,  at  the  bank  of  the  River  Delaware,  to  be 
extended  across  the  same  river,  by  a  southeast  course  to  the 
shore  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  are  annexed  to,  and  shall 
be  deemed  to  be,  and  shall  henceforth  be,  parts  of  the  County 
of  Philadelphia,  and  of  the  several  adjoining  townships  and 
precincts  of  the  same  county,  lying  along  the  said  river." 

By  the  first  section  of  the  Act  of  Consolidation,  Windmill 
Island  is  made  a  portion  of  the  Fifth  Ward  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia.     The  Acts  of  February  2,  1854,  11th  of  April, 
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1866,  and  the  9th  of  April,  1867,  confer  upon  the  city  and 
several  of  its  departments  the  power  of  taking  property  under 
the  right  of  eminent  domain  for  the  purposes  of  streets,  high- 
ways, water  works,  schools,  and  public  parks. 

If  the  city  desires  to  exercise  the  right  of  eminent  domain 
in  regard  to  Windmill  and  Smith's  Islands,  her  power  is  con- 
fined by  these  Acts,  and  she  can  take  them  only  for  the 
purposes  named  in  the  Acts  above  referred  to.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yours  of  the 
2d  instant,  wherein  you  state  that  "  at  the  request  of  the 
Bureau  of  Gas,  Magistrate  Clement  issued  summons  against 
certain  parties  for  obstructing  certain  lamps.  Between  the 
time  of  issue  and  the  hearing  of  the  case  the  defendants  com- 
plied with  the  instructions  of  the  law  by  having  the  obstruc- 
tions removed,  and  they  were  thereupon  discharged  by  the 
Magistrate,  and  the  bill  of  costs  sent  to  this  department." 

You  ask  my  opinion  whether  under  these  facts  the  city  is 
liable  for  these  charges. 

I  reply  no.  The  costs  were  owing  by  the  defendants  if  the 
obstructions  were  not  removed  before  the  summons  issued. 
The  costs  should  have  been  collected  by  the  Magistrate  from 
the  defendants.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  the  8th  instant,  in 
which  you  state  that  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water  has 
submitted  a  letter  in  relation  to  the  frontage  charges  for  pipe 
at  Forty-fourth  and  Locust  streets.  The  letter  states  that  on 
or  about  July  13,  a  Mr.  D.  S.  Lindsay,  of  No.  3912  Chestnut 
street,  applied  for  water-pipe  to  be  laid  in  Forty-fourth  street 
in  front  of  some  houses ;  that  an  ordinance  authorized  the 
pipe  to  be  laid,  but  at  the  time  the  street  was  not  dedicated, 
owing  to  the  refusal  of  the  owner  of  the  east  side  to  dedicate ; 
that  in  order  to  obtain  water  Mr.  Lindsay  was  obliged  to  pay 
the  frontage  charge  for  both  sides  of  the  street  when  the  pipe 
was  laid ;  that  the  charges  being  against  property  and  not  in- 
dividuals, both  sides  were  marked  paid  on  the  record  book  ; 
that  a  search  taken  out  against  the  property  on  the  east  side  of 
Forty-fourth  street  190  feet  south  of  Locust,  showed  that  there 
was  no  claim  against  the  property  ;  Mr.  Lindsay  who  paid  the 
frontages,  has  protested  against  the  Bureau  of  Water  permit- 
ting the  person  now  owning  the  east  side  making  a  connection 
with  the  pipe  for  which  he,  Mr.  Lindsay,  paid  ;  and  the  pres- 
ent owner  of  the  east  side,  Mr.  Thomas  Marshall,  claims  that 
he  is  entitled  to  the  connection  because  a  search  taken  out 
showed  that  there  was  no  claim  against  the  east  side. 

You  desire  my  opinion  in  relation  to  the  question  submitted. 
In  reply  I  have  but  to  say  that  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Water  should  grant  a  permit  to  the  owner  of  the  east  side  of 
Forty-fourth  street,  as  his  frontage  is  paid.  It  makes  no 
matter  to  the  city  by  whom  it  was  paid.  Mr.  Lindsay  did 
not  buy  the  pipe  from  the  city,  he  only  paid  his  own  assess- 
ment bill  and  that  of  his  neighbor  across  the  street,  believing 
no  doubt  that  he  would  be  benefited  more  than  the  amount  of 
money  paid  by  having  his  houses  occupied.

Mr.  Lindsay  can  ask  the  owner  of  the  east  side  to  repay 
him  the  money  paid,  or  can  sue  to  try  and  recover  the  money 
so  paid,  but  that  is  a  question  that  in  no  way  concerns  the  city. 
It  is  a  matter  between  Mr.  Lindsay  and  Mr.  MarshalL  No 
one  has  a  right  to  use  the  Water  Bureau  as  his  agent  or 
attorney  in  collecting  what  he  need  not  hare  paid  at  the  time 
the  frontage  charges  were  made.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
16th  instant,  enclosing  a  copy  of  letter  from  George  Junkin, 
Esq.,  and  a  copy  of  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Water,  referring  to  the  question  of  charges  for  water-pipe  laid 
on  Almond  street.  Also  enclosed  in  your  communication  is  a 
copy  of  a  letter  received  by  you  from  John  L.  Ogden,  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Water,  in  which  he  makes  the  following 
report : 

"  The  water-pipes  were  laid  in  Almond  street  September  10, 
1875,  and  charges  were  made  against  Sarah  McCall  for  two 
lots ;  one  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Geisler,  80  feet,  |80 ; 
and  the  other,  northeast  corner  of  Geisler,  375  feet  2\  inches, 
$325.18.  Neither  having  been  paid  at  this  office,  they  were 
sent  to  the  Law  Department  on  March  6,  1876,  to  be  liened." 

There  appears  to  be  no  record  of  any  payment  of  these 
claims  at  the  City  Solicitor's  office.  An  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils dated  January  29,  1855,  (page  198,  section  44,  Brightly's 
Digest,)  obliges  me  to  refuse  a  permit  until  evidence  of  pay- 
ment shall  have  been  produced." 
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In  answer  I  have  but  to  say  that  the  report  of  Chief  Ogden 
covers  the  case.  The  pipe  was  laid  September  10,  1875. 
Bills  were  returned  for  lien  March  6,  1876. 

It  only  remains  for  whoever  wants  water,  either  to  pay  the 
frontage  charges,  or  produce  evidence  of  payment.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  even  date  in 
relation  to  the  liability  of  the  Vulcanite  Paving  Company  to 
repave  Library  street  with  ashphalt  pavement  under  a  contract 
to  keep  the  street  in  repair  for  three  years. 

In  your  letter  you  state  that  in  less  than  thirty  days  after 
the  completion  of  the  pavement  a  water-pipe  broke  and  washed 
a  large  hole  into  the  street,  and  you  ask  my  opinion  whether 
City  or  the  Vulcanite  Paving  Company  should  pay  for  these 
repairs. 

Inasmuch  as  the  accident  was  no  fault  of  the  Vulcanite 
Paving  Company,  but  one  in  which  the  injury  was  not  done  by 
reason  of  the  use  of  the  street  in  the  usual  way,  I  am  of 
opinion  that  the  city  is  liable  in  the  matter.

Range  within  the  city,  nor  do  I  think  that  such  is  a  nuisance 
per  se.  Unless  the  same  be  properly  located  and  every 
possible  precaution  used  to  avoid  accidents,  it  may  easily  be- 
come a  nuisance,  and  I  can  only  suggest  that  the  greatest  of 
caution  be  used  in  the  construction  and  location  of  the  same, 
as  undoubtedly  the  city  may  be  made  liable  for  any  accidents 
resulting  from  neglect  in  this  particular.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  inquiry  contained  in  a 
resolution  of  your  Board  of  the  20th  instant,  I  would  say  that 
the  facts  in  the  case  you  refer  to  are  as  follows : 

A  notice  was  sent  by  the  Board  of  Health  to  the  owner  or 
the  occupant  of  premises  on  Pott  street,  between  Twelfth  and 
Thirteenth  streets,  that  nuisances  arising  from  privy  wells 
should  be  abated.  The  owner  neglecting  to  comply  with  the 
directions  of  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Board  authorized  the 
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cleaning  of  the  wells  and  constructed  hopper  closets,  and  liens 
were  filed  against  the  properties.  The  suit  was  brought  under 
the  lien  to  recover  for  the  expense  the  city  had  gone  to  in  the 
matter  of  the  construction  of  the  closets,  the  property  owners 
having  paid  for  the  removal  of  the  privy  wells;  and  the  Court 
held,  Judge  Reed  presiding,  that  the  Board  of  Health  had 
power  to  abate  the  nuisances,  but  had  no  authority  to  construct 
closets ;  that  their  authority  ended  when  the  nuisance  was 
abated  or  removed. 

The  matter  will  be  argued  before  a  full  bench,  and  because 
of  its  importance  we  may  think  it  necessary  to  carry  it  even 
to  the  Supreme  Court,  if  the  lower  Court  sustains  the  opinion 
given  by  Judge  Reed, 

In  the  meantime,  however,  I  think  it  advisable  for  the 
Board  of  Health  to  go  no  further  than  to  the  mere  removal  of 
the  original  nuisance,  save  in  those  cases  where  it  is  clearly  a 
matter  of  grave  importance  to  the  public  that  a  change  should 
be  made. 

The  question  of  constructing  proper  and  healthful  appliances 
will  depend  entirely  upon  the  interpretation  given  by  the 
Courts  to  the  Act.  Of  course,  this  decision  does  not  apply  to 
cases  to  which  your  rules  under  the  Act  of  1885  are  applicable.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  a  cop}"  of  resolution  of  Councils 
requesting  my  opinion  "  as  to  whether  property  owners  on 
Penn  street,  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward,  are  liable  for  assess- 
ment charges  for  paving  the  roadway."  You  state  that  Penn 
street  (formerly  Shoemaker's  lane),  from  the  Reading  Railroad 
to  Chew  street,  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward,  is  an  avenue 
used  for  public   travel,   and   that    Councils,   by  ordinance   of 
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March  25,  1888,  provided  for  the  macadamizing  of  the  said 
road  with  Belgian  block  gutters,  subject  to  a  proviso  that 
owners  of  property  assessed  at  suburban  rates  should  first  give 
their  assent  before  the  contractor  could  begin  the  work. 

You  ask  my  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  the  above  proviso 
is  necessary  to  protect  the  city,  and  whether  it  can  safely  be 
repealed,  in  order  to  secure  the  much  needed  improvements. 

In  answer,  I  have  to  say  that  the  question  as  to  whether  or 
not  these  properties  are  suburban  or  rural,  is  one  that  I  cannot 
answer.  That  will  have  to  be  left  to  a  jury,  who  will  pass 
upon  all  the  facts  submitted  in  the  case.  For  the  protection 
of  the  city,  however,  I  think  it  advisable  that  the  proviso 
should  not  be  stricken  out.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  23d  in- 
stant, in  which  you  state  that  under  authority  of  ordinance  of 
Councils,  of  October  20,  1883,  the  Board  of  Surveyors  con- 
firmed a  plan  of  Esher  street,  from  Thompson  to  Washington 
streets,  but  owing  to  Washington  street  not  being  on  the  city 
plan  it  could  not  legally  become  a  street ;  that  subsequent  to 
that,  on  the  29th  of  January,  1886,  an  ordinance  was  passed 
to  place  Esher  street,  from  Washington  to  Master  streets,  on 
the  city  plan,  and  that  on  the  19th  of  April,  the  Board  of 
Surveyors  approved  plan  with  Esher  street  on  the  plan  from 
Thompson  street  to  Master  street. 

You  further  state  that  each  ordinance  above  referred  to 
covers  only  part  of  the  whole  square,  but  that  both  together 
cover  the  whole  from  Master  street  to  Thompson  street,  and 
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under  the  facts  you  ask,  is  Esher  street,  from  Master  to 
Thompson  streets,  legally  established  on  the  plan  as  it  is  now 
laid  down  from  one  street  to  another  street. 

In  reply  let  me  say,  that  on  the  12th  of  August,  1884,  I 
gave  an  opinion  that  an  Ordinance  of  Councils  of  October  20, 
1883,  opening  Esher  street,  from  Thompson  to  Washington 
streets,  was  illegal ;  and  I  have  only  now  to  add  that  the  Or- 
dinance of  January  29,  1886,  providing  for  the  placing  of 
Esher  street,  from  Washington  to  Master  streets,  on  the  city 
plan  is  illegal,  and  that  if  the  first  ordinan  :e  was  illegal,  the 
second  is,  and  that  two  illegal  ordinances  cannot  accomplish 
together  what  they  could  not  accomplish  separately.  The  way 
out  of  the  trouble  is  to  have  an  ordinance  passed  providing  for 
the  opening  of  Esher  street  from  street  to  street,  as  required 
by  law.

The  proposed  Act  as  drafted,  if  it  became  a  law,  would,  I 
think,  accomplish  the  object.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communi- 
cation under  date  of  October  8th,  stating  that  a  question  has 
arisen  with  several  of  the  magistrates  of  the  City  as  to  the 
course  that  should  be  pursued  by  them  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  approved  June  24,  1885  (P.  L.  159),  and  request- 
ing my  opinion  upon  the  following  points : 

1.  Does  this  Act  apply  to  the  Magistrates  of  this  City  ?" 

2.  If  it  does,  then,  when  an  appeal  is  taken,  and  the  costs  be 
paid  to  the  magistrate,  is  it  the  duty  of  the  magistrate  to  hold  in 
his  possession  these  costs,  to  await  the  final  disposition  of  the 
appeal,  or  to  pay  the  same  into  the  City  Treasury  to  be  sub- 
sequently disposed  of  by  ordinance  of  Councils?" 

I  reply  as  follows :  The  Act  referred  to  is  entitled  "An 
Act  relative  to  costs  in  suits  before  aldermen  and  justices  of  the 
peace,  and  the  collection  of  the  same."  Nowhere  in  the  title 
of  this  Act,  nor  in  the  body  of  the  Act,  which  consists  of  two 
sections,  is  there  a  word  said  in  reference  to  magistrates. 

Prior  to  the  Constitution  of  1874,  the  officers  holding  Courts 
not  of  record,  of  police  and  limited  civil  jurisdiction,  were  in 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  known  as  aldermen,  and  in  the 
country,  officers  holding  similar  positions  were  known  as  jus- 
tices of  the  peace. 

By  the  12th  Section,  Art.  5,  of  the  Constitution  of  1874, 
the  office  of  alderman  in  Philadelphia  is  abolished,  and  by  the 
same  section  there  were  established  courts  not  of  record  for 
every  30,000  inhabitants  with  jurisdiction  not  exceeding  $100, 
such  courts  to  be  held  by  magistrates  whose  terms  of  office 
shall  be  five  years,  who  were  to  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
voters  at  large,  no  voter  voting  for  more  than  two-thirds  of  the 
number  of  magistrates  to  be  elected.  Said  magistrates  are  paid 
by  the  county  fixed  salaries,  and  the  increase  of  their  civil 
jurisdiction  is  prohibited. 
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The  13th  Section  provided  that  all  fees,  fines  and  penalties 
in  said  courts  shall  be  paid  into  the  County  Treasury.  The 
11th  Section  of  said  Act  provided  that  except  as  otherwise 
provided  in  this  Constitution,  justices  of  the  peace  or  aldermen 
shall  be  elected  in  the  several  wards,  districts,  boroughs  or 
townships  at  the  time  of  the  election  of  constables  by  the  quali- 
fied electors  thereof  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  law, 
and  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor  for  five  years.  The 
distinction  between  justices  of  the  peace  and  magistrates  is 
thus  recognised  by  the  Constitution. 

With  the  view  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  in  reference  to 
magistrates  as  contained  in  the  Constitution,  the  Act  of  Feb- 
ruary 5.  1875  (P.  L  56),  and  the  Act  of  June  1,  1881  (P.  L. 
36),  and  several  others,  have  been  passed.  By  these  Acts  the 
form  of  oath  to  be  taken  by  the  magistrate,  and  the  form  of 
his  bond  are  prescribed  ;  and  in  the  13th  Section  it  is  provided 
that  the  jurisdiction  of  each  of  said  magistrates  shall  extend 
throughout  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,  and  they  shall 
be  by  virtue  of  their  office  ex-officio  justices  of  the  peace,  and 
they  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  shall  exercise  the  same  juris- 
diction, civil  and  criminal,  except  as  therein  otherwise  provided 
as  now  b}'  law  exercised  by  aldermen  of  said  City,  and  shall 
be  liable  to  the  same  limitations,  restrictions,  pains,  and  penal- 
ties that  are  now  imposed  upon  aldermen  by  the  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth. 

By  the  Act  of  July  7,  1879,  the  civil  jurisdiction  of  justices 
of  the  peace  was  increased  to  $300.  Without  here  enum- 
erating all  of  the  Acts  of  Assembly  relating  to  justices  of  the 
peace  and  to  the  magistrates  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  it  is 
sufficient  to  say  that  there  are  numerous  Acts  of  Assembly 
which  relate  exclusively  to  the  powers,  duties  and  jurisdiction 
of  justices  of  the  peace,  and  other  Acts  which  relate  wholly  to 
the  magistrates  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Again,  some  relate  alone  to  aldermen  and  justices  of  the 
peace,  and  others  to  magistrates,  aldermen  and  justices  of  the 
peace.  For  instance,  the  title  to  the  Act  of  June  24,  1885. 
P.  L.  159,  reads:  "An  Act  relative  to  costs  in  suits  before 
aldermen  and  justices  of  the  peace,  and  the  collection  of  the 
same."  And  upon  page  160  of  the  same  pamphlet  laws,  an 
Act  approved  on  the  same  day,  has  for  its  title  "An  Act  re- 
lating to  judgments  recovered  before  city  recorders,  magis- 
trates, aldermen  and  justices  of  the  peace." 
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While  it  is  true  that  the  general  jurisdiction  of  magistrates 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  similar  to  that  of  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  justices  of  the  peace  in  the  country,  yet  it  is  equally 
true  that  in  many  material  matters  they  are  essentially  different. 

As  above  stated,  the  office  of  alderman  in  Philadelphia  is 
abolished  by  the  Constitution,  and  the  distinction  between  the 
office  of  justices  of  the  peace  and  magistrates  is  recognized 
by  the  same  instrument,  and  by  all  the  Acts  of  Assembly  re- 
lating to  the  subject  passed  since  the  adoption  of  the  Con- 
stitution. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  Act  referred  to  is  an  Act 
which  relates,  as  its  title  states,  to  costs  in  suits  before  alder- 
men and  justices  of  the  peace.  The  office  of  alderman  still 
exists  in  the  towns  and  cities  outside  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  the  office  of  justices  of  the  peace  continues 
throughout  the  country  districts.  It  is  to  such  that  the  Act 
applies,  and  not  to  the  magistrates  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 
This  conclusion  makes  it  unnecessary  to  answer  your  second 
interrogatory.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  the  third  instant,  in 
which  you  ask  my  opinion  as  to  the  validity  of  the  enclosed 
ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  protect  workmen  and 
others  during  the  erection  of  buildings  in  Philadelphia." 

The  bill  provides  inter  alia,  "  That  the  contractor  of  all  build- 
ings hereafter  erected  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  have 
the  joists  or  girders  of  each  floor  or  story  covered  with  rough 
scaffbld  boards  or  other  suitable  material,  as  the  building  pro- 
gresses, so  as  to  sufficiently  protect  the  workmen  either  from 
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falling  through  such  joists  or  girders,  or  to  protect  the  work- 
men or  others  who  may  be  under  or  below  each  floor  from 
falling  bricks,  tools,  mortar,  or  other  substances,  whereby 
accidents  happen,  injuries  occur,  and  life  and  limb  are 
endangered." 

Section  2  provides  in  case  of  violation  of  the  ordinance,  the 
imposition  of  a  penalty. 

In  reply  I  have  to  say  that  I  do  not  think  this  ordinance 
would  be  in  the  nature  of  a  police  regulation  such  as  Councils 
have  power  to  pass.  In  other  words,  it  is  not  a  question  affect- 
ing the  City  as  a  corporation,  but  is  in  the  nature  of  a  general 
law. 

In  the  cause  of  Baldwin  vs.  City,  3,  Outer.,  164,  the 
Supreme  Court  held  that  "  a  municipal  ordinance  is  not  a  law 
within  the  meaning  of  Article  3,  Section  13,  of  the  constitution 
of  Pennsylvania  ;  that  the  word  "  law  "  has  a  fixed  and  definite 
meaning.  In  its  general  sense  it  imports  a  rule  of  action  ;  in 
the  particular  sense  in  which  we  are  now  considering  it  means 
a  rule  of  civil  conduct,  prescribed  by  the  supreme  power  in  the 
State,  commanding  what  is  right,  and  prohibiting  what  is 
wrong.  A  law  is  an  emanation  from  the  supreme  power,  and 
cannot  originate  elsewhere.  It  is  a  rule  which  every  citizen  of 
the  state  is  bound  to  obey." 

I  think,  therefore,  that  while  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
may  have  power  to  pass  such  a  law,  authority  is  not  vested  in 
this  municipality  to  legislate  upon  such  a  question.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  enclosing  draft 
of  a  resolution  of  the  Board,  asking  my  opinion  as  to  the 
legality  of  the   Boards   of  Health  in   cities   of  the   first  class 
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charging  a  fee  of  $1.00  (for  the  use  of  the  City)  for  each  plan 
approved,  under  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  June  30,  A.  D.  1885. 
In  reply  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Board  of  Health  have 
the  right  to  promulgate  suitable  rules  and  regulations  for 
carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  Act  June  30,  1885 ; 
and  if  one  dollar  be  a  reasonable  fee  for  the  work  incident 
to  the  approval  of  the  plans  filed  under  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions so  adopted,  the  Board  has  the  right  to  impose  such  a  fee.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  the  15th  instant,  in 
which  you  state  that  you  are  directed  by  Mr.  William  Mc- 
Mullen,  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee  appointed  by 
Select  Council  to  investigate  charges  of  attempted  bribery  in 
connection  with  legislation  pending  relative  to  the  bill  author- 
izing the  construction  of  the  Northeastern  Rapid  Transit 
Railway,  and  you  request  me  to  furnish  the  Committee  with 
my  opinion  as  to  the  power  of  said  Committee  to  compel  wit- 
nesses to  answer  questions  propounded  by  the  Committee  of 
investigation,  under  the  Act  of  Assembly. 

In  reply  I  answer  as  follows :  Article  15  of  the  third  par- 
agraph of  Section  1  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  reads : 

Each  branch  of  Councils  shall  have  power  to  compel  the 
attendance  of  witnesses,  and  the  production  of  books,  papers 
and  other  evidence,  at  any  meeting  of  the  body,  or  of  any 
Committee  thereof,  and  for  that  purpose  may  issue  subpoenaes 
and  attachments  in  any  case  of  inquiry,  investigation  or  im- 
peachment, and  cause  the  same  to  be  served  and  executed  in 
any  part  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  if  any  witness  shall  refuse 
to  testify  as  to  any  fact  within  his  knowledge,  or  to  produce 
any  books  or  papers  within  his  possession  or  under  his  control 
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required  to  be  used  as  evidence  in  any  such  case,  the  clerk  of 
that  branch  of  Councils  by  whose  authority  such  witness  was 
subpoenaed  shall  forthwith  report  the  facts  relating  to  such 
refusal  to  that  one  of  the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  county 
to  which  current  new  actions  and  proceedings  may  at  the  time 
be  distributed,  apportioned,  and  assigned,  and  all  questions 
arising  upon  such  refusal,  and  also  upon  any  new  evidence  not 
included  in  said  clerk's  report  (which  new  evidence  may  be  off- 
ered either  in  behalf  of  or  against  such  witness)  shall  at  once 
be  heard  by  said  Court.  If  the  Court  determine  that  the  testi- 
mony or  evidence  required  by  such  witness  is  legally  and 
properly  competent,  and  ought  to  be  given  or  produced  by  him, 
then  said  Court  shall  make  an  order  commanding  such  witness 
to  testify,  or  to  produce  books  and  papers  (or  both  as  the  case 
may  be),  and  if  said  witness  shall  thereafter  refuse  to  testify, 
or  to  produce  books  or  papers  as  aforesaid  in  disobedience  of 
such  order  of  the  Court,  then  the  said  Court  shall  have  power 
to  order  the  commitment  of  such  witness  to  the  county  jail 
of  the  proper  county  for  contempt." 

This  reference  I  think  fully  answers  your  question.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yours  of  the  22d 
instant,  wherein  you  state  that  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward  has 
recently  been  divided,  and  that  six  members  of  the  School 
Board  in  consequence  of  their  residence,  are  thrown  into 
the  new  Thirty-second  Ward,  and  request  my  opinion  upon 
certain  questions,  which  I  will  answer  in  the  order  presented  : 

1.  "Are  those  school  directors  Avho  were  in  office  at  the 
time  of   the  division  of  Twenty-eighth  Ward,  and    who  are 
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thrown  into  the  new  Thirty-second  Ward  by  residence,  eligible 
to  serve  without  re-election  as  Directors  of  the  Thirty-second 
Ward?" 

I  answer,  no.  The  Act  of  May  twentieth,  1857,  section  1, 
P.  L.  617,  provides  that  "school  directors  of  the  First  School 
District  of  Pennsylvania  elected  in  the  wards  in  said  district, 
shall  reside  in  the  wards  for  which  they  are  elected,  and  a  re- 
moval from  the  ward  shall  cause  a  vacancy  in  said  board,  which 
shall  be  filled  by  the  board  in  which  said  vacancy  occurs." 

When  the  case  known  as  "  In  re  election  of  school  directors 
of  the  Nineteenth  Ward  "  {11  Phila.  Reports,  300),  came  be- 
fore Judge  Ludlow,  he  decided  that  under  the  Act  of  May 
twentieth,  1857,  above  quoted,  that  the  office  of  school  direc- 
tor in  the  old  ward  held  by  one  who  lived  in  the  new  ward, 
became  vacant  by  the  act  of  law  the  same  as  if  the  director 
had  voluntarily  removed  into  another  ward. 

I  therefore  am  of  opinion  that  the  school  directors  of  the 
late  Twenty-eighth  Ward  who  now  reside  in  the  newly  created 
Thirty-second  Ward,  cannot  serve  as  directors  in  the  said  Thir- 
ty-second Ward. 

2.  "  How  are  the  directors  of  the  new  Thirty-second  Ward 
chosen  prior  to  the  time  of  holding  the  regular  election  for 
school  directors?" 

To  this,  I  reply,  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  discover  any 
legal  method  by  Avhich  directors  for  the  Thirty-second  Ward 
can  be  chosen  prior  to  the  next  municipal    election. 

When  the  city  was  consolidated  under  the  Act  of  February 
2,  1854,  it  was  provided  by  the  Twentieth  Section  of  said  Act 
(P.  L.  34),  that  the  qualified  voters  in  each  of  the  wards  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  (then  24  in  number)  except  the  Twenty- 
first,  Twenty-second,  Twenty-third,  and  Twenty-fourth  Wards, 
shall  elect  twelve  citizens  qualified  to  serve  as  members 
of  the  Senate  of  this  Commonwealth,  four  of  whom  shall 
be  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  four  for  two  years,  and  four 
for  three  years  as  Directors  of  Public  Schools ;  and  each  year 
thereafter  the  qualified  voters  of  each  of  the  said  wards  shall 
elect  four  citizens  of  like  qualifications  to  serve  as  Directors 
for  Public  Schools  for  three  years.  They  shall  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  their  office  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  next  suc- 
ceeding their  election. 
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The  exceptions  as  to  the  Twenty-first,  Twenty-second, 
Twenty-third  and  Twenty-fourth  Wards  are  immaterial  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  the  present  question. 

The  Act  referred  to  has  been  amended  and  qualified  since, 
but  the  general  provisions  remain  the  same. 

Since  the  Consolidation,  nine  new  wards  have  been  formed, 
and  a  reference  to  the  formation  of  these  wards  will  show  the 
provision  made  in  cases  similar  to  the  present. 

The  Twenty-fifth  Ward  was  created  out  of  the  Nineteenth 
and  Twenty-third  Wards  by  an  Act  of  Assembly  approved 
April  12,  1861,  P.  L.  293.  The  third  Section  of  this  Act 
provided  that  "  The  qualified  voters  of  the  Twenty-fifth  Ward 
shall  at  the  next  election  vote  for  nine  citizens  to  serve  as  school 
directors,  and  the  twelve  persons  having  the  highest  vote  shall 
be  elected,  four  of  whom  shall  serve  for  one  year,  four  for 
two  years,  and  four  for  three  years;  and  at  every  annual  elec- 
tion thereafter,  the  qualified  voters  of  said  ward  shall  vote  for 
three  citizens  of  said  ward  to  serve  as  school  directors  ;  and  the 
four  persons  having  the  highest  vote  shall  be  elected  to  serve 
for  three  years." 

The  fourth  Section  provided  that  "  The  qualified  voters  of 
the  Nineteenth  and  Twenty  third  Wards  shall,  at  the  next 
election,  elect  school  directors  to  fill  any  vacancies  in  the 
several  boards  of  school  directors  of  said  wards,  caused  by  the 
passage  of  this  Act." 

The  Twenty  sixth  Ward  was  created  from  out  of  the  First 
Ward  by  Act  of  March  29,  1864,  P.  L.  111.  The  sixth  Sec- 
tion of  said  Act  provided  that  "  The  qualified  voters  of  said 
wards  shall  at  the  next  election  elect  school  directors  to  fill  any 
vacancies  in  the  several  boards  of  school  directors  of  said  wards, 
caused  by  the  passage  of  this  act :  Provided,  That  the  persons 
elected  as  school  directors  of  the  old  First  Ward  shall  continue 
to  act  as  school  directors  of  the  new  wards  until  their  terms  of 
office  shall  have  expired." 

The  Twenty-seventh  Ward  was  created  by  a  division  of  the 
Twenty-fourth  Ward,  by  Act  of  April  17,  1866,  P.  L.  968. 
The  fourth  Section  of  said  Act  provided  that  "  The  school  sec- 
tions of  each  of  the  said  Avards  shall  be  designated,  respectively, 
by  the  number  of  its  wards;  every  person  now  holding  office, 
or  commission,  in  the  present  Twenty-fourth  Ward  as  a  ward 
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officer,  shall  continue  to  hold  and  exercise  his  office  for  the 
term  for  which  he  was  elected,  if  he  shall  continue  to  reside 
within  the  limits  of  the  ward,  as  it  now  exists,  except  school 
directors,  who  shall  be  required  to  reside  within  the  bounds 
of  the  school  section,  of  whose  board  of  directors  they  are 
members." 

At  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Act,  the  Twenty-fourth 
Ward  consisted  of  two  School  Sections,  one  north  and  the  other 
south  of  Market  Street,  each  having  a  full  set  of  school  direc- 
tors. This  arrangement  was  by  virtue  of  the  Act  of  March 
22,  1865,  P.  L.  567. 

When  the  new  wards  were  created  in  1866,  the  boundaries 
were  the  same  as  the  old  School  Sections. 

The  Twenty-eighth  Ward  was  formed  from  the  Twenty- 
first  Ward  by  Act  of  March  twenty-fourth,  1867,  P.  L.  460. 
The  third  Section  of  this  Act  provided  that  the  voters  in  the 
Twenty-first  and  Twenty-eighth  Wards  should  at  the  next 
election,  and  at  every  annual  election  thereafter,  elect  school 
directors  as  therein  provided. 

By  an  Act  of  Assembly  approved  January  22,  1869,  P.  L. 
Ill,  the  Twentieth  Ward  was  composed  of  two  school  sections, 
with  a  set  of  Directors  in  each  Section,  the  boundary  between 
the  two  sections  being  Broad  street. 

By  the  Act  approved  February  23,  1871,  P.  L.  122,  the 
Twentieth  Ward  was  divided,  and  the  Twenty-ninth  Ward 
created,  the  boundary  lines  of  the  wards  being  the  same  as  the 
former  School  Sections. 

The  sixth  Section  of  this  Act  provided  that  each  of  the  said 
wards  shall  constitute  one  School  Section,  and  all  vacancies 
in  the  office  of  school  directors  shall  be  supplied  as  is  now  or 
may  hereafter  be  provided  by  law. 

The  Thirtieth  Ward  was  created  from  the  Twenty-sixth  Ward 
by  a  decree  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  March  3, 
1875,  and  the  Thirty-first  Ward  was  created  by  a  decree  of  the 
Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  out  of  the  Nineteenth  Ward  on 
March  2,  1875.  No  provision  was  made  at  the  time  in 
reference  to  school  directors. 

When  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  created  the  Thirtieth 
and  Thirty-first  Wards,  no  provision  was  made  in  reference  to 
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.school  directors,  nor  was  any  provision  made  by  the  recent 
decision  of  the  Court  in  the  making  of  the  Thirty-second  and 
Thirty-third  Wards. 

This  review  shows  that  the  Legislature  in  dividing  the  wards 
has  always  made  provision  for  the  election  of  school  directors 
in  the  new  wards,  but  under  the  Act  of  April  25,  1874, 
authorizing  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  to  create  new 
wards,  there  is  no  provision  upon  the  subject,  and  I  am  unable 
to  find  any  general  statute  under  which  school  directors  can 
be  elected  in  the  Thirty-second  Ward  prior  to  the  next  muni- 
cipal election. 

3.  "  When  should  the  School  Board  of  the  new  ward 
organize?" 

To  this  I  reply,  The  Act  of  February  16,  1865,  P.  L. 
151,  Section  1,  provides:  "  That  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
each  School  Section,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  shall,  here- 
after, meet  and  organize  their  respective  boards,  by  the 
election  of  a  president  and  secretary,  on  the  first  Monday  of 
January  next  succeeding  the  annual  election  for  directors." 

The  time,  therefore,  to  organize  the  Board'of  Directors  of  the 
Thirty-second  Ward  will  be  on  the  first  Monday  of  January 
succeeding  the  election  of  the  Directors  in  said  Ward. 

4.  "  When  should  the  School  Board  of  the  Twenty-eighth 
Section  cease  to  act  for  Twenty-eighth  and  Thirty-second 
Sections?" 

To  this  I  answer,  The  School  Board  of  the  Twenty-eighth 
Section,  after  the  division  of  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward  into  the 
Twenty-eighth  and  Thirty-second  Wards,  had  no  longer  any 
right  to  act  in  the  Thirty-second  Ward. 

The  Act  of  May  5,  1887,  P.  L.  78,  provides  that  vacancies 
in  any  Board  of  School  Directors  in  cities  of  the  first  class 
shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members  of  said  Board,  who 
shall  choose  a  duly  qualified  person  to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the 
remainder  of  the  unexpired  term  of  the  person,  whose  death, 
resignation,  removal  or  neglect  of  duty  under  existing  laws, 
caused  such  vacancy. 

The  vacancies  in  the  Twenty-eighth  Section,  I  advise,  can 
under  this  Act  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members  of  the  said 
Section. 
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5.  "Advise  fully  how  the  new  Thirty-second  Section  shall 
secure  a  full  Board  of  Directors,  and  become  a  new  and  inde- 
pendent School  Section." 

This  I  have  answered  above.  I  know  of  no  way  under  ex- 
isting laws  by  which  Directors  can  be  elected  in  the  Thirty- 
second  Ward  prior  to  the    next  municipal  election.
